Opening Session 

Opera House, April 25, 1945 


PROGRAM 

The doors of the Opera House will be open at 3 
p.m. It is requested that all persons be seated by 
4 p.m. since the program will be broadcast by radio 
to all parts of the world. 

At 4:30 p.m. Mr. Stettinius, temporary President 
of the Conference, will open the session and an- 
nounce the President of the United States, who will 
speak from Washington. (It is requested that there 
be no applause until the President’s address is con- 
cluded.) 

Addresses of welcome will be given by the Gover- 
nor of the State of California, the Honorable Karl 
Warren, and by the Mayor of the city of San Fran- 
cisco, the Honorable Roger D. Lapham. 

The temporary President of the Conference will 
give a brief address and the Secretary General of 
the Conference, Mr. Alger Hiss, will announce the 
meetings to be held on Thursday, April 26. 

The temporary President will adjourn the session. 


TICKET INFORMATION 

Admission to the Opera House on the afternoon 
of Wedne.sday, April 25, 1945, will be granted to 
holders of season tickets or to holders of tickets to 
the Opening Session but a pass must also be pre- 
sented along with the ticket. The tickets are for In- 
dividually numbered seats except as noted below. 


Delegates, advisers, and other offlciali accredited 
to the Conference will receive season tickets. The 
permanent conference pass (blue), signed by the 
Secretary General, should be presented together 
with the ticket at the entrance. 

Owing to the fact that some delegates, advisers 
and other officials may not succeed in obtaining a 
permanent conference pass in time for the first and 
second plenary sessions, temporary passes (white) 
dated April 25 and April 26 have been distributed 
with the season tickets. If a holder of a season 
ticket has received his permanent conference pass 
(blue), the temporary pass (white) will not be 
required and should be destroyed. Both the season 
tickets and white passes should be signed by the 
holder. 

The press representatives accredited to the Con- 
ference who have been given press season tickets 
should present the ticket and their pass for admis- 
sion to the Opera House. Some of these press season 
tickets permit admission to boxes in which working 
units have been established. The other press season 
tickets permit admission to sections in the grand tier, 
dress circle, balcony circle, and balcony, which have 
been set aside and designated “Press Gallery”. The 
holders of session tickets have been given temporary 
passes (white), good for the one session only. 

IT SHOULD BE EMPHASIZED THAT NO ADMISSION TO 
PLENARY SESSIONS IN THE OPERA HOUSE WILL BK 
GRANTED EXCEPT TO HOLDERS OF BOTH TICKETS AND 
CONFERENCE PASSES. 


Temporary President of the Confer- 
ence and Secretary General 

In accordance with established international prac- 
tice, the President of the United States of America, 
as Chief of State of the country serving as host to 
the Conference, has designated the Honorable 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., as temporary President of 
the Conference, to serve until the election of a per- 
manent President. Mr. Stettinius will preside until 
the permanent President is elected by the Confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Alger Hiss will serve as Secretary General 
and Mr. John Ross as Deputy Secretary General. 


“Journar’ and “Record” 

The Journal of the Conference will contain the 
order of the day, summaries of the verbatim minutes 
of the plenary sessions and commission meetings, 
lists of documents issued, and general announce- 
ments. It will be printed and issued daily. 

The Record will be a daily compilation of the sum- 
maries of proceedings of all committees and sub- 
committees which have been issued as separate 
documents in mimeographed form. These documents 
will be assembled in proper order with a cover-page 
containing a “contents-pr^is”. The Record will be 
available in restricted number to officers of delega- 
tions only. 
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Invitation of the United 
States of America to 
the Conference 

(Text) 

The Government of the United States of America, 
on behalf of itself and of the Governments of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, and 
the Republic of China, invites the Government of 
[name of Government invited was inserted herel to 
send representatives to a conference of the United 
Nations to be held on April 25, 1945, at San Fran- 
cisco in the United States of America to prepare a 
charter for a general international organization for 
the maintenance of international peace and security 
The above named Governments suggest that the 
conference consider as affording a basis for such a 
charter the proposals for the establishment of a gen- 
eral international organization, which were made 
public last October as a result of the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference, and which have now been supple- 
mented by the following provisions for Section C of 
Chapter Vr 

“C. Voting 

“1. Each member of the Security Council should 
have one vote. 

“2. Decisions of the Security Council on pro- 
cedural matters should be made by an affirmative 
vote of seven members. 

“3. Decisions of the Security Council on all 
other matters should be made by an affirmative 
vote of seven members including the concurring 
votes of the permanent members; provided that, 
in decisions under Chapter VIII, Section A, and 
under the second sentence of Paragraph 1 of 
Chapter VIII, Section C, a party to a dispute 
should abstain from voting.” 

Further information as to arrangements will be 
transmitted subsequently. In the event that the 
Government of [name of Government invited was 
inserted here] desires in advance of the Conference 
to present views or comments concerning the pro- 
posals, the Government of the United States of 
America will be pleased to transmit such views and 
comments to the other participating Governments.

The G>nference Library 

Location and Hours of Opening 

The Conference library is located in Room 226, 
Veterans Building. It is open from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
every day, including Sunday, for special reference 
service to members of the delegations and the Secre- 
tariat. The library telephone is INternational 3300, 
extension 309. 

The Collection 

The collection includes some 4,000 volumes, prin- 
cipally reference works and documentary series on 
international organization, plus a selection of dic- 
tionaries, encyclopedias, Who's Who*s, and other 
reference tools. Arrangements have been made to 
borrow other books as needed from cooperating 
libraries in San Francisco and its vicinity or, if 
necessary, from Washington. Because of the highly 
specialized nature of the collection, lending of books 
to individual members of the Conference will not 
be possible Special arrangements, however, will be 
made for short-term loans in case books are required 
in the course of commission and other official meet- 
ings of the Conference. 

Reference Service 

A technical staff is on duty to provide general 
reference service, and special officers will be avail- 
able to assist members of the Conference on ad- 
vanced reference questions and documentation. In 
addition, the entire resources of the library of the 
United States Department of State and of the 
Library of Congress may be utilized by means of the 
ticker system or by telephone. The executive officers 
of the commissions are expected to keep the Con- 
ference library informed of the direction of discus- 
sion in their groups so that the needs of the 
delegations may be anticipated. 

The Reading Room 

In addition to serving as the center for reference 
inquiries of the Conference, the reading room of the 
library is available to the delegates and their staffs 


for the preparation of their own material. For gen- 
eral reference and reading purposes, the Cohference 
library will be open to all persons admitted to the 
second floor of the Veterans Building.

Address by the President of the United States 


Delegates to the United Nations Conference on 
International Organization: 

The world has experienced a revival of an old 
faith in the everlasting moral force of justice. At 
no time in history has there been a more important 
conference, or a more necessary meeting, than this 
one in San Francisco, which you are opening today. 

On behalf of the 
American people, I 
extend to you a most 
hearty welcome. 

President Roosevelt 
appointed an able 
delegation to repre- 
sent the United States. 

I have complete con- 
fidence in its chair- 
man, Secretary of 
State Stettinius, and 
in his distinguished 
colleagues, former 
Secretary Cordell 
Hull, Senator Con- 
nally, Senator Van- 
denberg. Represen- 
tative Bloom and 
Representative Eaton, 

Governor Stasscn,and 
Dean Gildersleeve. 

They have my con- 
fidence. They have my 
support. 

In the name of a 
great humanitarian — 
one who surely is 
with us today in spirit 
— I earnestly appeal 
to each and every one 
of you to rise above 
personal interests, and 
adhere to those lofty 
principles which 
benefit all mankind. 

Franklin D. Roose- 
velt gave his life 
while trying to per- 


petuate these high ideals. This Conference owes its 
existence, in a large part, to the vision, foresight, 
and determination of Franklin Roosevelt. 

Each of you can remember other courageous 
champions who also made the supreme sacrifice, 
serving under your flag. They gave their lives, so 
that others might live in security. They died to 

insure justice. We 
must work and live to 
guarantee justice — tor 
all. 

You members of 
this Conference are 
to be architects of 
a better world. In 
your hands rests our 
future. By your labors 
at this Conference, we 
shall know if suffer- 
ing humanity is to 
achieve a just and 
lasting peace. 

Let us labor to 
achieve a peace which 
is really worthy of 
their great sacrifice. 
We must make cer- 
tain, by your work 
here, that another war 
will be impossible. 

We, who have lived 
through the torture 
and the tragedy of 
two world conflicts, 
must realize the mag- 
nitude of the problem 
before us. We do not 
need far-sighted vi- 
sion to understand the 
trend in recent his- 
tery. Its significance is 
all too clear. 

With ever-increas- 
ing brutality and de- 
struction, modern 
warfare, if tmchecked, 


Summary of Proceedings 
OPENING SESSION 

The Opening Session of the United Nations Confer- 
ence on International Organization was convened by 
the Honorable Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., temporary 
President of the Conference, at 4:33 p.m. on April 25, 
1945 in the War Memorial Opera House of the City of 
San Francisco. 

The temporary President requested a minute of silent 
and solemn meditation. 

Mr. Stettinius introduced the President of the United 
States, who addressed the Conference from Wash- 
ington. The temporary President introduced succes- 
sively the Honorable Earl Warren, Governor of the 
State of California, and the Honorable Roger D. 
Lapham, Mayor of the City of San Francisco, each of 
whom delivered addresses of welcome to the delegates. 

The temporary President addressed the Conference 

Mr. Stettinius introduced Mr. Alger Hiss, temporary 
Secretary General of the Conference, who announced 
that— 

(1) the chairmen of all delegations would meet at 
10:30 a.m. on April 26, 1945 in the Veterans War 
Memorial Building, and 

(2) the first official plenary session of the Confer- 
ence would convene at 3:30 p.m. on April 26, 
1945, in the Opera House. 

The temporary President declared the Opening Ses- 
sion adjourned. 

(Verbatim minutes of the Opening Session, contain- 
ing the addresses, will be distributed separately as 
Document 8.) 
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would ultimately crush all civilization. We still have 
a choice between the alternatives: the continuation 
of international chaos, or the establishment of a 
world organization for the enforcement of peace. 

It is not the purpose of this Conference to draft a 
treaty of peace in the old sense of that term. It is 
not our assignment to settle specific questions of 
territories, boundaries, citizenship, and reparations. 

This Conference will devote its energies and its 
labors exclusively to the single problem of setting 
up the essential organization to keep the peace. You 
are to write the fundamental charter. 

Our sole objective, at this decisive gathering, is to 
create the structure. We must provide the machin- 
ery which will make future peace not only possible 
but certain. 

The construction of this delicate machine is far 
more complicated than drawing boundary lines upon 
a map, or estimating fair reparations, or placing 
reasonable limits on armaments. Your task must 
be completed first. 

We represent the overwhelming majority of all 
mankind. We speak for people who have endured 
the most savage and devastating war ever inflicted 
upon innocent men, women and children. 

We hold a powerful mandate from our people 
They believe we will fulfill this obligation. We 
must prevent, if human mind, heart, and hope can 
prevent, the repetition of the disasters from which 
the entire world will suffer for years to come. 

If we should pay merely lip service to the inspir- 
ing ideals and then later do violence to simple jus- 
tice, we would draw down upon us the bitter 
wrath of generations yet unborn. 

We must not continue to sacrifice the flower of 
our youth merely to check madmen, those who in 
every age plan world domination. The sacrifices 
of our youth today must lead, through your efforts, 
to the building for tomorrow of a mighty combi- 
nation of nations founded upon justice for peace. 

Justice remains the greatest power on earth. 

To that tremendous power alone, will we submit. 

Nine days ago, I told the Congress of the United 
States, and I now repeat it to you: 

“Nothing is more essential to the future peace 
of the world than the continued cooperation of the 
nations which had to muster the force necessary to 
defeat the conspiracy of the Axis powers to domi- 
nate the world. 

“While these great states have a special respon- 
sibility to enforce the peace, their responsibility is 
based upon the obligations resting upon all states, 
large and small, not to use force in international re- 
lations, except in the defense of the law. The re- 
sponsibility of great states is to serve, and not to 
dominate the peoples of the world.*’ 


None of us doubts that with Divine guidance, 
friendly cooperation, and hard work, we shall find 
an adequate answer to the problem history has put 
before us. 

Realizing the scope of our task and the impera- 
tive need for success, we proceed with humility and 
determination. 

By harmonious cooperation, the United Nations 
repelled the onslaught of the greatest aggregation 
of military force that was ever assembled in the 
long history of aggression. 

Every nation now fighting for freedom is giving 
according to its ability and opportunity. 

We fully realize today that victory in war requires 
a mighty united effort. Certainly, victory in peace 
calls for, and must receive, an equal effort. 

Man has learned long ago that it is impossible to 
live unto himself. This same basic principle applies 
today to nations. We were not isolated during the 
war; we dare not now become isolated in peace. 

All will concede that in order to have good neigh- 
bors we must also be good neighbors. That applies 
to every field of human endeavor. 

For lasting security, men of good-will must unite 
and organize. Moreover, if our friendly policies 
should ever be considered by belligerent leaders as 
merely evidenc e of weakness, the organization we 
establish must be adequately prepared to meet every 
challenge. 

Differences between men, and between nations, 
will always remain. In fact, if held within reason- 
able limits, such disagreements are actually whole- 
some. All progress begins with differences of opinion 
and moves onward as the differences are adjusted 
through reason and mutual understanding. 

In recent years, our enemies have clearly demon- 
strated the disaster which follows when freedom of 
thought is no longer tolerated. Honest minds cannot 
long be regimented without protest. 

The essence of our problem here i.s tci provide 
sensible machinery for the settlement of disputes 
among nations. Without this, peace cannot exist. 
We can no longer permit any nation, or group of 
nations, to attempt to settle their arguments with 
bombs and bayonets. 

If we continue to abide by such decisions, we will 
be forced to accept the fundamental philosophy of 
our enemies, namely, that “might makes right.” To 
deny this premise, and we most certainly do deny it, 
we are obliged to provide the necessary means to 
refute it Words are not enough. 

We must once and for all reverse the order, and 
prove by our acts conclusively, that right has might. 

If we do not want to die together in war, we must 
learn to live together in peace. 

With firm faith in our hearts to sustain us along 
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the hard road to victory, we will find our way to 
secure peace for the ultimate benefit for all hu- 
manity. 

We must build a new world — a far better world — 
one in which the eternal dignity of man is respected. 

As we are about to undertake our heavy duties, 
we beseech Almighty God to guide us in the buildlj^g 
of a permanent monument to those who gave their 
lives that this moment might come. 

May He lead our steps in His own righteous path 
of peace.

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Summary of Proceedings 


FIRST PLENARY SESSION 

Opera Houae, April 26, 1945 

The temporary Ihresident of the United Nations 
Conference on International Organization, Mr. Siet- 
tinius, convened the First Plenary Session at 3:48 
p.m. on April 26, 1945, in the War Memorial Opera 
House. 

Mr. Stettinius announced that the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Chairman of the Delegation of 
Chile, Joaquin Fernandez y Fernandez, had request- 
ed permission to speak at the opening of the session 
on behalf of the delegations of the Latin American 
republics. He recognized Mr. Fernandez y Fernan- 
dez, who presented the following declaration: 

“The Latin American republics invite all the 
other United Nations represented at this Confer- 
ence, in homage to the memory of Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt, to express the aim of bringing to 
a fitting and perfect consummation his work as 
the leader of democracy, as the initiator of the 
good-neighbor policy, and as the inspirer of a 
world organization for the maintenance of peace 
through the rule of justice.” 

The Conference signified its approval of this dec- 
laration by standing silently for one minute in ac- 
cordance with a request by Mr. Fernandez y Fernan- 
dez. 

Mr. Stettinius expressed the appreciation of the 
people and Government of the United States for 
this tribute to President Roosevelt, whose spirit 
would inspire our united efforts to establish and 
maintain a firm basis of lasting peace.

(1) since consideration of Conference organiza- 
tion had not been completed during the first meet- 
ing of the chairmen of delegations, they would re- 
convene at 10:30 a.m. on April 27, 1945, in the Vet- 
erans Building, and 

(2) the Second Plenary Session of the Conference 
would convene at 3' 30 p.m. on April 27, 1945, in the 
War Memorial Opera House. 

Mr. Stettinius addressed the Conference on behalf 
of the Delegation of the United States. 

The Chair recognized T. V. Soong, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Chairman of the Delegation of 
the Republic of China, who addressed the Confer- 
ence. 

The Chair recognized V. M. Molotov, People’s 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs and Chairman of the 
Delegation of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics, who addressed the Conference. 


The Chair recognized Anthony Eden, Secretary at 
State for Foreign Affairs and Chairman of the Dele- 
gation of the United Kingdom, who addressed the 
Conference. 

The temporary President, at 5:45 p.m., declared 
the First Plenary Session adjourned.

SECOND PLENARY SESSION 

Opera House, April 27, 1945 

The temporary President of the United Nations 
Conference on International Organization, Mr. Stet- 
tinius, convened the Second Plenary Session at 3:58 
p.m. on April 27, 1945, in the War Memorial Opera 
House. 

Mr. Stettinius announced that Dr. Guillermo Belt 
Hamirez, Cuban Ambassador to the United States 
and Chairman of the Cuban Delegation, had been 
elected by the Chairmen of the Delegations as Rap- 
porteur. At the request of Mr. Stettinius, Dr. Belt 
read a report containing certain recommendations 
on organization and other matters adopted by the 
Chairmen of the Delegations at meetings held at 
10:30 a.m. on April 26 and 27, 1945. A summary of 
the principal recommendations follows: 

1. The working languages of the Conference to 
be English and French. 

2. The official languages to be English, Russian, 
Chinese, French, and Spanish. (Further details 
to be announced.) 

3. Mr. Alger Hiss to be confirmed as Secretary 
General. 

4. The memorandum on the Proposed Organ- 
ization of the Conference prepared by the tempo- 
rary Secretary General to be approved, and a re- 
port based thereon to be submitted. 

5. That there be four Presidents, who will pre- 
side In rotation at the plenary sessions. These 
four may meet from time to time, with Mr. Stet- 
tinius presiding over these meetings, and Mr. 
Stettinius to be Chairman of the Executive and 
Steering Committees, the three others delegating 
full powers to Mr. Stettinius for conducting the 
business of the Conference. 

6. That the membership of the Executive Com- 
mittee be as follows: Francis Michael Forde or 
Herbert Vere Evatt (Australia), Pedro Leao Vel- 
loso (Brazil), W. L. Mackenzie King (Canada), 
Joaquin Fernandez y Fernandez (Chile), T. V. 
Soong (China), Jan Masaryk (Czechoslovakia). 
Georges Bidault (France), Mostdfa Adi (Iran), 
Ezequiel Padilla (Mexico), Eelco N. van Kleffens 
(Netherlands), V. M. Molotov (Union of Soviet 


Socialist Republics), Anthony Eden (United 
Kingdom), Edward R. Stettinius, Jr. (United 
States), and Ivan Subasid (Yugoslavia). 

7. That the Conference approve as its Agenda 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals as supplemented 
at the Crimea Conference and by the Chinese 
Proposals agreed to by the sponsoring govern- 
ments and the comments submitted by partici- 
pating countries. 

8. A report on the rules of procedure for the 
Conference to be submitted as soon as possible. 

9. That the Ukrainian Soviet Socialist Republic 
and the Byelo-Russian Soviet Socialist Republic 
be invited to be initial members in the proposed 
international organization 

10. That a Credentials Committee be formed, 
composed of members appointed by Chairmen 
of the following Delegations: Luxembourg, 
(Chairman), Ecuador, Nicaragua, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia, and Yugoslavia. 

11. That the following resolution be adopted: 

“The Governments of the United Nations ex- 
press to the people of Poland their sympathy and 
their admiration. They hope that the constitution 
of a Polish Government, recognized as such by the 
sponsoring nations, will make it possible for Pol- 
ish delegates to come and take part as soon as pos- 
sible in the work of the Conference.” 

All of these recommendations were unanimously 
approved by the Conference.

FIFTH PLENARY SESSION 

Opera House, April 30, 1945 

The President oi the Conference and Chairman 
of the Delegation of the United Kingdom, Mr. 
Anthony Eden, convened the Fifth Plenary Session 
at 3:34 p.m. on April 30, 1945 in the War Memorial 
Opera House. 

Mr. Eden announced that the Sixth Plenary Ses- 
sion of the Conference would be held in the War 
Memorial Opera House at 3:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
May 1, 1945. 

Mr. Eden recognized Guillermo Belt Ramirez, 
Cuban Ambassador and Chairman of the Cuban 
Delegation, acting as rapporteur of the meeting of 
the chairmen of delegations. Mr. Belt presented a 
report concerning certain recommendations adopt- 
ed by the chairmen of the delegations at their third 
meeting on April 30, 1945 at 11 a.m. 

The first recommendation was that the Ukraini- 
an Seviet Socialist Republic and the Byelo-Russian 
Soviet Socialist Republic be permitted to take their 
seats at the Conference immediately. This recom- 
mendation was unanimously approved by the Con- 
ference. 

The second recommendation was that the repre- 
sentatives of the Argentine Republic be permitted 
to take their seats at the Conference immediately. 
Mr. Eden then recognized V. M. Molotov, People’s 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics and Chairman of that 
country’s delegation, who addressed the Confer- 
ence and requested that this question be postponed 
for a few days to permit further study. Mr. Eden 
then recogrfized in turn Alberto Lleras Camargo, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Colombia and Chair- 
man of the Delegation of Colombia and Ezequiel 
Padilla, Secretary of Foreign Relations of Mexico 
and Chairman of the Delegation of Mexico, who 
supported approval of the recommendation pre- 
sented by Mr Belt. Mr. Eden then recognized Paul 
Henri Spaak, Minister for Foreign Affairs of Bel- 
gium and Chairman of the Delegation of Belgium, 
who addressed the Conference in support of the re- 
quest for postponement. Mr. Edea then recognized 
in turn Victor Andres Belaunde of the Peruvian 
Delegation, and Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., Secreta- 
ry of State of the United States of America and 
Chairman of the American Delegation, who sup- 
ported the recommendation presented by Mr. Belt. 

The Conference then voted (28 to 7) not to defer 
the decision relating to Argentina, and voted (31 to 


4) in favor of the recommendation that the repre- 
sentatives of the Argentine Republic be permitted 
to take their seats at the Conference immediately. 

Mr. Belt then presented the third recommenda- 
tion of the meeting of the chairmen of the delega- 
tions recommending approval of their report on the 
organization of the Conference referred to by Mr. 
Belt in the Second Plenary Session on April 27, 
1945. This third recommendation was unanimously 
approved by the Conference. 

Mr. Eden then recognized the following in turn, 
each of whom addressed the Conference on the 
subject of international organization: Alberto 
Lleras Camargo, Minister of Foreign Affairs of Co- 
lombia and Chairman of the Colombian Delega- 
tion; and Camilo Ponce Enriquez, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Ecuador and Chairman of the Ecua- 
doran Delegation.

Summary of Proceedings 


SKTH PLENARY SESSION 

Opera House, May 1, 1945 

The President of the Conference and Chairman 
of the Delegation of the United States of America, 
Mr. Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., convened the Sixth 
Plenary Session at 3:35 p.m. on May 1, 1945, in the 
War Memorial Opera House. 

Mr. Stettinius recognized Mr. Joseph Bech, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Luxembourg and Chair- 
man of the Luxembourg Delegation, who is Chair- 
man of the Credentials Committee. Mr. Bech pre- 
sented the report of the Credentials Committee 
dated April 28, 1945, pointing out that it did not take 
into consideration the countries invited subsequent 
to that date. The report stated that the credentials 
of the representatives of the following 46 govern- 
ments participating in the Conference had been ex- 
amined and found to be in good order: Australia, 
Belgium, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, Co- 
lombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Domini- 
can Republic, Ecuador, Egypt, El Salvador, Ethi- 
opia, France, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
India, Iran, Iraq, Lebanon, Liberia, Luxembourg, 
Mexico, Netherlands, New Zealand, Nicaragua, Nor- 
way, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Philippine Common- 
wealth, Saudi Arabia, Syria, Turkey, Union of South 
Africa, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, United 
Kingdom, United States of America, Uruguay, Ven- 
ezuela, and Yukoslavia. The report was approved 
by the Conference without objection. 

The President then recognized Ambassador Belt, 
Chairman of the Cuban Delegation and Rapporteur 
of the Steering Committee. Mr. Belt presented to 
the Conference a report of the Steering Committee 
concerning the allocation among the several delega- 
tions of Conference positions on the commissions 
and technical committees. Copies of the report had 
been distributed at the beginning of the meeting. 
The Conference approved the report without ob- 
jection. 

In accordance with the special decision of the 
Steering Committee on April 30, the President rec- 
ognized as the first speaker of the afternoon. Field 
Marshal Jan Christian Smuts, Prime Minister and 
Chairman of the Delegation of the Union of South 
Africa. The following speakers thereafter addressed 
the Conference on behalf of their delegations (in 
order of recognition by the Chairman) : Blatta Eph- 
rem Tewelde Medhen, Minister to the United States 
from Ethiopia and Member of the Delegation of 
Ethiopia; Georges Bidault, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of France and Chairman of the Delegation of 
France; Guillermo Toriello, Minister of Foreign Re- 
lations of Guatemala and Chairman of the Guate- 
malan Delegation; G^ard E. Lescot, Minister of 


Foreign Affairs of Haiti and Chairman of the Hai- 
tian Delegation; Arshad Al-Omari, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Iraq and Senior Member of the Dele- 
gation of Iraq; C. L. Simpson, Vice President of Li- 
beria and Chairman of the Liberian Delegation; and 
Hasan Saka, Minister for Foreign Affairs of Turkey 
and Chairman of the Turkish Delegation. 

Mr. Stettinius announced that the Seventh Plen- 
ary Session of the Conference would be held in the 
War Memorial Opera House at 8:30 p.m. on Tues- 
day, May 1, 1945 and that the Eighth Plenary Ses- 
sion of the Conference would be held in the same 
place at 3:30 p.m. on Wednesday, May 2, 1945. 

Mr. Stettinius declared the Sixth Plenary Session 
adjourned at 6:03 p.m.

EIGHTH PLENARY SESSION 

Opera House, May 2, 1945 

The President of the Conference and Chairman 
of the Delegation of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Repubhcs, Mr. V. M. Molotov, convened the Eighth 
Plenary Session at 3:36 p.m. on May 2, 1945 in the 
War Memorial Opera House. 

Mr. Molotov called upon the Secretary General, 
Mr. Alger Hiss, who pointed out that, by the con- 
clusion of this session, the Conference would have 
heard the statements of all those chairmen of dele- 
gations who desired to speak and that it would then 
be possible for the Conference to carry on its work 
through its four commissions and twelve technical 
committees. The officers of these four commissions 
had themselves met informally in the morning and 
recommended that the officers of each commission 
meet with the officers of the committees within that 
commission in order that they might proceed upon 
their urgent tasks as soon as possible.

MEETINGS OF OFFICERS OF

Field Marshal Jan Christian Smuts (South Af- 
rica), President of Commission II, presided at the 
meeting of the officers of the Commission and its 
committees which was held at 10:30 a.m. (Sum- 
maries of the meeting will be distributed separately 
as Dpcument 83.)

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AUTOMOBILE TRANSPORTATION 

The procedure followed by the Conference motor 
transportation pool with regard to assignment of 
automobiles for official use of members of the Con- 
ference is printed below and may be of assistance 
in assuring efficient and satisfactory operation of 
the automobile transportation service. Vehicles will 
be furnished for official business only. 

1. Dispatch telephones 

From city telephones, call — 

(a) KLondike 2-0312 — Dispatcher will answer. 

(b) INternational 3300 — Conference operator 
will answer; then ask for “Dispatcher”. 

From Conference telephones, ask Conference 
operator for “Dispatcher”. 

2. Requests for transportation 

(a) Requests will be accepted by the Dispatcher 
only when the requesting party’s name is on the 
authorized list furnished by the Secretary General 
of the Conference. 

(b) All requests should be made to the Dispatcher. 

(c) For assigned vehicles, the requesting party 
should give his name, his delegation, vehicle num- 
ber, and time, place, and name of the person to 
whom the vehicle is to report. 

(d) For other vehicles, the requesting party 
should give his name, nature of trip, and time, 
place, and name of the person to whom the vehicle 
IS to report. 

3. At pick-up point 

(a) On requests for other than assigned vehicles, 
drivers will wait only 15 minutes for requesting 
party to claim vehicle. 

(b) Passenger must meet the vehicle, since the 
driver is required to stay with it. At the principal 
hotels, the contact may be made through the Army- 
Navy transportation clerk on duty. 

(c) Normally, 20 minutes is required from time 
of call to Dispatcher until arrival of vehicle at 
points in the central city area. 

4. En route 

(a) Delays should be avoided. If it is foreseen 
that a stop in the central city area will be longer 
than 40 minutes, the vehicle should be returned to 
the pool and another requested when needed. 

(b) Since drivers are expected to follow written 
assignments, requests should be clear and complete. 
If a deviation is necessary, drivers are authorized 
an additional 30 minutes therefor. 

(c) No pool vehicle should be driven by other 
than a regularly assigned driver. 


(d) Drivers are Instructed to observe all city, 
county, and State traffic rules. Since Army-Navy 
regulations prohibit speeds greater than 35 miles 
per hour, drivers must not be asked to exceed this 
limit. 

5. Vehicles permanently assigned to delegations 

(a) Vehicles will be returned to pool for the 
period 1 a.m. to 8 a.m. and for required servicing. 

(b) Drivers must be given consideration and time 
lor meals. They should be released between 11 am. 
and 2 p.m. for lunch and between 4:30 pm. and 
7 p.m. for dinner. In the event that it is impossible 
for the person using the car to release it during the 
regularly scheduled meal period, the requisitioner 
is requested either to provide the driver with money 
for meals to be obtained in the vicinity or to release 
that particular car and call upon the pool for 
another. 

(c) Arrangements for the following day may be 
made by calling the Dispatcher. 

6. Transportation information desks are located in 
the lobbies of the Veterans Building and the Fair- 
mont, Mark Hopkins, Sir Francis Drake, and St. 
Francis Hotels.

Meetings on May 9 

Committee I/l discussed Chapter I of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals, the amendments submitted 
by the four sponsoring governments, and the 
amendments proposed by other delegations. 

Committee 1/2 continued the general discussion 
of problems relating to membership in the proposed 
International Organization. 

Committee II/l discussed Chapter V, Section A, 
and agreed that each member state should be limit- 
ed to five delegates in the Assembly. The Commit- 
tee began a discussion of Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 2 

Committee €11/2 received from Subcommittee A 
a report on the procedure to be followed isu the 
consideration of proposed amendments. While a 
complete statement of amendments arranged for 
consideration by the Committee was not ready, it 
was decided to proceed immediately to a hearing 
of explanations of and comments on the amend- 
ments proposed by the sponsoring governments. 
The Delegate of the United Kingdom explained the 
purposes of the proposed amendments. The French 
Delegate made some general observations on the 
proposed amendments. 

Committee 111/4 held a general discussion of 
Chapter VIII, Section C, of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals and the comments and BUggestions rele- 
vant thereto submitted by the governments partici- 
pating in the Conference. Delegations which had 
presented pertinent comments and suggestions 
were called upon In alphabetical order for a general 
statement of their views on regional arrangements. 
The Delegates of Australia, Belgium, and Bolivia 
spoke in turn. 

A subcommittee was appointed to analyze, 
classify, and. where possible, amalgamate the 
amendments to Chapter VIII, Section C, submitted 
by the various delegations. The membership of 
this subcommittee, which will work with the Chair- 
man and Rapporteur of Committee III/4, is as 
iollowB' Australia, Chile, Czechoslovakia, Egypt. 


Doc. 180 (E^nglifih) 
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France, Mexico, Norway, the Union of Soviet So- 
oialiat Republics, the United Kingdom, and the 
United States. 

Committee IV/1, pursuant to its previous deci- 
sions, and in order to expedite its work, determined 
to continue the system of reading the draft statute 
proposed by the Committee of Jurists which met in 
Washington in April, deferring articles on which 
amendments are proposed, and voting on the 
others. 

Following this method the Committee unani- 
mously approved 16 articles, in addition to four 
approved at previous meetings. These include 
Articles 3 (retaining at 16 the number of judges). 
Article 9 (providing representation of the world’s 
principal legal systems), Article 13 (retaining the 
9-year term but providing that the terms of one 
third of the judges are to expire every 3 years 


instead of all at the same time). Article 22 (pro- 
viding that the seat of the Court should be at The 
Hague), Article 26 (empowering the Court to 
establish special chambers for any particular cate- 
gory of cases, such as labor or transit and com- 
munications), and Article 28 (providing that these 
chambers may sit elsewhere than at The Hague).

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee IIl/l on May 9, 1945 approved the des- 
ignation of Mr. Thanassis Aghnides, Ambassador to 
Great Britain and member of the Delegation of G r ee ce , 
as acting Chairman in the event Mr. Sofianopoulos 
should for any reasons be absent A aubcommittoe re- 
port recommending that all of the provisions of Sec- 
tion B of Chapter VI be assigned to Committee 1, 
Commission HI, was approved. There was e continu- 
ation of the discussion of Chapter VI, Section A, after 
which it was decided to terminate the general consid- 
eration of the Section and to take up in detail the vari- 
ous amendments thereto at the next meeting. 

Committee 1/2 on May 10, 1945 continued its dis- 
cussion on problems relating to membership in the 


proposed International Organisation. Various delegates 
expressed their views on questions of universality of 
membership, requirements for membership, and the 
international status of prospective members. The Com- 
mittee approved the establishment of a subcommittee, 
which is to prepare a draft of the membership chapter 
for the consideration of the full Committee at a meet- 
ing next week. 

Committee II/ 1 in its meeting on May 10, 1945, 
after considering proposed amendments, approved Chap* 
ter V, Section B, paragraph 2, of the text of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals. A subcommittee to handle any 
drafting questions was appointed. The membership of 
the subcommittee is as follows: Belgium, Canada, 
Kcypt* Prance, Mexico, Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, the United States, together with the Chair- 
man and the Rapporteur. 

The session of Committee III/3 on May 10, 1945 was 
devoted to a consideration of the problem whether the 
General Assembly should be given the right to review 
decisions of the Security Council respecting the use of 
force, or, alternatively, whether other countries, not 
members of the Council, should be represented thereon 
when questions concerning them are before the Council. 

Subcommittee III/4/A held its first meeting on May 
10, 1945. General discussion was begun with a view 
to Analyzing, classifying, and, where possible, amalga- 
mating the amendments to Chapter VIII, Section C, 
submitted by the various delegations. 

Committee IV/2 on May 10, 1945 considered the 
problem of immunities for the property of the United 
Nations Organization and also the problem of privi- 
leges and immunities for the representatives of mem- 
bers and their staffs and for officials of the Organiza- 
tion and their staffs. It was concluded that the Charter 
should provide for such immunities and the topics were 
referred to a subcommittee for formulation and the 
preparation of texts.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2 on May 11, 1945 appointed a sub- 
committee to prepare a draft of the chapter on 
membership in the Organization. The matter of 
suspension and expulsion was referred to this 
subcommittee. The Committee commenced discus- 
sions on Chapter IV (Principal Organs) of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. 

Committee 11/2 on May 10, 1945 accepted an 
alteration in its terms of reference presented to it 
for consideration by Field Marshal Smuts, President 
of Commission II, at the request of Senator Rolin, 
President of Commission I. By this alteration, 
questions of the conditiorui under which members 
of the Organization might have their rights sus- 
jiended or restored, or might suffer expulsion, were 
transferred to Committee 1/2. Questions of pro- 
eediire on these three points remain with Commit- 
tee II/2. 

The Committee continued its discussion of para- 
grraph .1 of Section B, Chapter V, of the Dumbarton 
Oaks Proposals. It considered an amendment to 
that paragraph submitted by Australia, The three 


questions of principle which emerged from the dis- 
cussion concerned: (a) the general competence of 
the Aaaemblif to discuss any question of inter- 
national relations; (b) the limitation on this com- 
petence imposed by the last sentence of the para- 
graph; (c) the desirability of adopting some pro- 
cedure by which this limitation would cease to 
operate if the Security Council ceased actively to 
deal with any matter before it. These three points 
were referred, together with all the amendments 
relevant to the Committee’s terms of reference, to 
a subcommittee (to be nominated by the Chairman 
and the Rapporteur), which was charged with the 
task of formulating on this basis a series of ques- 
tions for the Committee to discuss at its nc.xt 
meeting. 

Committee II /2 on May 11, 1945 accepted as a 
basis for its further discussion of paragraph 1, 
section B, Chapter 5 of the Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals a series of nine questions prepared by the 
subcommittee. These questions were based on the 
amendments which participating governments had 
proposed to the paragraph under consideration, 
and were designed to formulate issues of principle 
on which the Committee has to decide. 

The Committee then proceeded to discuss the 
first of the nine questions, namely, “Should the 
General Assembly be enabled to make, on its own 
initiative, recommendations on any matter relating 
to the maintenance of international peace and se- 
curity which is being dealt with by the Security 
Council?” No decision was takep, and discussion 
on this point will continue at the next meeting, 
which will be on Monday, May 14. 

Committee II/4 on May 10, 1945 considered pro- 
posals on trusteeship from the delegations of 
Australia, China, France, the United Kingdom, 
and the United States. A general discussion of 
these was opened with statements by the delegates 
of Australia and the Philippine Commonwealth 
and will be continued at the next meeting. 

' Committee II/4 on May 11, 1945 resumed the 
general discussion on the proposed system of 

Doc, 247 (English) 
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trusteeship. The Delegate for China made an ex- 
planatory statement on the proposals laid before 
the Committee by his Government. The Delegates 
for France, the Netlierlands, and the Union of 
South Africa expressed the views of their Gov- 
ernments on the subject of trusteeship, both gen- 
erally and in relation to the dependent peoples for 
which they were responsible. 

Committee III/l on May 10, 1946 approved the 
insertion at the end of the third sentence of Section 
A of Chapter VI of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals 
of the amendment proposed by the four sponsoring 
powers respecting the criteria for the election of 
the non-permanent members of the Security Coun- 
cil, so that this sentence would read as follows: 
‘‘The General Assembly should elect six states to 
fill the non-permanent seats, due regard being 
sjyecially 7 >aid in the first instance to the contribu- 
tion of members of the Organization towards the 
maintenance of international peace and security 
and towards the other jmrposes of the Organiza- 
tion, and also to equitable geograqjhical distribu- 
tion.** 

It was agreed, however, that the proposed 
amendments of the other governments to all the 
points in Section A, Chapter VI, will be subject to 
discussion in subsequent sessions. 

A discussion also took place on the matter cov- 
ered by the first sentence of Section A (“The 
Security Council should consist of one representa- 
tive of each of eleven members of the Organiza- 
tion”). No vote, however, was taken as the dis- 
cussion was not completed. 

Committee III/l on May 11, 1945 discussed the 
first sentence of Section A, Chapter VI of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. No action was taken. 
The discussion was adjourned to the next session, 
when it is hoped a vote will be taken early in the 
meeting. 

Committee III/3 on May 11, 1945 continued to 
hear explanations of various national points of 
view on the participation and responsibilities of 
non-members in the Security Council. A sub- 
committee was chosen to formulate a text on this 
subject to be submitted for the consideration of 
the Committee. 

Subcommittee III/4/A at its second meeting on 
May 11, 1946 continued a general discussion of the 
analysis, classification, and possible amalgamation 
of the proposed amendments to Chapter VIII, 
Section C submitted by the various delegations. 

Committee IV/1 on May 10, 1946 continued its 
consideration of the draft Statute of the proposed 
International Court of Justice prepared by the 
Committee of Jurists, which met for this purpose 
in April. Five additional articles were approved, 


bringing the total to 24. Among the five are 
Article 30 (empowering the Court to frame rules 
of pi*ocedure). Article 31 (continuing the former 
rule which permits any litigant to have a judge 
of its own nationality on the bench if it so desires), 
and Article 35 (empowering the Security Council 
to lay down the conditions under which non-mem- 
ber states may have access to the Court). 

Certain other articles were deferred until pro- 
posed amendments could be laid before the Com- 
mittee in writing. 

Judges J. Gustavo Guerrero, of El Salvador, 
President of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice, and Manley 0. Hudson, of the United 
States, Judge of the Court, were present as ob- 
. servers for the Court, at the invitation of the 
Committee. Judge Charles De Visscher, also a 
Judge of the Court, is a delegate to the Conference 
and a member of the Committee, representing 
Belgium.

A trained 
staff is maintained in the office of the Adviser 
for planning, compiling, and drawing maps and 
geographic charts upon request of members of dele- 
gations and officers of the Secretariat.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee I/l on May 11, 1945 continued gene- 
ral discussion on Chapter I of the Dumbarton 
Oaks Proposals. A drafting subcommittee was 
appointed to deal with the preamble and purposes 
concurrently with the continued discussion in the 
Committee as a whole. 

Committee II/3 on May 11, 1945 voted unani- 
mously to recommend to the appropriate commit- 
tee that an Economic and Social Council should 
be Included as one of the principal organs of the 
Organization. 

The Committee then had a general discussion 
on the amendments proposed to Chapter IX, 
Section A, paragraph 1 of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals, dealing with the purposes of social 
and economic cooperation. No decisions were 
taken. 

Committee III/l on May 12, 1945 completed dis- 
cussion of the first sentence of Section A, Chap- 
ter VI, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, which 
reads as follows: 'The Security Council should 
consist of one representative of each of eleven 
members of the Organization.” 

A vote was taken, and the sentence was unani- 
mously approved. 

Committee III/2 on May 11, 1945 commenced 
discussion of specific amendments proposed by 
the sponsoring and other governments. The 
Committee approved in principle an amendment 
submitted by the sponsoring governments to be 
inserted before paragraph 1 of Chapter VIII, 
Section A. It approved paragraph 1, and the 
general ideas of amendments proposed by the 
Bolivian and Norwegian Delegations, which were 
referred to a drafting committee for final de- 
cision as to phraseology and place in the Seo 
tion. Consideration of an amendment proposed 


by the French Government was postponed to the 
next meeting of the Committee. 

Committee IV/1 on May 11, 1945, approved the 
articles comprising the chapter on procedure in 
the Statute of the proposed International Court 
of Justice. The articles approved now total 50. 
The Committee also completed the reading of the 
Statute and is ready for the second reading of 
articles previously deferred to permit the sub- 
mission of amendments. 

Committee rV/2 on May 12, 1945 considered a 
number of problems Involved in the question 
whether the United Nations Charter should con- 
tain a provision dealing with obligations incon- 
sistent with the Charter. It was agreed that the 
Charter should contain a provision on this sub- 
ject, and that the provision should preclude any 
agreements by members in the future which may 
be inconsistent with the Charter. The applica- 
tion of such a provision to existing obligations 
was discussed. It was decided to continue con- 
sideration of the whole question at the next 
meeting before submitting it to a drafting sub- 
committee.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

May 14, 1945 

Committee I/l continued generivl discussion of 
Chapter I of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. 

Committee 1/2 discussed the report of its Sub- » 
committee on Membership and agreed on a text to 
be submitted to the Commission. It was decided 
that discussion of withdrawal of membership 
would be placed on the agenda for a future meet- 
ing. At its next meeting the Committee will discuss 
Chapter IV, Principal Organs. 

Committee II/2 continued discussion on the 
first of the nine questions on which the Committee 
had agreed to center its debate over paragraph I, 
Section B,’ Chapter V. This question reads as 
follows : 

“Should the General Assembly be enabled to 
make, on its own initiative, recommendations on 
any matter relating to the maintenance of inter- 


national peace and security which is being dealt 
with by the Security Council?” 

It was argued on the one side that more power 
should be given to the Assembly to take up a 
dispute if the Security Council failed to act 
effectively and that the small nations would thus 
be able to exert their influence for the maintenance 
of peace. Those who took the contrary view em- 
phasized that it was necessary to avoid any pos- 
sibility of a jurisdictional conflict between the 
Security Council and the General Assembly at 
moments of crisis. It was urged that the whole 
concept of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals was 
based on a division of functions between the 
Security Council and the General Assembly which 
should not be upset. 

Those speaking in favor of an affirmative answer 
to the question quoted above were the representa- 
tives of the Philippine Commonwealth, Cuba, 
Guatemala, and Belgium. 

Speaking for a negative answer (in some cases 
a qualified negative) were representatives of 
Canada, the Netherlands, the United Kingdom, 
China, and Iran. 

The Uruguayan representative said he favored 
a compromise solution. 

The Committee met at p. m. and recessed at 
8. Two spesLkers are yet to be heard. The Chair- 
man expressed the hope that after they had been 
heard a vote could be taken early in the next 
meeting. The Committee meets again on May 15, 
at 3:;i0 p. m. 

The purposes of the International Organization 
in the field of economic and social cooperation was 
discussed in Committee II /3. In view of the ex- 
istence of a number of different projiosed word- 
ings with substantial agreement as to content, the 
Committee deciiie<i to name a subcommittee to 
prejiare a single draft covering all the state- 
ments proposed. 

General discussion of proposals on trusteeship 
was continued by Committee II/4. Delegates of the 


Doc. 304 (English) 
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Union of South Africa and China made additions 
to their former statements. Delegates of the United 
States, the United Kingdom, and the Soviet Union 
then explained the views of their Governments 
both on the substance of the proposals before the 
Committee and on matters of procedure. The 
question of a working document to be adopted by 
the Committee as a basis of discussion was con- 
sidered, but this and other questions of detail were 
postponed until after the end of the general dis- 
cussion. 

Committee Hl/2 resumed discussion of the 
amendment proposed by the French Government. It 
was decided to postpone further consideration pond- 
ing action by Committee I/l. 

The Committee considered an amendment to 
paragraph 2, Chapter VI 11, Section A, proposed 
by the sponsoring governments, and proposals sub- 
mitted by the Bolivian, Ethiopian, and Greek 
Governments. The amendment submitted by the 
sponsoring governments was unanimously accepted. 

It was agreed to accept the suggestion of the 
Bolivian Delegate that further action be post- 
poned pending consideration of the matter by 
Committee IV/2 within whose terms of reference 
the subject-matter of this amendment was believed 
to come. 

It was decided to refer to Committee 111/3 a 
jirojiosal of Uie Greek Delegate with the statement 
that Committee III/2 ajiproved in principle. 

An Ethiopian proposal was referred to the draft- 
ing subcommittee with the understanding that Its 
purpose was to clarify the meaning of paragraph 
2 and not to change its substance. 

At the meeting of Committee III/3 on May 14, 
the subcommittee api)ointed at the previous meet- 
ing presented the report of its deliberations, group- 
ing all the amendments proposed to Chapter VIII, 
Section B, and Chapter XII, under major sub- 
stantive headings to facilitate their consideration 
in the Committee. Debate continued on the question 
whether the General Assembly should have a voice 
in the decisions of the Security Council regarding 
the u.se of armed force or, alternatively, whether 
states not members of the Security Council should 
be invited to sit on the Council when a decision on 
the use of force directly affecting them is being 
taken. 

Committee IV/1 began tlie second reading of the 
draft statute of the proposed International Court 
submitted by the Committee of Jurists. The Com- 
mittee referred article 1 to a subcommittee. Article 
1 Involves the question whether the old court should 
be continued or a new one established. The Com- 
mittee then discussed and adopted article 2, which 
follows the text of the old statute.

The commemorative ceremony m Muir Woods 
National Monument, originally .scheduled for May 
12, will lie held on Saturday afternoon, May 19, at 
5 p. m. Invitations to attend this ceremony in trib- 
ute to the memory of Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
have been sent to delegates, assistant delegates, and 
advisers by the Honorable Harold L. Ickcs, Secre- 
tary of the Interior. It is regretted that, owing to 
limited facilities, the entire Conference cannot be 
invited. 

The program already distributed to the invited 
guests will serve as a ticket of admission to the 
official buses, which will leave from the Fairmont 
Hotel and the St. Francis Hotel (Post Street ent- 
trance) at 3:30 j). m. 

FLAG-RAISING CEREMONIES 

In view of the lifting of the period of mourn- 
ing at midnight of May 14, many of the flags of 
the United Nations arc to be displayed at full mast. 
Beginning at 8 a. m., May 15, approximately 180 
flags will be flown throughout the Conference area. 
They will line Fulton Street from Leavenworth to 
the Civic Centter Plaza, which will be encircled, and 
will surround the City Hall, the 0[»era House, and 
the Veterans Building.

Flags in other areas will be 
raised and lowered by civilian personnel in concert 
with those in the Plaza. 

Flags will be raised at 8 a. m. week-days and at 
9 a. m. Sundays, and will be lowered at 5 p. m. 
each day.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/l on May 14, 194fj approved an 
amendment to the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals to 
provide that the Secretary General of tlie Organiz- 
ation should be elected by the General Assembly 
upon nomination by a majority of any seven of the 
Security Council. The Committee also appioved 
the amendment of the four sponsoring govern- 
ments that the Secretary General should be elected 
for a period of three years and be eligible for re- 
election. 

The Committee discussed the method of choosing 
the deputy secretaries general. Discussion of this 
question will continue at the next meeting. 

Committee III/l, on May 14, discussed the am- 
endments pertaining to the second sentence of Sec- 
tion A, Chapter VI (“Representatives of the United 
StaU‘s of America, the United Kingdom of Great 


Britain and Norinem Ireland, the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the Rejiublic of China, and, in 
due course, France, sliould have permanent seats.") 
This sentence was approvenJ with one lunendmcnt, 
i. e., to strike out “in due course" before the name 
of France. This was unanimously passed by ac- 
clamation. 

The amendments jiroposed to the next sentence 
of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, as amplified 
by the amendment of the .sponsoring governments, 
were next discussed. Thit> sentence provides for the 
election of the six non-pernianent members of the 
Council, “due regard being especially paid in the 
first instance to the contiibution of members ol 
the Organization toward the maintenance of inter 
national peace and security and toward the other 
Purposes of the Organization, and also to equitable 
geographical distribution." The di.scu.ssion was ad- 
journed until the next miTting. 

Committee I/l, on May in, held concluding dis- 
cussion on Chapter 1 of the Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals. A general measure of agreement was voiced 
by various delegates that a more explicit wording 
he u.scd in Chapter I with respect to the observance 
of the principles of international law, morality, 
and justice. Several delegates supported the French 
amendment which would insure explicit under- 
takings to respect treaty obligations. 

Committee 1/2 on May Ih, accepted a formula 
which will serve as the basis of paragraph 1 of 
Chajiter IV on Principal Organ.s. The formula, 
following the general form of paragraph 1 of 
Chapter IV of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, 
jnovides for the inclusion of the Economic and 
Social Council as a principal organ. Committee 11/2 
has already placed itself on record in favor of this 
status for the Economic and Social Council. The 
formula which (Committee T/2 adopted stipulates 
also that it applies “without prejudice to the ad- 
dition of any of such other organs as this Con- 
fenmee may create.” 

Discussion of paragraph 1, Section R, Chapter 
V, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals was continued 


Doc. 348 (English) 
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by Committee 11/2 on May 15 on the basis of 
Question 1 formulated by a subcommittee. By per- 
mission of the Chair, a proposed redraft of the 
wliole of paragraph 1 was read by the Delegate 
from the United States, who stated that it had the 
support of the four sponsoring governments and 
France. 

The new proposal by the sponsoring govern- 
ments was greeted appreciatively by a number of 
speakers, who said that it went a considerable dis- 
tance toward meeting the criticisms they had made 
of this jwrtion of the original Dumbarton Oaks 
text. Some, however, wished to go still further in 
the direction of giving power to the Assembly to 
discuss and recommend. 

A vote was taken on Question 1, which reads as 
follows: “Should the General Assembly be enabled 
to make on its own initiative, recommendations on 
any matter relating to the maintenance of inter- 
national peace and security which is being dealt 
with by the Security Council?” 

There were 16 affirmative votes and 26 negative, 
and the Chair ruled that the question had been 
negatived. The voting procedure was unsuccess- 
fully challenged on the grounds that a two-thirds 
vote against was needed to negative a question. 

Committee II/3, on May 15 decided unanimously 
to ask the Drafting Subcommittee, appointed at the 
previous meeting, with some additional members, to 
prepare con.solidated drafts of amendments, pro- 
posed under Chapter IX of the Dumbarton Oaks 
documents, on which it appeared that there was 
substantial agi^ment. The Subcommittee would 
take into consideration the Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals and the amendments proposed by the four 
sponsoring governments, the proposals submitted 
by Canada and the other governments, and points 
brought out in the discussions of the Committee. 

The discussion preceding this decision brought 
out the fact that there was an important degree of 
agreement on the substance of mo.st of the points 
made in the Proposals of the various countries. It 
was therefore considered that a consolidated draft 
would greatly speed discussion. Each of the members 
retains the right to press for changes in the con- 
solidated draft. It was thought, however, that a 
number of countries might be willing to withdraw 
their specific proposals in fa^or of the language of 
the draft. 

The Subcommittee will consist of representatives 
from Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, China, 
Cuba, Czechoslovakia, France, Mexico, Norway, the 
Soviet Union, the United Kingdom, and the United 
States, and the Chairman, Sir A. Ramaswami 
Mudaliar, and the Rapporteur, Mr. Manuel 


Noriega Morales. It was suggested that working 
advisers rather thah delegates be named to sit on 
the Drafting Subcommittee. 

The Committee proceeded to a discussion of the 
relation of the International Labor Organization to 
the general International Organization. 

Committee III/2, on May 15, initiated the con- 
sideration of paragraph 3 of Chapter VIII, Section 
A, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, and amend- 
ments thereto proposed by the Governments of 
Belgium, Bolivia, Chile, and Ethiopia. 

The Belgian amendment, second part, proposed 
that the Security Council might have the right to 
impose temporary measures. The United States 
Delegate pointed out that situations of this nature 
were covered to a sufficient extent by Section B 
of Chapter VIII. In the ligrht of this explanation 
the Belgian Delegate withdrew this part of the 
amendment. 

The first part of the amendment of the Ethiopian 
Government pronosed omission of the words, “first 
of all” in paragrraph 3. The Delegate of the United 
States took the position that these words should 
not be omitted because the parties to a dispute 
should first settle their dispute by ordinary pro- 
cedure without the intervention of the Security 
Council and because the Security Council had 
under paragraph 5 the right to intervene at any 
time if the dispute endangered the maintenance of 
peace and security. With that understanding as to 
the meaning of Section A, the Ethiopian Delegate 
agreed that the purpose of his amendment was 
served with the reservation that “if one of the 
pai-ties to this dispute has the right to ask the 
Security Council to intervene while these negotia- 
tions are going on.” 

The Committee voted approval of paragraph 3 
of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals and that this 
paragraph and the amendments thereto outlined on 
pages 5 and 6 of Document 207 (English), with the 
exception of those withdrawn, be submitted to the 
drafting committee, with the understanding that 
the committee does not endorse the wording of the 
amendments but approves the general idea.s ex- 
pressed. 

The Chairman stated that the amendment pro- 
posed by Ecuador would be discussed at the next 
meeting. This proposal is to the effect that the 
General Assembly should approve with a majority 
equivalent to a vote of two- thirds of its members 
a statute whereby continental or regional arrange- 
ments would be established for conciliation pro- 
cedure for settlement of all disputes of a political 
nature between states of another continent or 
region. 
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Committee III/8, on May 15, discussed and put 
to a vote several specific amendments to Chapter 
VIII, Section B, presented by various delegations in 
order to give the General Assembly concurrent or 
reviewing authority over decisions of the Security 
Council regfarding the application of economic or 
military sanctions. None of these suggested amend- 
ments was approved. 

A further specific amendment to the effect that 
non-members of the Security Council should be in- 
vited to sit as members when the Council is dis- 
cussing the use of the force?, these countries have 
agreed to make available under special agreements 
was discussed and referred to the Drafting Sub- 
committee for further consideration.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

At the third session of Committee 111/4, on 
May 15, the Rai)F)orteur presented a report of the 
work of Subcommittee 1IT/4/A which contained 
an analysis and classification of all the amend- 
ments and comments submitted by the various 
delejfations dealing: with matters within the pur- 
view of the Committee (Chapter VIII, Section C), 
as well as certain recommendations relating: to the 
work of the fuU Committee. The report was ap- 
proved in its entirety. 

The Representative of the United States an- 
nounced that proposals formulated by the Dele- 
gation of the United States, after consultation 
with a number of interested delegations, intended 
to clarify in the Charter the relationship of regional 
agencies and collective arrang:ements to the World 
Organization, would be presented through the ap- 
propriate channels of the Conference. 


Committee I/l on May 16 commenced general 
discussion on Chapter II of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals with pertinent amendments. Various 
delegations supported their formal amendments to 
this Chapter, including Uruguay, Czechoslovakia, 
Cuba, Peru, Egypt, Australia, Brazil, Belgium, and 
Ethiopia. 

In Committee II/l on May 16, Mr. Seymour 
Jacklin, Treasurer of the League of Nations, spoke 
at the invitation of the Committee. He pointed 
out that there was a problem of financing the pro- 
posed International Organization for an interim 
period between the close of the San Francisco 
Conference and the formal establishment of the 
Organization after ratification of the Charter. The 
Committee will discuss the question of the budget 
of the Organization in the near future. 

The Committee discussed at length the amend- 
ment of the four sponsoring governments providing 
that the deputy secretaries general should be elect- 
ed by the General Assembly on recommendation 
of the Security Council. The question whether the 
deputy secretaries general should be elected in this 
manner or be selected by the Secretary General 
was considered at length. This problem will be con- 
sidered further at the next meeting. 

Committee II/3, on May 16, continued the dis- 
cussion on the question of the relationship of the 
International Labor Organization to the Organiza- 
tion. A decision on this subject was delayed in 
order to give the delegations an opportunity to 
compose their differences on this subject. 

After one amendment, the Committee voted to 
accept the redraft of the purposes of international 
economic and social cooperation submitted by the 
drafting subcommittee. 

Committee III/l, on May 16, with almost comp- 
lete unanimity, approved the third, fourth, fifth, and 
sixth sentences of Section A, Chapter VI, of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. The third sentence, 
which provides for the election by the General 
Assembly of six states to fill the non-permanent 


Doc. 873 (EngUsh) 
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seats on the Council had already been amended in 
a previous meeting of the Committee to add the 
clause proposed by the four sponsoring govern- 
ments as follows: '"due regard being especially 
paid in the first instance to the contribution of 
members of the Organization towards the main- 
tenance of international peace and security and 
towards the other purposes of the Organization, 
and also to equitable geographical distribution.** 

The remaining sentences were adopted without 
change and run as follows: “These six states 
should be elected for a term of two years, three 
retiring each year. They should not be immediately 
eligible for reelection. In the first election of the 
non-permanent members three should be chosen 
by the General Assembly for one-year terms and 
three for two-year terms.*’ 

With this session, therefore, the Committee has 
concluded its work on Section A. The text, as fin- 
ally approved, will now be reported to the Coord- 
ination Committee as having been approved by 
Committee lll/l. 

Committee III/2, on May 16, voted to appoint 
a drafting subcommittee of 9 members to draft, 
subject to approval by the Committee, the con- 
clusions of the Committee. Members of this sub- 
committee are to be named by the Chairman. 

The Committee proceeded to the discussion of an 
amendment presented by the Delegate of Ecuador 
providing for the establishment of continental or 
regional commissions of conciliation for the settle- 
ment of political disputes which might arise bet- 
ween states belonging to the respective continents 
or regions, and authorizing the General Assembly 
to coordinate the provisions of such a system 
with those of the Charter of the general Organ- 
ization. 

After extensive discussion the Committee voted 
to refer all matters in this amendment pertaining 
to the powers of the Assembly to Commission 1 1/2 
and to refer to its drafting subcommittee the sug- 
gestion that an appropriate reference be incorp- 
orated in Section A of Chapter VUI expressing 
the general idea of recourse to regional procedures 
for the peaceful settlement of disputes. 

Committee IV/2, on May 16, continued its dis- 
cussion of the question whether a provision should 
be inserted in the Charter dealing with obligations 
inconsistent with the Charter. Various problems 
connected with this topic were explored, including 
the question of the status of treaties and ag^ree- 
ments entered into prior to the conclusion of the 
Charter. The discussion will be continued at the 
next meeting. 


SEATING OF DELEGATIONS AT 
COMMISSION SESSIONS 

It is expected that public Commission meetings 
will be held in the Opera House. Because of the 
fact that the Commissions vary in membership and 
a new seating arrangement is therefore necessary 
at each Commission session, it has been found im- 
practicable to use permanent tickets for Commission 
sessions. Instead, blue theater tickets will be fur- 
nished to delegates and officials of delegations to 
attend each of these sessions. 

Only officially listed members of Commissions 
will be seated in the forward part of the orchestra 
by countries in the alphabetical order of the 
English names of the countries. Behind this group 
will begin a new alphabetical series containing seats 
allotted to delegates and other officials who are not 
accredited members of the Commission then in ses- 
sion. This seating arrangement is necessary in 
order to enable the Conunission members to be 
seated as a unit where they may be readily recog- 
nized by the President for purposes of discussion 
and voting. 

Distribution of the tickets in block allotment will 
be made to the secretaries general of the delega- 
tions through the special assistants to the Secretary 
General on delegation liaison. It will be the respon- 
sibility of the respective delegations to make suit- 
able distribution of the tickets allotted to them. 

Inquiries regarding seating arrangements should 
be made by the deleg^ations to the respective special 
assistants to the Secretary General on delegation 
liaison.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2, on May 10, continued the dis- 
cussion of Chapter IV. It was agreed that the 
Uruguayan lunendment asking for equal status 
for women in the Organization should constitute 
paragraph M of that Chapter. The amendment was 
approved in principle and submitted to a subcom- 
mittee for drafting. 

Committee 11/2, on May 16, voted on questions 2 
to 8, inclusive, of the list of questions before it re- 
lating to the principles raised by various amend- 
ments which had been proposed to paragraph 1, 
Section B, Chapter V. 

The questions and the votes were as follows: 

(2) “Should the Secretary General be required 
with the consevt of the Sec7irity Council to notify 
the General Assembly of any matter relating to 
the maintenance of international peace and security 


which is being dealt with by the Security Council, 
and also required to notify* the General Assembly 
immediately the Security Council ceases to deal 
with any such matter?" (Words underlined were 
added by the Committee before proceeding to a 
vote.) Approved. 

(3) “Should a procedure be adopte<l whereby 
the General Assembly, ha\ ing received the Secre- 
tary General’s report, may determine that the 
Security Council has ceased to exercise its func- 
tions with regard to any matter relating to the 
maintenance of international peace and security 
which IS being dealt with by the Security Council 
and proceed to make a recommendation or recom- 
mendations with regard thereto?" Negatived. 

(4) ’ “Should the General Assembly be able to 
retiuire the S(»curity Council to investigate situa- 
tions which might seem to the Assembly likely to 
endanger world peace?" Negatived. 

(5) “Should the General Assembly be entitled to 
call the attention of the Security Council to situa- 
tions which, in its opinion, are likely to endanger 
peace or are capable of doing so*^" Apjiroved. 

(6) “Should the decisions of the Security (k)un- 
cil on any matter relating to the maintenance of 
international peace and security be subject to rat- 
ification or veto by a fixed majority (such as 
three- fourths or two-thirds) of the General As- 
sembly?" Negatived. 

(7) “Should the General Assembly he entitled 
to summon the members of the Security Council to 
appear before it to report on any measures the 
Security Council may have taken or may contem- 
plate taking in dealing with any matter affecting 
international peace and security?" Negatived. 

(8) “Should the General Assembly be entitled 
to exercise concurrently with the Security Council 
the powers set out in Chapter VIII, Section A?” 
Negatived. 

Committee III/3, on May 16, considered a series 
of proposed amendments to Chapter VIII, Section 
B, which would specify in greater detail the powers 
and duties of the Security Council in making rec-

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ommcndationg or deciding upon the measures to 
be taken to maintain or restore peace and security. 

A proposed additional paragraph to the effect 
that at all events the Council should lend assistance 
to any party to a dispute who has agrreed to submit 
to judicial settlement faiknl of approval by the 
Committee. 

After discussion concerning an amendment pro- 
posed by the four sponsoring governments with 
respect to the nature of the measures to be taken 
by the Security Council, the question was referred 
to a small subcommittee composed of representatives 
of Belgium, Greece, and the United Kingdom in 
order to prepare a definite, clarified text for sub- 
mission to the full Committee. 

Committee II/l, on May 17, approved an amend- 
ment to the last sentence of Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 4 of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals 
made by the Delegate for Turkey that “the A.s- 
sembly shall elect the judges of the International 
Court of Justice in conformity with the Statutes 
of the Court”. 

After discussion the Committee voted to approve 
Chafiter V, Section B, jiaragraph f> of the T)um- 
baiion Oaks Proposals regarding apportionment of 
expenses and approval of the budget. 

Committee IT/4, on May 17, adopted rules of pro- 
cedure designed to expedite its discussion of the 
working paper which was adopted at Uie previous 
meeting, and on which consultation had since taken 
jilace between the United States and the Australian 
Delegations. It then jjassed to a consideration of 
liaragraph A 1. The Committee decided to insert 
the word “political” liefore “economic and social” in 
subparagraph (i). A {irojiosal was then made for 
redrafting subparagraph (li) in such a way as to 
include mention of “indeiiendence”. This proposal 
was discussed for the remainder of the meetirg. 

Consideration ot Section C, Chapter VI, of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, on the subject of vot- 
ing in the Security Council was begun on May 17 
by Committee III/l. There was a general discussion 
which will be continued at the meeting May 18. 

Committee IV/1, on May 17, continued its dis- 
cussion of the Statute of the proposed International 
Court. The Committee decided to retain the formeV 
system of nomination of judges by national groups 
of The Hague Court of Arbitration established 
under The Hague Conventions of 1899 and 1907. 

(Under these Conventions each member of The 
Hagpie Court of Arbitration is entitled to name 
four members of the panel from which arbitrators 
are drawn for any case which may be submitted 
to it. The members of this panel from any given 
country constituU‘ the “national groups” which 


offer nominations for judges of the Court now under 
discussion.) 

A discussion arose over the continuation of the 
former system of electing judges, which was sim- 
ultaneous separate elections by the Assembly and 
Council. This discussion was still continuing when 
the meeting adjourned at 1:20 p. m. 

Committee IV/2 on May 17, continued discussion 
of obligations inconsistent with the Charter of the 
United Nations Organization. The principle that 
the Charter should control in cases of incompati- 
bility was generally acceptable. In order to deter- 
mine what statement of the principle would suffice 
in the Charter, the matter was referred to Sub- 
committee 1V/2/A for drafting.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/1, on May 17, held the final dis- 
cussion on Chapter 11 of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals as amended, seventeen speakers pre- 
senting the views of their resjiective delegations. 
The Chairman announced that no further meetings 
of Committee I/l will be held until the drafting 
committee has returned its report. 

Committee II/3, on May 17, postponed discussion 
of the question of the relation of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization to the general United 
Nations Organization. 

The Committee took up proposals for modifica- 
tion of the second sentence of Chapter IX, Section 
A, paragraph 1, on the economic and social purposes 
and relationships of the United Nations. After a 
brief discussion, this question was also adjourned 
in order to permit some members to complete 
preparation of their proposals. The Committee 
then proceeded to a discussion of Chaptei V, 
Section B, paragraph 6, of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals. It was decided to refer to the drafting 
subcommittee the task of determining whether the 
provision for the General Assembly to make rec- 


ommendations for the purpose of adjusting situ- 
ations likely to impair the general welfare, proixised 
by the sponsoring governments to be transferred 
from Chapter V, Section B, paragraph G, to a 
new paragraph, were adequately dealt with in 
the proposed new paragraph. The subcommittee 
would report any substantive differences in the 
two texts. 

The Committee then had a general discussion 
of Chapter IX, Section C, paragraph 1, on the 
powers and functions of the Economic and So- 
cial Council and referred the question to the 
drafting subcommittee. 

Committee III/2, on May 17, voted to refei 
to a drafting subcommittee paragraph 4 Of Chapter 
VIII A as amended by the sjionsoring govern- 
ments. 

The Committee discussed at length the proposal 
of the Belgian Government to amend paragrraph 
4 providing that a party to a dispute may ask 
the Permanent Court of International Justice 
whether a docision or recommendation made by 
the Security Council infringes its essential rights. 
Decision on the matter was delayed. 

Doc. 445 (English) 
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The United States Delegate gave notice that he 
would submit at the next meeting a procedural 
motion to appoint a subccnnmittee of seven to meet 
with a subcommittee of Committee I/l to con- 
sider and prepare a joint report concerning a 
proposal to transfer to Committee I/l the amend- 
ment of the sponsoring governments regarding 
paragraph 7 of Chapter VIII A. 

Committee 1/2, on May 18, approved the rec- 
ommendations of Subcommittee B that s new 
paragraph 3 be added to Chapter IV stipulating 
that the Organization shall place no restrictions 
on the participation and representation of men 
and women on an equal basis in its principal 
organs and subsidiary agencies. Paragraph 3 
completes Chapter IV which enumerates the prin- 
cipal organs and provides for subsidiary agen- 
cies of the proposed international organization. 

The Committee then beg^a^ its consideration 
of Chapter X on the Secretariat. 

Committee II/2, on May 18, completed its discus- 
sion of the questions of principle involved in 
paragraph 1, Section B, Chapter V. By unani- 
mous vote it answered affirmatively to the ninth 
and last of the questions framed by its subcom- 
mittee, namely, ‘‘Subject to any exceptions specific- 
ally provided, should the Assembly have general 
power to discuss and make recommendations in 
respect of any matters affecting international 
relations?” 

The sense of the Committee was summed up 
in this way: that the General Assembly should 
have complete freedom to discuss any matter 
within the sphere of international relations at any 
time; that the only limitation to the Assembly’s 
power to make recommendations should be in 
respect of matters relating to the maintenance of 
peace and security during the period when the 
Security Council was dealing with such matters; 
and that the General Assembly should refer 
juridical matters to the International Court. 

The Committee agreed to set up a drafting 
subcommittee whose task it will be to work out 
a revised text for paragrajih 1, using as a basis 
the original text of the Dumbarton Oaks Propo.sals, 
the decisions and discussions of the Committee on 
the nine questions of principle which have been 
acted upon, and the proposed re-draft of para- 
graph 1 submitted by the four sponsoring govern- 
ments and France. 

Committee II/4, on May 18, postponed decision 
on the proposal to insert independence as one of 
the possible objectives of the trusteeship system. 
The Committee adopted provisionally, subject to 
final consideration of the document as a whole, a 
general statement as to the responsibilities of 
states administering dependent territorie.s, and a 


statement that there should be instituted a system 
of Trusteeship under the International Organiza- 
tion. 

Conunittee III/3, on May 18, considered the 
question whether the Charter should contain a 
definition of aggression and, if so, what its pre 
cise terms would be. The points of view of twenty- 
two delegations were expressed, but a vote on 
the matter was postponed until the next session 
of the Committee. 

Committee IV/1, on May 18, continued its dis- 
cussion of the question whether the judges of the 
International Court should be elected by the Security 
Council and General Assembly or by the General 
Assembly alone. 

At the end of the meeting, the question was 
referred to a subcommittee consisting of the Dele- 
gates of Canada and Mexico for analysis and 
recommendations concerning the election of judges, 
and especially the vote which would be required 
for this purpose in the Security Council.

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ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL CEREMONY AT MUIR WOODS 


At an impressive ceremony on Saturday after- 
noon, May 19, 1945, delegrates and advisers to the 
Conference participated in the dedication of a 
plaque in memory of the late Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt at Muir Woods National Monument. 
First suggested by the Chairman of the Brazilian 
Delegation, Mr. Pedro Leao Velloso, the ceremony 
comprised speeches by Mr. Velloso, Field Marshal 
Jan Christian Smuts, and Mr. Edward R. Stet- 
tin i us, Jr. Invitations to the ceremony were ex- 
tended by Mr. Harold L. Ickes, Secretary of the 
Interior, who was represented by Major Tomlinson 
of the National Park Service. 

Emphasis was laid by Mr. Velloso on the charac- 
ter of the late Mr. Roosevelt, whose intelligence, 
vision, and force of character had, Mr. Velloso said, 
early enabled him to sense that this generation had a 
“rendezvous with destiny”. As author of the good 
neighbor policy for the nations of the Americas, 
President Roosevelt sought to apply its principle 
of friendship to all nations of the world, Mr. Vel- 
loso said. It is for that very purpose that the 
United Nations have gathered in Sah Francisco, 
a task almost beyond the limits of human power 
to achieve. It is through the inspiration of the 
divine spark which animated the spirit of Franklin 
Roosevelt, Mr. Velloso stated, that the work of 
San Francisco may be accomplished. 

Field Marshal Smuts spoke first of the late 
President’s love of nature and all things beautiful, 
which made this ceremony particularly fitting. 
“Here among these great redwoods this great man 
will find fitting and congenial company . . . the 


company of the giants.” Mr. Roosevelt’s d4ath, the 
Field Marshal said, was, like Lincoln’s, to him a 
gain in that it came in the hour of triumph, as 
befits the death of heroes, but, also like Lincoln’s, 
it was the world’s loss. For Roosevelt, whose per- 
sonal history was a “call and an inspiration to 
all who suffer under cruel misfortune ... to use 
adversity as a stepping-stone to a higher self”, 
possessed a stature and an understanding sorely 
needed in the tasks that lie ahead. He was the 
personification of America and the carrier of the 
message of hope and good cheer from the New 
World to the Old. 

Europe lies in ruins, the Field Marshal said, and 
if the work of the present Conference is to last 
it must restore Europe to a condition of spiritual, 
political, and material order. This work of binding 
up the wounds through effective implementation of 
the spirit of Roosevelt’s historic declarations will 
be the greatest monument that the nations can 
build to him and to the America which he rep- 
resented. 

Mr. Stettinius spoke briefly, thanking the Brazil- 
ian Foreign Minister and the Prime Minister of 
South Africa for their remarks, pointing also to 
the suitability of placing the memorial among the 
grove of gjeat trees whose timeless age epitomized 
the late President’s spirit. Mr. Stettinius then un- 
veiled the replica of the plaque to be erected in 
bronze “as a reminder to posterity ... of the world’s 
eternal debt” to Franklin Delano Roosevelt, “chief 
architect of the United Nations, and apostle of 
lasting peace for all mankind.”

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SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST MEETING 
OF COMMISSION IV 

The President of Commission IV, Judicial Organ- 
ization, Caracciolo Parra-P6rez, Minister of Fore- 
ign Affairs of Venezuela, convened the first meet- 
ing of Commission IV at 10:30 a. m., on May 19, 
1945, in the War Memorial Opera House. 

He addressed the Conference and described the 
organization of Commission IV into two commit- 
tees, Committee 1 on the International Court of 
Justice and Committee 2 on Legal Problems. Mr. 
Parra-Pdrez introduced the Chairman of Committee 
1, Manuel C. Gallagher (Peru), who spoke of the 
problems being reviewed by Committee 1 with re- 
spect to the International Court of Justice. 

The Rapporteur of Committee 1, Nasrat Al- 
Farsy (Iraq), reported on the status of the work 
of Committee 1 and its review of the proposed 
statute for the International Court of Justice. 

Abdel Hamid Pasha Badawi (Egypt), Chairman 
of Committee 2 (Legal Problems) spoke of the 
various topics subject to review by Committee 2. 
The Rapporteur of Committee 2, Mariano Arguello 
Vargas (Nicaragua) reported on the work of Com- 
mittee 2 dealing with privileges and immunities of 
the Organization, registration and publication of 
treaties, and obligations inconsistent with the pro- 
posed charter. 

Ato Emmanuel Abraham (Ethiopia), the Assist- 
ant Secretary General of Commission IV, announced 
that Commission IV will be convened on the call of 
its President and that its committees will continue 
their series of meetings. 

The first meeting of Commission IV adjourned 
at 11:45 a. m. 

(Verbatim minutes of the first meeting of Com- 
mission IV, containing the addresses and reports 
to the Conference, will be distributed separately as 
Document 460). 


TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/l, on May 18, passed unanimously 
the provision of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals 
that each member of the Organization shall have 
one vote in the General Assembly (Chapter V, 


Section C, paragraph 1). The Committee voted to 
amend the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals to provide 
that a member shall be deprived of its voting 
rights in the General Assembly if it is in arrears 
in payment of its contributions to the Organization 
beyond a certain period. The exact period before a 
delinquent member shall lose its voting rights will 
be fixed by another Committee. The Committee dis- 
cussed the Australian proposal that a state should 
be deprived of its voting rights if it has failed to 
carry out its obligations to the Security Council 
for the maintenance of international peace and 
security. Decision on this question was postponed 
until the competent Committee has completed its 
deliberations on Chapter VIII, Section B, para- 
graph 5. 

Committee III/l, on May 18, continued its con- 
sideration of Section C, Chapter VI, of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals on the subject of voting in 
the Security Council. There was a general dis- 
cussion and it was decided to set up a subcommittee 
for purposes of study and clarification of the 
subject. 

Committee IV/2, on May 18, approved the text 
of the Article on Privileges and Immunities of the 
Organization, its officials and representatives of its 
members, and the accompanying report of the sub- 
committee which drafted the text. The proposed 
text will be recommended for in.scrtion in the 
Charter as an addition to the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals. 

The privileges and immunities provided for are 
those necessary to insure to the representatives 
and officials the independent exercise of their 
functions in connection with the Organization. 

The proposed text provides that the General As- 
sembly may make recommendations to determine 
the details of the application of the general prin- 
ciple of privileges and immunities or it may pro- 
pose conventions to the members of the Organiza- 
tion for this purpxwe. 

At the eighth meeting of Committee III/2, held 
at 10:30 a. m.. May 19, the Committee approved the 
motion of the Delegate of the United States to 
authorize the Chairman to appoint a subcommittee 
of seven members to meet with a subcommittee of 
seven members from Committee I/l to prepare a 
joint report on the proposal of the sponsoring 
governments to transfer paragraph 7 of Chapter 
VIII, A, to Chapter II and to report back to the 
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Committee; and to send a copy of the report to 
Committee 1II/3 for its information. 

The Chair appointed the Delegates of Belgium, 
Brazil, Chile, China, France, Great Britain, Nor- 
way, United States and Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics to constitute a drafting subcommittee to 
consider paragraph 4 of Chapter VIII, A, as amend- 
ed by the sponsoring governments. 

The Committee will discuss the Belgian proposal 
to amend paragraph 4 at the next meeting.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/l, on May 21, considered first the 
question of voting rights in the Assembly (Chapter 
V, Section C, paragraph 1, of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals.) In discussing this question the Com- 
mittee considered the following two proposals: 

1. ‘‘Should the Charter provide that no member 
of the Organization to which acts of aggression 
have been attributed shall vote in its own case in 
the Assembly? (This is the substance of an amend- 
ment proposed by the Costa Rican Delegation). 

2. “Should the parties to a dispute being consid- 
ered by the Assembly abstain from voting?*’ (This 
is proposed by the Chilean Delegation and by the 
Venezuelan Delegation). 

Neither proposal was accepted because it was 
felt that they dealt with the question of security 
which was not within the competence of the As- 
sembly to determine. 

The Committee next considered Section C, para- 
graph 2, concerning required voting majorities in 
the General Assembly. The Committee unanimously 


approved the following portion of the text of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals: 

“Important decisions of the General Assembly, in- 
cluding recommendations with respect to the main- 
tenance of international peace and security; elect- 
ion of members of the Security Council ; elect- 
ion of members of the Economic and Social Coun- 
cil; admission of members, suspension of the exer- 
cise of the rights and privileges of members . . . 
and budgetary questions should be made by a 
two- thirds majority of those present and voting.” 

The proposals of the Dominican Republic and 
Mexico that important questions should be decided 
by a greater number than two-thirds were not ac- 
cepted (the latter proposed a three-quarters maj- 
ority) because of the unanimous approval of the 
two-thirds principle. 

The discussion on the question of the majority 
to be required for expulsion of members was post- 
poned pending a decision as to whether the As- 
sembly is to have authority to expel members. 

Several members of the Committee raised the 
question of adding to the authority of the General 

Doc. 489 (English) 
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Assembly the power to restore the rights of sus- 
pended members. This matter was referred to 
Committee II/2 which deals with questions of the 
authority of the General Assembly. 

At the meeting of Committee 11/3, on May 21, 
the Representative of the United States asked for 
a reconsideration of some points of the statement 
of economic and social purposes approved by the 
Committee at its last meeting. After discussion the 
Chairman asked the United States Representative 
to present at the Tuesday meeting (May 22) a 
specific proposal for a change which might help 
the Committee decide whether to reopen considei^ 
ation of the statement of purposes. The Committee 
then had a general discussion of proposals for 
amending Chapter IX, Section B, on composition 
and voting of the Economic and Social Council. 

The Committee received a report from the draft- 
ing subcommittee on Chapter IX, Section C, which 
will be considered at the next meeting. 

Committee III/l, on May 21, continued the gen- 
eral discussion of Section C, Chapter VI, of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, on the subject of vot- 
ing in the Security Council. At its next meeting, 
the Committee will examine the text of Section C, 
Chapter VI, and the amendments proposed thereto. 

At the meeting of Committee I1I/2, on May 21, 
the Delegate of Belgium agreed to withdraw his 
Government’s proposed amendment to paragraph 
4 of Chapter VIII, Section A, regarding “infringe- 
ment of essential rights”, upon aasurance that the 
recommendations of the Security Council are ad- 
visory and not compulsory (Doc. 2, G/7 (k) (1), 
p. 2). 

The Delegate of Costa Rica withdrew his Govern- 
ment’s proposed amendment to paragraph 4 of 
Chapter VIII, Section A (Doc. 2, G/7 (h) (1), 
P. 2). 

The Committee agreed to send to the Coordin- 
ation Committee the projjosed amendment of the 
Government of Iran to paragraph 4 of Chapter 
VIII, Section A (Doc. 2, G/14 (m), p. 3). 

The Committee decided to adjourn discussion of 
the Venezuelan proposal to amend Chapter IV until 
the decision of Committee IV/1, which is consider- 
ing a similar proposal, is known (Doc. 2, G/7 (d) 
(l),p. 22). 

Committee IV/2, on May 21, discussed the prob- 
lem of reconsideration (revision) of treaties and 
decided to postpone further discussion on this mat- 
ter, which is equally before Committee U/1.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2, on May 21, examined the question 
of withdrawal from the International Organization, 
which, together with the questions of suspension 
and expulsion, had been deferred from the earlier 
discussion on Chapter III concerning membership. 
A subcommittee was established for the purpose 
of studying this subject and reporting upon it to 
the Committee. 

The Committee resumed its discussion of Chapter 
X on the Secretariat. The Committee considered 
its responsibilities on this chapter and its relation- 
ship to Committees 11/1 and III/l which have also 
been discussing certain phases of the Secretariat. 

Committee II/2, on May 21, discussed questions 
of principle which had been framed by Subcom- 
mittee A in regard to a number of amendments 
which have been proposed to Chapter V, Section 
B, paragraph 6. (The two paragraphs proposed 
by the four sponsoring governments in amendment 


to paragrajih 6 have already been approved by 
Committee II /2. The present discussion relates to 
other proposed amendments.) 

It was agreed that the Assembly be empowered 
to initiate studies and make recommendations for 
the codification of international law and for pro- 
moting the revision of the rules and principles of 
international law. 

The Committee decided that the Assembly should 
not be authorized to enact rules of international 
law which would become binding upon members 
after such rules have been approved by the Security 
Council. 

The Committee also voted in the negative on the 
following question: Should it be provided that upon 
the failure of the Security Council to act on such 
rules within a period specified in the Charter, they 
should become effective and binding, in the same 
manner as if they had been approved by the Secur- 
ity Council? 

On a group of questions relating to the power 
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of the Assembly to recommend the reconsideration 
of treaties which may have become inapplicable, 
the Committee decided to ask the Steering Com- 
mittee for a ruling on the question of which techni- 
cal committee should take jurisdiction of this 
problem. 

At its next meeting the Committee will continue 
its discussion of proposals relating to paragraph 6 
of Chapter V, Section B, and later pass to para- 
graph 8, which is the last of the paragraphs within 
the terms of reference of the Committee. The prin- 
ciples involved in paragraph 1 have already been 
considered and voted on, and a drafting subcom-> 
mittee is now preparing an exact text which will 
be reported back to Committee U/2. 

Committee II1/3, on May 21, continued debate 
on the question of including a definition of aggres- 
sion or a list of aggressive acts in the Charter. 

A motion that the Charter should contain a 
more explicit reference to acts of aggression, and 
particularly to those upon the occurrence of which 
the Council should act immediately, faile<l of aj)- 
proval by the Committee. 

Committee II/l, on May 22, considered the fol- 
lowing questions of principle with the following 
results : 

The Committee recommended by unanimous vote 
that the General Assembly should decide by a 
simple majority vote those questions which are 
not specifically mentioned in the Charter as re- 
quiring a two-thirds majority or other special maj- 
ority. This includes the right of the Assembly to 
determine by a simple majority additional categ- 
ories of questions to be decided by a two-thirds 
majority. 

It was proposed that to the list of important 
questions to be decided by a two-thirds majonty 
of the Assembly should be added the election of 
the Secretary General of the Organization. This 
proposal was defeated. 

After discussing the various methods by which 
the General Assembly might be convened in special 
session, the Committee approved the provision con- 
tained in the Dumbarton Oaks text which provides 
that the General Assembly should meet in regular 
annual session and in such special sessions as 
occasion may require. It added to this a new pro- 
vision specifying the following method for conven- 
ing such special sessions! 

“The General Assembly should be convened in 
special session at the request of the Security 
Council or at the request of a simple majority of 
the members of the Organization addressed to the 
Secretary General." 

This proposal was worked out in a general dis- 
cussion and was carried unanimously. 


A Brazilian amendment providing that the Gen- 
eral Assembly should meet every five years to 
revise the Charter was briefly discussed and re- 
ferred to the competent Committee (1/2). 

The Committee discussed and, rejected a Brazilian 
proposal that it should be stipulated in the Charter 
that the General Assembly of the Organization 
should have the same permanent headquarters as 
the Security Council and the Secretariat, with the 
right to meet in another place if so desired. 

The Committee approved unanimously, with 
thirty voting, the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals that 
the Charter should specify that the General As- 
sembly adopt its own rules of pro<*edure and elect 
its President for each session. Prior to the adopt- 
ion of this jirovision an Australian amendment 
providing that the words “for each session" be de- 
leted and replaced by the words “who shall hold 
office until his successor is ajipointed" was de- 
feated. 

The Committee api> roved unanin ously t-he Dum- 
barton Oaks Projiosals that the General Assembly 
should be emjiowered to set up such bodies and 
agencies as it may deem necessary for the perform- 
ance of its functions. 

Committee II/4, on May 22, continued discus- 
sion of the working paper (Doc. 323, IT/4/12). An 
amendment proposed by the Delegate of Egypt to 
paragraph B.3 of the working document was de- 
feated after discussion. 

The Delegate for Guatemala moved the addition 
of the following sentence to th/e end of paragraph 
B.3 (c), after the word “admininstration": 

“The Truste<*ship system shall not be applied to 
territories in dispute, concerning which there is 
pending any question, claim, controversy, or litig- 
ation between states members of the International 
Organization”. 

The proposal was supported on the ground that 
the system should protect the rights of third 
parties. Its opponent.s maintained that this protec- 
tion was already afforded by paragp’aph B.4 and 
B.6. The amendment would also, if adopted, leave 
the way open for the removal from the trusteeship 
system of any territory over which a dispute 
might arise in the future. 

Discussion of this amendment was adjourned 
until the next meeting at 3:30 p. m. on May 23. 

Committee IIl/l, on May 22, began consideration 
of Chapter VI, Section D, of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals, and unanimously approved paragraph 1, 
paragraph 2 as amended by the sponsoring govern- 
ments, and paragraph 3. 

Discussion of paragraph 4 was postponed, pend- 
ing action on the matter by a subcommittee. 

Paragraph 6, as amended by the sponsoring 
governments, was accepted as a basis for discussion. 
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Other amendments were referred to a subcom- 
mittee. 

Committee IV/1, on May 22, took up the report 
of its Subcommittee A, and unanimously approved 
the draft articles contained therein providing for 
the establishment of a new Court. 

These texts include the first three paragraphs 
of Chapter Vll of the proposed Charter. The first 
paragraph states that a tribunal shall be estab- 
lished as the principal judicial organ of the United 
Nations, to be known as The International Court 
of Justice. The second paragraph provides that the 
Court shall be established and shall function in 
accordance with a statute to be annexed to form 
an integral part of the Charter. The drafting of 
this statute has formed the principal work of this 
Committee to this time. The third paiagraph then 
provides that nothing in the Charter shall prevent 
the parties from taking their disjmtes to other 
tribunals if they desire. 

The Committee also unanimously approved drafts 
for Articles 1 and 37 of the proposed statute. 
Article 1 provides that the Court established by 
Chapter VII of the Charter shall function in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the statute which 
follow. 

Article 37 provides that treaties calling for re- 
ference of disputes to a Court to be instituted by 
the United Nations shall be refeircd to this Court. 
It also provides that parties to the present agree- 
ments who are bound by existing treaties to refer 
disputes to the former Permanent Court, shall 
refei- such disputes in the future to the new Court. 

Committee IV/2, on May 22, discussed Uie re- 
lation of international law and the Charter to in- 
ternal law. A proposal was made to insert in the 
Charter a provision that no member can evade the 
obligations under the Charter by invoking its in- 
ternal law. There was no objection to the principle 
underlying this proposal. However, many delegates 
felt that the inclusion in the Charter of a principle 
of international law was unnecessary and would 
make of the Charter an instrument of codification. 
The matter was referred to Subcommittee IV/2/A. 

SEATING AT COMMISSION AND 
PLENARY MEETINGS IN THE 
OPERA HOUSE 

The attention of the delegations is respectfully 
called to the notice published in Journal No. 11, 
May 7, 1945, announcing the cancelation of plenary 
session tickets No. 10; and to the Notice in Journal 
No. 20, May 17, 1945, indicating that it had been 
found impracticable to use permanent tickets for 
Commission meetings, and stating that theater 
tickets would henceforth be issued for this purpose. 

All blue-gray permanent tickets originally issued 


to delegates, olTicials of delegations, and other pej> 
sons for attendance at plenary sessions have been 
canceled. 

Instead, theater tickets will be issued for Com- 
mission and future plenary sessions. The Com- 
mission tickets will bear the 'lettered series 
“C”, “D”, et cetera; while the plenary tickets will 
bear the numbered series ‘‘9*”, «10•»^ «11”, “12^’, 
“13*’, et cetera. 

The theater tickets, bearing the letter-indication 
of the Commission meeting or the number-in- 
dication of the plenary session will be furnished 
to the delegations in block allotments by the Special 
Assistants on Delegation Liaison. 

Tickets for Commission members in the forward 
part of the orchestra will henceforth be orange in 
color and will be overstamped “Commission Mem- 
ber”. This will distinguish them clearly from the 
blue tickets issued to delegates and other persons 
who are not Commission members but are entitled 
to seats in the orchestra. 

Every attempt will continue to be made to pro- 
vide the delegations with as many guest tickets as 
possible. However, in view of the limited number 
of tickets available, the cooperation of the delega- 
tions is requested to insure economy in their use. 
It is therefore urged that when it is found that a 
portion of the }Jue tickets will not be used by 
delegates or delegation officials, these be applied to 
delegation guests wherever feasible. However, the 
orange tickets should not be used for guests. 

It is requested that unused guest tickets be re- 
turned as early as possible to the respective Special 
A.ssistants to the Secretary General on Delegation 
Liaison in order that they may be delivered for 
guest use to other delegations having a heavier 
demand.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/3, on May 22, voted unanimously 
to accede to the request of the United States to 
reconsider the draft of Chapter IX, Section A, 
paragraph 1, which had been approved by the Com- 
mittee. Upon reconsideration the United States 
proposal to include educational cooperation among 
the objectives of the Organization was approved 
unanimously. The second United States proposal 
to avoid language which the United States Delegar- 
tion thought might imply that the Organization 
would interfere in the domestic affairs of a mem- 
ber country was discussed at length. It was argued 
by some delegations that ample protection was 
given by the sponsoring governments' amendment 
to Chapter II. The meeting concluded without a 
decision on this question. 

Committee III/2, on May 22, considered para- 
graphs 5 and 6, Chapter VIII, Section A, of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. Paragraph 6, together 


with an amendment proposed by the Turkish 
Delegation, was referred to the subcommittee on 
drafting. 

Consideration of the first sentence of paragraph 
6 was postponed until the conclusion of the dis- 
cussion of the subject of compulsory jurisdiction 
in Committee IV/ 1. The second sentence of paiu- 
graph 6, concerning advisory opinions, was refer- 
red to Committee IV/1 for its consideration. Com- 
mittee III/2 will reconsider this sentence if it 
deems such action desirable at a later time. 

Committee 1/2, on May 23, approved a report of 
the special subcommittee which recommended that 
no clause on withdrawal be inserted in the Charter, 

The Committee took up the questions of the 
election, term of office, and eligibility for re-election 
of the Secretary General. In view of the decision 
reached in Committee II/ 1 on the problem of 
election, Committt*e 1/2 agreed to forego, without 
approving the decision of Committee 11/J, further 
discussion and separate decision on this subject. 
A motion to forego discussion on the term of office 
was withdrawn after considerable debate of the 
scope and intention of the motion. 

Committee II/2, on May 23, continued its dis^ 
cuasion of paragraph C, Section B, Chapter V, 
of the Dumliarton Oaks Proposals, on the basis of 
the questions of principle formulated in the second 
report of Subcommittee A. The Committee decided 
in the negative the que.stion whether the Assembly 
should be authorized to initiate studies and make 
recommendations for the purpose of preventing 
economic aggression. The question whether the 
Assembly should have sovereign competence to in- 
terpret the Charter was referred to Committee 
IV/2 for an opinion on the general problem of in- 
terpretation. The Committee then proceeded to 
consider the Assembly’s powers to initiate and sub- 
mit general conventions to member states for rati- 
fication by the appropriate constitutional proced- 
ures, and adjourned without reaching a deci.sion. 

At the meeting of Committee II/4, on May 23, 
the Delegate of Guatenmla spoke for the amend- 
ment he had presented at the previous meeting, to 

Doc. 546 (Eng.) 
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exclude from trusteeship any territory which was 
subject to dispute or litigation between members 
of the United Nations. The amendment was re- 
jected by the Committee, which then adopted para- 
graph B, 3, as it stood. 

Paragraph B, 4, was adopted with the inclusion 
of the following words, after “states directly con- 
cerned” in line 3: “including the mandatory power 
in the case of territories held under mandate by 
one of the United Nations.” 

Two amendments to paragraph B, 5, were then 
adopted: (1) To insert after “arrangements” in 
line 2 the words “made under paragraph 4 and 6”; 
(2) To substitute a comma for the final period of 
the paragraph, and end with the words “or the 
terms of any mandate”. The adoption of these 
changes was without prejudice to a motion by the 
Delegate of Egypt, who wished the Committee to 
delete the first part of the paragraph, down to the 
word “system” in line 3, and to amend the second 
part to read as follows: “Nothing in this Chapter 
should be construed, in and of itself, to alter in 
any manner the rights of the peo])le of any ter- 
ritory, or the terms of any mandate”. 

After some discussion, the Committee decided to 
postpone a vote upon this proposal until informal 
discussions had taken jilace between the delegations 
primarily interested. It was also decideil to post- 
})one for the time lieing discu.ssion of paragraph 
B, G. 

Paragraph B, 7, wa.s apiiroved with the addition 
of the following words at the end: “without pre- 
judice to any .sjjecial agreements made under 
Chapter VIII, Si^ction B, jiaragrajih 5”. 

The (^,i)mmittee then consideK*d a proposal to 
substitute in paragraph H, K, the word “should” 
for “may” at the end of line 6. This amendment 
was also moved by the Delegate of Egypt and 
was i-efeired to informal consultation, a vote being 
I)o.st; toned meanwhile. 

The Committee appoint«*d a drafting subcom- 
mittee, consisting of 12 members and the Secretary, 
to which the amended text of the working paper 
would be referred, .‘subject to the Committee’s right 
to a final vote on the text presented by the sub-^ 
committee. 

Committee HI ^3, on May 23, discussed amend- 
ments concerning special measures to be taken by 
the Security Council prior to the application of 
sanctions and amendments concerning economic 
and other non-mil itaiy sanctions. The Committee 
agreed to postpone until May 2r» discussion of the 
redraft of jiaragraphs 1 and 2 of Section B, Chap- 
ter VIIT, prepared by Subcommittee III/3/B, 

At its fourth session, May 23, Committee III/4 
had under discussion the report of the Rapporteur 


of Sulx'ommittee III/4/A, which embraced the 
amendments to Chapter VIII, Section C, proposed 
by the Delegation of the United States after con- 
sultation with the other sponsoring governments 
and France. 

The Committee approved the first amendment 
which provided for adding to the methods of peace- 
ful settlement set forth in Chapter VIII, Section 
A, paragraph 3, “resort to regional agencies or 
arrangements”. 

The Committee also approved a second amend- 
ment establishing a new jiaragraph relating to the 
inherent right ol individual or collective self- 
defense, with the under.standing that the amend- 
ment would be referred for final decision to the 
Coordination Committee with, however, a recom- 
mendation that it constitutes a new Section D of 
Chapter VIII. 

The Committt‘e adopted a third amendment to 
Chapter VIII, Section C, providing that states 
which are members of regional organizations or 
agencies should make every effort to achieve peace- 
ful settlement of local disputes through such agenc- 
ies before referring them to the Security Council. 

The Committee further agreed to maintain para- 
graph 3 of Chapter VIII, Section C, in the original 
form. Other paragraphs of Section C arc undei 
discussion. 

Committee IV/ 1, on May 23, ado])ted two ad- 
ditional articles of the draft Statute for an Inter- 
national Court of Ju.stice submitted by the United 
Nations Committee of Jurists. 

The ("ommittee ajjjiroved in principle its subcom- 
mittee’s redraft of Article 8, and referred it, along 
with Articles 9, 10, 11, and 12, back to the draft- 
ing subcommittee for further study. Articles 9 
and 11 have previously been approved by the Com- 
mittee. The subcommittee i.s composed of repre- 
sentatives of Canada, Mexico, New Zealand, Belg- 
ium, and the Soviet Union. 

Article 8, concerning which there was consider- 
able discussion by various delegates, ])rovides that 
membio’s of the Court shall be elected by the Gen- 
eral Assembly and the Security Council, acting 
independently of each other; that elections shall 
be by ab.solute majority, and that no distinction 
shall be made in voting in the Security ('ouncil 
as between permanent and non-iiermanent members. 
The of this article were unanimously 

approved. 

The Committee also approved Article 14 of the 
Jurist Report providing for the calling of elections 
to fill vacancies as they occur. 

Also ajiproved by a unanimous vote wa*^ article 
18, which provides that a judge may be removed 
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if, in the opinion of all the other members of the 
Court, he has ceased to fulfil the required conditions. 

The Committee discussed Article 19, concerning 
dii)lomatic immunity of Court members and at- 
taches, but no action was taken.

AIR TRAVEL FROM SAN FRANCISCO 

Wartime requirements make it necessary to 
restrict the granting of air priorities to i»ersoris 
W'hose missions are considered to be of extreme 
urgency. The granting of an air priority for travel 
to San Francisco cannot be considered sufficient 
justification for priority to return. In regard to 
those cases w’here priority for return is granted, 
the ciame regulations which governed travid to San 
Francisco will prevail. Each official member of a 
delegation will be allowed a total of 100 lbs. of 
baggage. This will include papers, documents, and 
personal effect I'hc wile of the chairman of each 
dtdegation is entitled to jiiiority, but priority can- 
not be granted to the wives of any other members 
of the delegation. Non-priority space is limited and 
piM-son-. desiring to travel by air without priority 
.sliould make thinr leservation.s in ad \ a nee. Each 
delegation should .'.ubmit to the Transiiortation 
Office detailed information regarding the travel 
plans of the delegation in order that appro] iriate 
arrangements can be maile.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee III/l, on May 23, considered Chap- 
ter VI, Section B, of the Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals, on “The Principal Functions and Powers” 
of the Security Council. A Norwegian amendment 
to delete the word “principal” from the title of the 
section was referred to the Coordination Committee 
as a drafting matter. A final sentence, proposed 
by Canada, was added to paragraph 1 by unanimous 
decision. The sentence reads as follows: “The Se- 
curity Council shaP submit annual and, when neces- 
sary, special reports to the General Assembly for 
its consideration”. Chapter VI, Section B, para- 
graph 1, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, with 
this amendment, was adopted by a vote of 40 to 0. 

In the discussion of paragraph 2, a proposal was 
made to introduce into this paragraph more specific 
rules of conduct than those implied in the require- 


ment that the Council “act in accordance with the 
purposes and principles of the Organization.” The 
proposed amendment was defeated, it having been 
pointed out by various delegates that the principles 
and purposes of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals as 
already amended were broad enough to cover the 
contingencies in question. The original Dumbarton 
Oaks text of paragraph 2 was then approved by a 
vote of 26 to 0. 

Paragnraph 3, stating that specific powers con- 
ferred on the Security Council are laid down in 
Chapter VIII, was also approved by a vote of 80 to 
0, no amendments having been offered. 

While some proposed amendments to paragraph 
4 concerning the obligation of members to accept 
the decisions of the Council were withdrawn, others 
were still under discussion when the meeting was 
adjourned. No action, therefore, was taken on this 
paragraph. 

Committee IV/2, on May 23, discussed several 
motions on the question whether the Charter should 
provide for the initiation of studies and the mak- 
ing of recommendations with a view to the develop- 
ment of international law. Since all these motions 
had as their object the avoidance of duplication of 
the work of Committee II/2, which had answered 
the question in the affirmative, after discussion 
the motions were withdrawn and no action was 
taken. 

The Committee also discussed several proposals 
for a Charter provision griving international juri- 
dicial status to the Organization. It appeared from 
the discussions that the Committee was in agree- 
ment on the principle of the Belgian proposal, which 
would provide juridicial status for the Organization. 
The whole question has been referred to the sub- 
committee. 

Committee 1/2, on May 24, continued its discus- 
sion of Chapter X (Secretariat). Delegates debated 
the questions of term of office and eligibility for 
reelection of the Secretary General. The Commit^ 
tee rejected a proposal to omit reference in the 
Charter to the term of office. A motion to make 
the term of office five years went by default as 
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the Committee voted in favor of a three-year tenn 
with provision for the eligibility 6f the incumbent 
Secretary General for reelection. 

The Committee took up the question of providing 
in the Charter for deputy secretaries general. A 
motion to include reference in the Charter to dep- 
uty secretaries gfencral resulted in a roll call voto 
of 16 in favor to 13 opposed. The Committee post- 
poned until its next meeting the vote on the amend- 
ment of the sponsoring gfovernments for the cre- 
ation of five deputy secretaries general. 

Committee 11/2, on May 24, continued its consid- 
eration of the questions of principle which had been 
formulated by Subcommittee A relating to Chapter 
V, Section B, paragraph 6. 

Question E.l, based particularly upon a proposed 
amendment submitted by the Belgian Delegation, 
was debated and, at the request of the Belgian rep- 
resentative, was put to a roll-call vote. The text of 
the question follows: 

“Should the General Assembly be empowered 
to submit general conventions for the consideration 
of states which form part of the United Nations 
Organization and, should the occasion arise, for 
the consideration of other states, with a view to 
securing their approval in accordance with their 
appropriate constitutional procedures?” 

There were 25 affirmative votes and 13 negative. 
Since, under the rules of procedure, an affirmative 
vote of two-thirds of those present and voting is 
required on non-procedural questions (making nec- 
essary 25 1/3 votes to carry the question with 38 
voting) the question failed of approval. 

The group of four questions under E.2 was dis- 
cussed and then the questions were voted upon 
with the following re.sults: 

“Should the General Assembly have the power 
of imiKising conventions when, in its opinion, these 
are mere corollaries of principles it already recog^ 
nizes as compulsory, or when it believes that the 
general observance of the obligations embodied in 
the conventions is necessary for the maintenance 
of international jieace and security?” Negatived. 

“Should this power also be extended to include 
other conventions?” Negatived. 

As regards member states, should the A.ssembly 
have the power to decide that such conventions 
shall come into force under the same conditions 
that may be provided for the coming into force 
of amendments to the Charter?” Negatived. 

“Should the General Assembly have the power 
to impose such conventions on non-member states?” 
Negatived. 

At the meeting of Committee II/3 on May 24, 
the Delegate of the United States withdrew the 
proposed United States amendment to the draft 
of Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 1, which had 


been approved by the Committee. The proposed 
amendment was designed to make clear that the 
Economic and Social Council would not interfere 
in the domestic affairs of any member country. 
After the discussion at the last meeting the United 
States Delegation now felt that its purposes would 
be adequately served if the following words were 
included in the rci>ort of the Rapporteur; 

“The members of Committee 3 of Commission 
II are in full agreement that nothing contained in 
(^apter IX can bo construed as giving authority to 
the Organization to intervene in the domestic af- 
fairs of member states.” 

It was moved by the Delegate of Australia and 
seconded by the Delegate of France that the Rap- 
porteur be instructed to include these words. This 
motion was carried unanimously (37 to 0). 

The Committee then discussed the third report of 
its drafting subcommittee, which superseded the 
second rciiort. The following reconmiendations made 
in the report were unanimously adopted: 

1. Chapter IX, Section C, was approved in 
amended form. 

2. Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 7. The words 
“cultural, health” should be added after the word 
“social”. 

3. Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 7 (1). New 
paragraph. “The General Assembly should ex- 
amine the admini.strative budgets of such special- 
ized agencies with a view to making recommenda- 
tions to the agencies concerned.” 

4. That Committee II/l be asked to consider 
whether the provisions of Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 5, were broad enough to cover the vari- 
ety of financial and budgetary arrangements which 
it might be necessary to make with existing and fu- 
ture specialized agencies. 

It was proposed by the Greek Delegation that the 
Economic and Social Council should assist in re- 
construction of war-devastated areas. This proposal 
met with considerable support in the Committee, 
and the Chairman instructed the drafting sub- 
committee to consider this question. There was 
also some greneral discussion for the guidance of 
the drafting subcommittee on the question of deal- 
ing with the problem of access to raw materials 
and production goods. 

Committee III/3, on May 24, began consideration 
of the genera] problem of military sanctions and 
the composition of national contingents and of the 
Military Staff Committee. 

At the request of one of the delegates of the 
sponsoring governments, voting was postponed on 
the French and Australian amendments to Chapter 
VTTT, Section B, paragraph 6, which would make pos- 
sible the placing at the disposition of the Council 
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of mixed armed contingents, Instead of merely air 
contingents, as the original Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals provide. 

An additional sentence to Chapter VIII, Section 
B, paragraph 9, proposed by the four sponsoring 
governments, to empower the Military Staff Com- 
mittee, with the authorization of the Security 
Council, to establish regional subcommittees was 
approved unanimously by the Committee.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Conunittee II/4, on May 24, resumed discussion 
on paragraph B. 8 of the working paper (Doc. 323, 
TI/4/12). This paragraph was adopted after in- 
sertion of an amendment jointly proposed by the 
Delegates of Eg^’pt and the United States. As a 
result of this change, the final sentence of the. para- 
graph reads as follows: 

“The Security Council shall, without prejudice 
to security considerations, avail itself of the assist- 
ance of the Trusteeship Council provided for in 
Paragraph 11 below to perform those functions of 
the Organization under the trusteeship system re- 
lating to political, economic and social matters in 
the strategic areas, subject to the provisions of the 
trusteeship arrangements.’^ 

The Committee then returned to paragraph B. 5, 
to which the Delegate of Egypt had submitted an 
amendment at the previous meeting. This amend- 
ment was rejected, as was a Syrian amendment to 
substitute for “the rights of . . . any peoples in 
any territory” the words “the rights of . . . any 
peoples in the territory concerned”. The para- 


graph was then carried, without prejudice to the 
right of the Delegate of Iraq to move an amend- 
ment at a later stage. The vote was taken after 
a statement by the Delegate of the United States 
that the effect of the paragraph was simply to 
safeguard existing rights. 

On paragraph B. 9 an Egyptian amendment, de- 
signed to place under the control of the Security 
Council the use of volunteer forces and other 
facilities by the state administering any trust ter^ 
ritory, was rejected. The paragraph was then 
adopted in its original form. 

Committee IV/1, on May 24, approved an amend- 
ment to Article 42 of the proposed Statute of the 
International Court of Justice conferring such im- 
munities on agents and counsel of parties before 
the Court as may be necessary to the exercise of 
their functions. 

Amendments were approved to Articles 10 and 
12 in order to assure that in the election of judge.s 
no distinction will be made between permanent and 
non-permanent members of the Security Council. 
The Committee then apyiroved the alternative texts 
of Articles 4, 5, 6, 8-12, presented by the Com- 
mittee of Jurists of Washingrton, which retain the 
former method of nominating and electing judges. 
The principles underlying these articles had al- 
ready been approved, namely, nomination by na^ 
tional groups of The Hague Court of Arbitration, 
and simultaneous election by the Assembly and 
Security Council. 

The Committee adopted an amendment to Article 
3, which provides that only one judge of the Court 
may be a national of any given state or member 
of the United Nations. The amendment provides 
that in case of douht, the person shall be deemed 
a national of the country in which he ordinarily 
exercises civil and political rights. The amend- 
ment was offered in view of the situation of certain 
countries, such as members of the British Common- 
wealth, and also in view of the general problem 
of dual nationality. 

Committee II/l, on May 25, considered a report 
of its drafting subcommittee containing recom- 

I>oc. 592 (Eng.) 
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mended French and Engflish texts for incorporation 
in the Charter provisions on the General Assembly. 

The Committee unanimously recommended with 

29 votes and sent to the Coordination Committee the 
text of Chapter V, Section A, Composition, which 
reads as follows: 

“The General Assembly shall consist of rep- 
resentatives of the members of the organization. 
Each member may have not more than five rep- 
resentatives of the members of the Organization, 
left in abeyance the exact number of representatives 
to sit in the General Assembly. 

The Committee unanimously recommended with 
28 votes and sent to the Coordination Committee 
Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 2 to read as 
follows : 

“The General Assembly may admit new mem- 
bers to the Organization upon the recommendation 
of the Security Council.” 

The Committee unanimously recommended with 

30 votes and sent to the Coordination Committee 
(Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 4, to read as 
follows : 

“The General Assembly shall elect the non- 
permanent members of the Security Council and 
the members of the Economic and Social Council. 
It shall elect the Secretary General of the Organiza- 
tion upon the recommendation of the Security 
Council, made by an affirmative vote of seven 
members. The General Assembly shall participate 
in the election of the judges of the International 
Court of Justice in accordance with the provisions 
of the Statute of the Court.” 

In explanation of the provisions of this para- 
graph, providing for the election of the Secretary 
General, the Committee reported to the Coordina- 
tion Committee that the i»rovision for the method 
of election of the Secretary General of the Or- 
ganization is intended to mean that he should be 
elected by a majority of any .seven members of the 
Security Council, not requiring the concurrent votes 
of the five permanent members. The Committee, 
in its report to the Coordination Committee, also 
called attention to the fact that another Committee 
(IIl/l) has recommended two definite criteria by 
which the General Assembly should be guided in 
electing the members of the Security Council: 

(1) That due regard be paid to the contribution 
of members of the Organization toward the main- 
tenance of peace and security and toward the other 
purposes of the Organization, and 

(2) That due regard be paid also to equitable 
geographical distribution. 

These criteria are so general in character that 
Committee II/l suggested that it may be necessary 
in the final draft of this article of the Charter 
to include some such phrase as: “according to the 
rules adopted” after the word “elect”, in order to 


define more clearly the way in which the General 
Assembly may comply with the provisions of Chap- 
ter VI, Section A. 

The Committee considered a recommended text of 
Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 5, on apportion- 
ment of expenses and approval of the budgets of 
the Organization. ■ The Secretary read a communi- 
cation from Committee II/3 asking that Committee 
II/ 1 consider whether the terms of Chapter I, Sec- 
tion B, paragraph 6, in the preliminary form in 
which they were being considered were broad enough 
to cover the variety of financial and budgetary 
arrangements which it may be necessary to make 
with existing and future specialized agencies. The 
Committee thereupon referred the whole question 
of budgfets back to the drafting subcommittee in- 
structing it to confer with representatives of 11/3. 

Committee II/3, on May 25, received a proposal 
from the French Delegate that the member dele- 
gates convene within the next few months a general 
conference to draw up the statute of an interna- 
tional organization on mutual cooperation. Wide 
support was expressed for this proposal. 

The Committee then considered the portion of 
the third rei)ort of its drafting subcommittee car- 
ried over from the last meeting. This was a 
recommendation that there be added after para- 
graph 1 of Chapter IX, Section A, of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals, the following new para- 
graph : 

“All members pledge themselves to take separate 
and joint action and to cooperate with the Organ- 
ization and with each other to adiieve these 
purposes.” 

The Delegate of the United States pointed out 
that the wording was somewhat repetitious and 
suggested that a better draft might be put before 
the Committee. On motion by the Delegate of Aus- 
tralia, the Committee decided to approve the sulv 
stance of the recommendation but to ask the draft- 
ing subcommittee to attempt a restatement that 
would meet the objection of the United States 
Delegate. 

The Rapporteur, Mr. Manuel Noriega Morales, 
of Guatemala, then presented the fourth report 
of the drafting subcommittee with drafts on Chap- 
ter IX, Section B, and Chapter V, Section B, para- 
graph 6. The report with these texts was ap- 
proved unanimously. 

The Committee then considered a communication 
from Committee III/4 reciuesting advice as to 
whether any provision concerning regional forms 
of social and economic cooperation should be in- 
cluded' in the text of Chapter VlII, Section C. 
There was referred to the drafting subcommittee 
the task of working out language which would 
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provide that any such legional forms of coopera- 
tion should be consistent with the general principles 
set forth in Chapter IX. 

At the invitation of the Chairman, Mr. Frank L. 
McDougall, representing the United Nations In- 
terim Commission on Food and Agriculture, pre- 
sented a statement on the experience of the Interim 
Commission and its role in the United Nations Or- 
ganization. 

Committee III/l, on May 25, considered a Bel- 
gian amendment to Chapter VI, Section R, para- 
graph 4, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, to in- 
sert after the words “Security Council” the fol- 
lowing: “taken under Chapter VI 11”, so that 

the paragraph would read: 

“All members of the Organization should obli- 
gate themselves to accept the decisions of the 
Security Council taken under Chapter VIII and 
to carry them out in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Charter”. 

It was the intention in inserting these words to 
clarify and make more f>recise the obligations which 
the members of the Organization were to undertake. 
The i)ro})osal was rejected, but questions raised by 
Canada and Australia as to the interpretation of 
the phraseology were referred to the Drafting 
Committee for its consideration. Paragraph 4 in 
its original form was then approved unanimously. 

The Committee then proceeded to examine amend- 
ments proposed to Chapter VI, Section B, para- 
graph 5, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. It 
rejected an amendment by which the production of 
armaments would be exclusively reserved to gov- 
ernments and unanimously approved the paragraph 
in its original form. 

The Committee then considered two proposals 
presented by Norway for adding paragraphs to 
Section B. The first proposal was to give the 
Security Council the power to enforce the execu- 
tion of any final decisions in a dispute delivered by 
the Permanent Court of International Justice or 
by any other tribunal whose jurisdiction in the 
matter had been recognized by the parties to the 
dispute. This proposal was rejected. The second 
proposal, which provided for the election of judges 
to the Permanent Court of International Justice by 
the Security Council, is now being dealt with by 
Committee 1 of Commission IV and was accordingly 
referred to it without vote. 

Since the Committee had now completed con- 
sideration of all items not connected directly or 
indirectly with the voting question, it was ag^reed 
that there should be no meeting on May 26 pending 
the report of the subcommittee on this question. 

Commitee III/3, on May 25, approved an amend- 
ment to Chapter VIII, Section B, paragraph 9, as 
previously amended by the Committee, to provide 
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for consultation with regional agencies in the for- 
mation of regional subcommittees of the Military 
Staff Committee. 

The original text of paragraph VIII, B, 9, is 
now amended by the addition of the following 
sentence : 

“The Military Staff Committee, with the au- 
thorization of the Security Council, after consulta- 
tion with the regional agencies, may establish 
regional subcommittees of the Military Staff Com- 
mittee.” 

Another amendment to accompli.sh a similar pur- 
pose wa.s thereupon withdrawn. 

A revised text of paragraphs 1 and 2 of Chapter 
VIII, Section B, prepared by a subcommittee, was 
presented for discussion and was withdrawn by the 
subcommittee in favor of a simidified text offered 
by one of the sponsoring governments. This new 
text will lie further considered at the next meeting 
of the Committee on May 20 and it is expected that 
a vote will be taken.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2, on May 25, considered the report 
of the siKJcial suboommivteo on suspension and ex- 
pulsion fi;om membership in the Organization. The 
Committee voted 19 to 16 to retain in the Charter 
the provision for expulsion. Since this motion did 
not receive a majority of two-thirds, the provision 
for expulsion was rejected by the Committee. The 
Committee then accepted by a vote of 26 to 2 the 
text recommended by the special subcommittee to 
replace the provision dealing with suspension in the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals (Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 3). The text reads as follows: 

“The Organization may at any time suspend 
from the exercise of the rights or privileges of 
membership any member of the Org^anization 
against which preventive or enforcement action 
shall have been taken by the Security Council, or 


which shall have violated the principles of the Char- 
ter in a gi*ave and persistent fashion. The exercise 
of these rights and privileges may be restored in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in Chap- 
ter . . . para . . .” 

Committee 11/2, on May 26, discussed questions 
of principle which had been formulated by Sub- 
committee A regarding Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 8. The two questions discussed and the 
votes on them were: 

1. Should the Security Council report to the 
Assembly on any matters concerning international 
peace and security with regard to which it has 
adopted and/or applied measures which have been 
deemed necessary? Question affirmed by a vote of 
34 to 0. 

2. Should the Security Council bo required to 
submit periodic and special reports, setting forth a 
detailed account, with reasons, of all of its acts and 
decisions? Vote: affirmative 21, negative 16. 
Question negatived under the two-thirds rule. 

In connection with the second question, a motion 
to withdraw it and to approve instead the Cana^ 
dian amendment already approved by Committee 
III/l (“The Secretary-General shall submit annual 
and, when necessary, special reports to the Gen- 
eral Assembly for its consideration”) was defeated 
by a vote of 16 for to 20 against. A motion by the 
Delegate of PYance to amend the question by sub- 
stituting the following alternative text was also 
defeated : 

“If and when the General Assembly should con- 
sider that all danger of a conflict has been re- 
moved, the Assembly may require the Security 
Council to indicate, in its annual report, the rea- 
.sons for the decisions which it has taken in a 
particular dispute. Should the Security Council be 
of opinion that in the interest of the maintenance 
of peace, the request of the General Assembly can- 
not yet be complied with, it will be free to apply 
for a delay in the submission of its report.” The 
vote was affirmative 3, negative 27. 

The Committee adjourned without acting on three 
other questions relating to paragraph 8 which will 
be considered at a future meeting. 

Doc. 620 (Eng.) 
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Committee III/3, on May 26, approved the re- 
vision of parafirraphs 1 and 2 of Chapter VIII, 
Section B, as proposed by the Delegate of China 
and seconded by the Delegate of the United States. 
This revision likewise includes an amendment pro- 
posed by the sponsoring governments to enable 
the Council to call upon the parties to take pro- 
visional measures to prevent an aggravation of a 
dispute. 

Chapter VIII, Section B, paragraphs 1 and 2, as 
approved, read as follows: 

1. The Security Council should determine the 
existence of any threat to the peace, breach of the 
peace or act of aggression and should make ree~ 
ommendatioTis or decide upon the measures set 
forth in paragraphs 3 and 4 of this Section to be 
taken to maintain or restore peace and security. 

2. Before making the recommendations or de- 
ciding upon the measures for the maintenance or 
restoration of peace and security in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 1, the Security 
Council maif call upon the parties concerned to 
comply with such provisional measures as it may 
deem necessary or desirable in order to prevent 
an aggravation of the situation. Such provisional 
measures should be without prejudice to the rights, 
claims or position of the parties concerned. Fail- 
ure to comply with such provisional measures should 
be duly taken account of by the Security Council. 

The Committee resumed its discussion of the 
composition of the Military Staff Committee. In 
view of the fact that at its previous session, the 
Committee approved an amendment providing for 
the creation of regional subcommittees, two other 
amendments to enlarge, in one manner or another, 
the Staff Committee were withdrawn. A third pro- 
posed amendment to provide that the Military 
Staff Committee should be composed of all the 
members of the Security Council or their repre- 
sentatives failed of approval by the Committee. 

The Committee then pxxKreeded to consider an 
amendment proposed to paragraph 6, Section B, 
Chapter VIll, to provide that the special agree- 
ments of each country to supply forces to the 
Security Council should be concluded with the Coun- 
cil and not by the member states amcmg them- 
selves as provided in the original Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals. 

Committee IV/1, on May 26, proceeded with 
the discussion of a proposed draft submitted 
by the Delegation of the United States to complete 
Chapter VII of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. 
Paragraphs 8, 4, and 5 of Chapter VII of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals were not coveted by the 
draft submitted by Subcommittee A of Committee 
rV/1 and approved by the full Committee on May 


22, 1945. The United States proposed that these 
paragraphs should read as follows: 

**(1) The Statute is based upon the Statute of 
the Permanent Court of International Justice. 

'*(2) All parties to the Charter are ipao facto 
parties to the Statute of the International Court of 
Justice. 

“(3) Conditions under which States not parties 
to the Charter may become parties to the Statute 
of the International Court of Justice shall be de^ 
termined in each case by the General Assembly 
upon recommendation of the Security Councir*. 

These three paragraphs were approved by the 
Committee and will be renumbered appropriately. 

Resuming its discussion of the proposed Statute 
of the Court, the Committee considered and ap- 
proved an amendment to Article 34 submitted by 
Great Britain requiring that international organ- 
izations be informed of proceedings before the 
Court concerning treaties or other instruments by 
which their fimctions are defined. 

Committee IV/2, on May 26, approved the draft 
of an article dealing with registration and pub- 
lication of treaties. The first paragraph of the 
article declares that every treaty and international 
agreement entered into by a member of the United 
Nations after the Charter becomes effective shall 
be registered with the Secretariat as soon as pos- 
sible, and shall be published. The second para- 
graph provides that no party to a treaty which 
has not b^n registered in accordance with the first 
paragraph may invoke such treaty before any 
organ of the Organization. 

Committee 1/2, on May 26, commenced a dis- 
cussion on the first reading of the Report of the 
Rapporteur on Chapter III. This report, when ap- 
proved by the Committee, will be presented to 
Commission I at a future plenary session. 

INVITATION FROM THE 
CALIFORNIA STATE 
LEGISLATURE 

The California State Legislature, in a concur- 
rent resolution relating to the United Nations Con- 
ference, adopted in the Assembly April 80, 1945, 
and in the Senate May 1, 1945, resolved that a 
special invitation be extended to the leaders of the 
delegations of the four sponsoring governments 
to meet with the California State Legislature in 
joint session; that an invitation be extended to the 
representatives of the other nations in attendance 
at the Conference to visit Uie Legislature while in 
session; and that an invitation be extended to the 
American Delegation to gpmk before IJie Legis- 
lature. 
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TRANSPORTATION INFORMATION 

The Office of Defense Transportation and the 
railroads have advised the Transportation Office 
of the Conference that the demand for Pullman 
equipment to meet military needs is so grreat that 
difficulties will be experienced in securing adequate 
Pullman equipment for special trains to handle 
the transportation at the close of the Conference. 

The foregoing, together with the limited amount 
of Pullman space on regular eastbound trains, 
makes it necessary to advise all concerned that 
stopovers en route to destination will not be hand- 
led by the Transportation Office of the Conference. 


DOCUMENTARY FILMS 

The showing of documentary films in the Con- 
ference Theater of tXe Sir Francis Drake Hotel on 
Monday, May 28, will be a private exhibition of 
specialized films on public-health subjects. As this 
is a highly technical subject of interest primarily 
to educators and medical authorities admission will 
be by invitation of the Office of Inter-American 
Affairs only. 

Regular public showings of films for all ac- 
credited personnel attending the Conference will be 
resumed Tuesday, May 29, from 7 p. m. to mid- 
night as usual.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

ComiTiitlei* 1/2, on May 28, considered Chapters 
X (Secretariat) and XI (Amendment). Ilavinj? al- 
ready i)rovid«l for the term of office and eligibil- 
ity for reelection of the Secretary General, it ap- 
proved for inclusion in the Charter the statement 
that “The Secretary General should bf- the chief 
administrative officer of the Organization.” Other 
matters pertaining to Chapter X were referred to 
a subcommittee for study and recommendation to 
the Comimttee at its next meeting. The Committee 
began a general discussion of Chapter XI (Amend- 
ment), which is to be continued at its next meeting. 

Committee II /I, at its meeting on May 28, read 
iuid approved the report of it.s rapporteur. Since 
the Committee has finished consideration of the 
parts of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals assigned 
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to it, the Committee adjourned until action by other 
technical committees has been taken on matters 
which may fall within its jurisdiction. 

Committee II/2, on May 28, continued its dis- 
cussion of Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 8, on 
the basis of the questions of principle formulated 
by Sulicommittee A. Question 3, which gave the 
Assembly the right to discuss reports received from 
the Security Council, was affirmed without a nega- 
tive voice being raised. Que.stion 4, which asked 
whether the Assembly should be empowered either 
to approve or disapprove of the Security Council’s 
report, was also affirmed, after interpretation 
which made clear that, as previously decided, the 
Assembly should not make recommendations on 
situations being dealt with by the Security Coun- 
cil. The fifth question was amended and affirmed 
in its amended form as follows: 

“S-ubJect to the provisions of paragrajih 1 of 
this Sec-tion, should Uie General Assembly be em- 
powered to submit recommendations to the Security 
Council with a view to insuring the comidete ob- 
servance of the duties of the Security Council in- 
herent in its resjionsibility to maintain international 
peace and sc^curity?” 

The Committee then discussed the reixni, sub- 
mitted by its drafting subcommittee, on the redraft- 
ing of Chajiter V, Section B, paragraph 1. The 
di.scussion was still in jirogress when the meeting 
adjourned. 

Committee 11/3, on May 28, received a fifth re- 
port of the drafting subcommittee. This report 
dealt further with the text of Chapter IX, Section 
A, jiaragraph 1, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, 
projiosed a new paragraph on the creation of new 
specialized organizations or agencies for inser- 
tion in Chapter IX, Section A, and reported a de- 
cision reached jointly with a subcommittee of Com- 
mittee II/l regarding Chapter V, Section B, 
paragraph 5, relating to budgetary arrangements. 
Discussion of the report was deferred in order that 
members of the Committee might have time to 
study it. 


Doc.647 (Eng.) 
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The Delegations of Brazil and China asked to 
have reported a declaration that a general confer- 
ence be convened within the next few months for the 
purpose of cstabli.shing an international health 
organization. They declared their intention to con- 
suit with other delegations with a view to con- 
vening such a general conference. They proposed 
that full consideration be given to the relation- 
ship of an intei national health organization to 
other institutions, national and international, in 
the field of health. They recommended that the 
health organization be brought into relationship 
with the Economic and Social Council. The Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to associate itself with 
the declaration. 

There was a general discussion of the i elation 
of the General Assembly and the Economic and 
Social Council to the specialized organizations 
dealing with matters within the pui-view of the 
Council. Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 2, and 
Section D, paragraph 2, of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Projiosals dealing with thi.s question, were then 
referred to the drafting .subcommittee. 

There was a general discussion of Chapter IX, 
Section D, paragraphs 1 and 3. of the Dumbarton 
Oaks Proposals, dealing with the organization and 
procedure of the Economic and Social Council. 

Committee 111/3, on May 28, continued debate 
on the amendment projK).sing that the special 
agreements jirovided for in Chajiter VIII, Sec- 
tion B, ]iaiagrai)h 3, should be concludefl be- 
tween the meml)ers of the Organization and the 
Security Council, and not just among the member 
states. Final vote on the question was postponed 
at the re(|uest of one of the sponsoring govern- 
ments. 

Action was similarly postponed on an amemiment 
to paragraph h providing for nght of passage 
and for more precise definition of the content of 
the siiecial agreements, and on other amendments 
dealing with relatt»d matters. 

The Committee failed to approve an amendment 
to add an additional paragraph to Section B which 
would require any country rcfu.sing to settle a 
dispute by peaceful means and thereby causing 
enforcement action to be taken by the Council, 
to pay the costs of the enforcement measures. 

Committee IV/1, on May 28, considered Article 
36 of the Statute of the proposed International 
Court of Justice, which deals with the question 
of the Court’s jurisdiction. The meeting was de- 
voted to a discussion of whether Article 30 of the 
Statute of the Permanent Court of International 


Justice should be retained. Under this Article the 
Court had juri.sdiction in cases brought before it 
by agreement of the parties to the disjiute. It also 
contained a provision known as the “optional 
clause” which enabled states which desired to do 
so to agree among themselves to accept the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court on the petition of one party alone. 

The other po.ssible courses of action which were 
considered by the Committee involved the general 
question of making the principle of the ojitional 
clause binding upon all parties to the Statute. A 
number of delegations felt that such a step wa.s 
necessary in order to advance the rule of law in 
international it'iations. Others felt that the con- 
tinuance of the ojitional clause was to be preferred 
since it would detn^ase the i>ossibility of reserva- 
tions and would make tlie Statute confomi moi-e 
nearly to the needs of each individual state and 
conform more nearly to the realities of interna- 
tional relation.s. 

At the end of the discussion a subcommittee 
was formed to attempt to reach an acceptable 
formula. Those appointed to serve on this sub- 
committee are: Australia, Belgium, Canada, Chile, 
China, Mexico, New Zealand, the Netherlands, the 
Soviet Union, the United Kingdom, the United 
States, the Chairman (Arturo Garcia, Peru), and 
the Rapporteur (Nasrat Al-Farsy, Iraq). 

DOCUMENTARY FILMS

velopment.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee III/l, on May 28, decided unani- 
moualy to approve the addition of a parafirraph to 
Section B, Chapter VI, suggested by the Norwe- 
gian Delegate. This paragraph, to be numbered six, 
provides for the participation of the Security 
Council in the election of the judges of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice in accordance with the 
Statute of the Court. When a substantially similar 
amendment was previously brought up, another 
Committee which was working on the Statute of 
the Court had not yet reached a decision concern- 
ing the election of judges. Now that it has done so, 
and has decided that the Council as well as the 
Assembly shall participate in the election of 
judges, Committee III/l decided to amend Section 
B in order to make it accord with the Statute of 
the International Court of Justice. A similar pro- 
vision had also been adopted by the Committee on 
the powers of the General Assembly. 

The Committee also adopted unanimously the 
Bapporteur*s report on the work of the Committee 


in connection with Chapter VI, Section A, concern- 
ing the composition of the Security Council. 

Committee IV/2, on May 28, discussed the ques- 
tion of interpretation of the Charter, which was 
referred to it by Committee II/2. Discussion cen- 
tered around the method and procedure of interpre- 
tation of the Charter. Several delegates expressed 
the opinion that a statement in the Charter setting 
forth the authority for interpretation would be 
unnecessary. It was decided to submit the question 
to a subcommittee which should prepare a report 
to be presented to the full committee. 

Committee 1/2, on May 29, continued its dis- 
cussion of Chapter XI (Amendments). At the 
meeting of May 28, the Australian Delegate had 
proposed the creation of a subcommittee of fifteen, 
including delegates of the governments offering 
proposals on Chapter XI, for the purpose of study- 
ing and reporting to the Committee on this chap- 
ter and related amendments. During the meeting, 
the Cuban Delegate suggested that paragraph 8 
of the amendment of the sponsoring governments 
on Chapter XI be divided into four parts and a

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vote taken on each. After several delegates had 
expressed arguments for and against the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks Proposals and amendment of the spon- 
soring governments on amendment, the Australian 
proposal was put to a vote and carried, 19 in favor, 
12 against. The following delegates were selected 
to compose the subcommittee: President of Com- 
mission I; Chairman and Rapporteur (General) of 
Committee 1/2; Delegates of Australia, Brazil. 
Canada, China, Ecuador, France, Mexico, Norway, 
Soviet Union, United Kingdom, United States, and 
Venezuela. 

Committee II/8, on May 29. received the sixth 
report of the drafting subcommittee. The report 
contained three recommended texts: 

1. A revised pledge of cooperation with the 
Organization to appear as a new paragraph fol- 
lowing paragraph 1 of Section A, Chapter IX, of 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. 

2. A redraft of the text of Chapter IX, Section 
A, paragraph 2, regarding the relationship of the 
Organization to the various specialized intergov- 
ernmental organizations and agencies in economic, 
social, cultural, educational, health, and related 
fields. 

3. A new paragraph regarding the relationship 
to non-governmental organizations. 

The report will be discussed at the next meeting 
of the Committee. 

The Chairman invited Mr. Alexander Loveday, 
ob.server on behalf of the League of Nations, to 
make a statement concerning the experience of the 
League with committees and commissions of the 
sort contemi)lRted in the language of Chapter IX, 
Section D, of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. 

The Committee then took up the fifth report of 
the drafting subcommittee. The Committee adopted 
unanimously the subcommittee’s proposal that the 
last sentence of Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 
1, should be retained in the following form: 

“Responsibility for the discharge of this func- 
tion shall be vested in the General Assembly and 
under the authority of the General Assembly, in 
the Economic and Social Council.” 

The Committee accepted unanimously the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee to modify sub- 
paragraph b of parag^raph 1 of Section A, Chap- 
ter IX, as adopted by the Committee at its seventh 
meeting, to read: 

”b. Solutions of international economic, social, 
health, and other related problems; international 
cultural and educational cooperation; and . . 

Discussion was begun of the recommendation of 
the subcommittee that the following new paragraph 
be added after Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 2. 

“The Organization shall, where appropriate, 
initiate negotiations among the nations concerned 
for tha creation of any epeeialiied organization 


or agency required for the accomplishment of the 
purpo.ses set out above.” 

At the meeting of Committee III/2, on May 29, a 
declaration was presented on behalf of the Dele- 
gation of Uruguay setting forth its position with 
regard to procedures for the peaceful settlement 
of disputes. In this declaration the Urugfuayan 
Delegation stated that it was in favor of empower- 
ing the Security Council to set up a tribunal of 
arbitration, if necessary, for the settlement of any 
dispute not regarded as justiciable, and therefore 
susceptible of settlement by the Court, and not 
settled by agreement of the parties. 

The Delegate of Czechoslovakia, as Chairman of 
Subcommittee III/2/C, set up to consider in con- 
sultation with a subcommittee of Committee I/l 
the question of the disposition to be made of the 
amendment of the sponsoring governments re- 
garding domestic jurisdiction, submitted the sub- 
committee’s report to the Committee. This report 
provided that the amendment in question be con- 
.sidered by Committee I/l; that amendments to 
paragraph 7, Section A. Chapter VIII, should also 
be considered by Committee I/l ; and that Commit- 
tee III/2 should deal with any consequential ques- 
tions which might arise as a result of action taken 
by Committee I/l. The report was approved. 

The question of reference by the Security Coun- 
cil of justiciable disputes to the International 
Court of Justice in connection with Chapter VIII, 
Section A, paragraph 6, was discussed, and it was 
decided to postpone final decision until the question 
of compulsory jurisdiction of the International 
Court of Justice had been decided by Committee 
IV/1. The question of the power of the Security 
Council to request advisory opinions from the 
Court was considered. The Committee approved the 
second sentence of paragraph 6, Section A, Chap- 
ter VIIL

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SUMMARY OF 

FIRST MEETING OF COMMISSION II 

The first meeting of Commission II, General 
Assembly, was called to order by the President, 
Field Marshal Smuts (Union of South Africa), at 
10:35 a.m., May 30, 1945, in the Auditorium of the 
Opera House. 

The Commission had before it the report of the 
Rapporteur of Committee II/l (Doc. 666). 

The President expressed warm appreciation for 
the speed and thoroughness with which Committee 
II/l had proceeded with its work and said that the 
large measure of agreement which had been reached 
in the Committee on the matters before it would 
facilitate consideration of the Rapporteur’s report 
by the present meeting. 

The meeting accepted the President’s suggestion 
that the recommendations contained in the Rappor- 
teur’s report should be read and considered section 
by section. The recommendations relating to the 
composition of the Assembly and to the admission 
of new members were agrreed to by the Commission. 

The Commission then considered the recommenda- 
tions relating to elections by the General Assem- 
bly. The recommendation contained in the first par- 
agraph of this section was agreed to by the Com- 
mission. ^ 

In connection with the recommendation made in 
the second paragraph of this section, the Delegate 
of the Netherlands (Mr. van Vredenburch) stated 
that in the opinion of the Netherlands Delegation 
it had been the unanimous understanding of Com- 
mittee U/1 that the Secretary General of the Or- 
ganization should be elected by the General Assem- 
bly upon recommendation of the Security Council 
made by an affirmative vote of 7 members, the 
General Assembly being free to reject any name 
submitted to it by the Security Council. He said 
that he did not wish to propose a change in the 
report but merely to record the understanding of 
the Netherlands Delegation on this point. The Dele- 
gate of Australia (Dr. Evatt) pointed out that the

use of the phrase “should be elected” in the recom- 
mendation would seem to imply clearly that the 
Assembly had a right to reject nominations sub- 
mitted to it by the Security Council. If a recom- 
mendation were rejected the Security Council would 
then have to make another recommendation. The 
President of the Commission ruled that the mean- 
ing of the recommendation was clear, that while 
the General Assembly could not elect a Secretary 
General except upon recommendation by the Se- 
curity Council, the General Assembly was free to 
reject such recommendations.

Doc. 698 (Eng.) 
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The Delegate of the Soviet Union (Mr. Novikov) 
informed the Commission that in the opinion of the 
Soviet Delegration certain questions concerning the 
election of the Secretary General required addi- 
tional consultation and that the subject had been 
brought before the Steering Committee by the Soviet 
Delegation. He therefore asked that consideration of 
the subject be postponed until a decision had been 
reached by the Steering Committee. The President 
ruled that in view of this statement by the Dele- 
gate of the Soviet Union, made in accordance with 
the Memorandum on the Organization of the Con- 
ference, consideration of the Committee’s recom- 
mendation concerning the election of the Secretary 
General (the second paragraph under the heading 
Elections by the General Assembly) should be post- 
poned pending a decision by the Steering Commit- 
tee. 

The Committee’s recommendation relating to par- 
ticipation by the General Assembly in the election 
of judges of the International Court of Justice 
(the sixth paragraph under the heading Elections 
by the General Assembly) was agreed to by the 
Commission. 

The recommendations of the Committee relating 
to the apportionment of expenses and approval of 
the budget, voting rights, voting majorities, and 
procedure were agreed to by the Commission. 

At the request of the President, the Executive 
Officer (Mr. Gilchrist) informed the meeting that 
the texts approved by Committee Il/l had been 
forwarded to the Coordination Committee. The texts 
as finally approved by the Coordination Committee 
would be forwarded to Commission II by the Rap- 
porteur of Committee II/l. 

At the request of the President, the Executive 
Officer gave a brief statement with regard to the 
progress made by Committees 2» 3, and 4 of Com- 
mission II and of the work still remaining to be 
completed by those Committees. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:42 ajn. 

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/2, on May 29, continued its discus- 
sion of the three questions regarding paragraph 1 of 
Section B, Chapter Vt which had been referred to 
it by the drafting subcommittee. The first ques- 
tion asked whether, taking as a base the redraft 
of this paragraph submitted by the four sponsor- 
ing governments and France, a new paragraph 
should be inserted at the head of that draft in the 
following words: 

*’The General Assembly should have the right 
to discuss any' matter within the sphere of 
international relations; and, subject to the ex- 
ception embodied in paragraph — below, to make 


recommendations to the members of the Orga- 
nization or to the Security Council or both on 
any such matters.” 

After extensive discussion, a decision in the affirm- 
ative was taken by a vote of 27 to 11. 

The second question was whether to include, 
following the words ^international relations” in 
the paragraph quoted above, the words *Vhich 
affects the maintenance of international peace and 
security”. This question was answered in the nega- 
tive by a vote of 9 in the affirmative to 27 in the 
negative. 

The third question involved the addition, follow- 
ing the paragraph quoted above and as an intro- 
duction to the text submitted by the four sponsor- 
ing governments and France, of the following lang^ 
uage: 

”In particular, and without limiting the gene- 
rality of the preceding paragraph, ...” This 
question was answered in the affirmative by a 
vote of 28 to 3. 

Having amended the text before it as indicated 
above, the Committee adopted the amended version 
by a vote of 86 to 0. 

Committee *11/3, on May 30, considered the re- 
draft, presented in the sixth report of the drafting 
subcommittee, of the pledge for support of the ob- 
jectives set forth in the revised version (already 
approved by the Committee) of Chapter IX, Sec- 
tion A, paragraph 1, of the Dumbarton Oaks Pro- 
posals. The Delegate from Australia maintained 
that the redraft did not provide for separate na- 
tional action, as distinct from cooperative action, 
in support of these principles. Various views were 
expressed on this question. The Committee then de- 
cided. at the suggestion of the U.S.S.R., since un- 
animity was especially desirable on this question, 
to ask the drafting subcommittee to attempt to 
prepare a draft of the proposed pledge which would 
be acceptable to all and would express the essen- 
tial agreement in principle brought out in the dis^ 
cussion. 

The Committee then resumed discussion of the 
recommendation in the fifth report of the drafting 
subcommittee, that the following new paragraph be 
added after Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 2: 

”The Organization shall, where appropriate, ini- 
tiate negotiations among the nations concerned for 
the creation of any specialized organization or agen- 
cy required for the accomplishment of the purposes 
set out above.” 

The French Delegate had moved the inclusion of 
mention of the creation of a specialized organiza- 
tion for ensuring free access to raw materials. The 
Committee was adjourned before completion of the 
discussion of this point.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/2, on May 30, approved by a 
vote of 26 to 3 the report of its drafting: sub- 
committee on paragrajib 8 of ScctionB, Chapter V. 
The redrafted text as approved is as follows: 

“8. The General Assembly should receive and 
consider annual and special reports fnom the Se- 
curity Council ; such reports should include an 
account of the measures which the Security 
Council has adopted or applied to maintain inter- 
national peace and security. 

“Subject to the provisions of Paragp*aph 1 of 
this Section, the General Assembly should be em- 
powered : 

‘‘a) to approve or disapprove in whole or in part 
any report from the Security Council and to make 
any recommendations or observations thereon; 

“b) to submit recommendations to the Security 
Council with a view to ensuring complete observ- 
ance of the duties of the Security Council inherent 
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in its responsibility to maintain international 
peace and security. 

“The General Assembly should receive and con- 
sider reports from the other bodies of the Organi- 
zation and make any recommendations or ob- 
servations thereon.” 

The Committee then discussed and voted on a 
series of questions on suspension and restoration 
of rights which had been framed by a subcom- 
mittee on the basis of amendments proposed to para- 
graph 3 of Section B, Chapter V. The questions 
and the action of the Committee are as follows: 
(a) Procedure for Suspension 

1. “Should the Assembly, without a recommen- 
dation of the Security Council be authorized to 
suspend the exercise of one or more of the rights 
or privileges inherent in membership in tho Or- 
ganization?” Vote: Affirmative 0, negative 23; 
question negatived, 

(b) Procedures for Restoring Suspended Rights 

1. “Should the Assembly be empowered to re- 
store suspended rights or privileges without a re- 
commendation of the Security Council?” Vote: Af- 
firmative 0, negative 29; question negatived. 

2. “Should the Assembly be empowered to re- 
store susjiendcd rights or privileges after receiv- 
ing the advice of the Security Council?” Vote: Af- 
firmative 0, negative 29; question negratived. 

3. “Should the General Assembly be empowered 
to restore suspended rights or privileges upon the 
momrnendation of the Security Council?” Vote: 
Affirmative 13, negative 21; question negatived. 

4. (As amended before being voted upon) “Should 
the Security Council be empowered to restore sus- 
pended rights and privileges of a member only 
when the Assembly is not in session, but when the 
Assembly is in session should the decision of the 
Security Council be submitted to the Assembly for 
ratification?” Vote: Affirmative 22, negative 12; 
question negatived (under the two-thirds rule). 

5. “Should the Security Council be empowered 
to restore susjiended rights or privileges only after 
communicating its decision and the reasons there- 
for to the Assembly?” Vote: Affirmative 3, negar 
live 19; question negatived. 
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Thus, the Committee made no change in the ori- 
ginal Dumbarton Oaks text of Chapter V, Section 
B, paragraph 3. Discussion of the role of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in expulsion of members was post- 
poned, pending completion of action by other 
Committ(*es on the question of whether or not there 
should be a provision for expulsion in the Charter. 

Committee III/3, on May 30, considered the va- 
rious amendments proposed to Chapter XII (Tran- 
sitional Arrangements) of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals. The Committee approved by acclama- 
tion an amendment to the effect that France should 
be included with the other four major powers in 
the consultations and joint action to be taken to 
maintain peace during the interim period until the 
special agreements for the provision of forces to 
the Security Council should come into effect. 

Another amendment to provide that any piovi- 
sional measures taken under Chapter XII should not 
constitute a precedent to impair any rights of the 
member states was withdrawn with the under- 
standing that its essence would be contained in the 
final report of the Rapporteur submitted to Com- 
mis.sion III. 

Four additional amendments, originally propos- 
ed to Chapter XII, dealing with various problems 
which fall exclusively within the competence of 
other Committees, were laid a.side at the suggestion 
of the Chairman with the consent of the govern- 
ments sponsoring them. 

A proposal to remove from the Charter and 
place in a seiiarate protocol the provisions dealing 
with transitional arrangements was defeated by 
twenty votes to two. 

There was discussion as to the precise meaning 
of the text of Chapter XII, and the view was ex- 
pressed by several delegations that the extent and 
duration of the powers of the sponsoring countries 
and Fiance for the maintenance of peace during 
the interim period and for the prevention of re- 
newed aggression by enemy states in the present 
war should be clarified in the text. 

A motion to proceed to an immediate vote on 
the text of the two paragraphs of Chapter XII 
was defeated by a vote of 17 to ir>. A further mo- 
tion to the effect that a drafting subcommittee 
should seek to prepare a clarified text was adopted 
by a vote of 18 to 1. 

Committee IV/1, on May 30, took up the ques- 
tion of advisory opinions. It decided in principle 
that the International Court of Justice should be 
empowered to render advisory opinions upon the 
request of either the Security Council or the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The remainder of the meeting was 
devoted to a discussion of whether the appropriate 


provisions should be in the Statute or in the Chai^ 
ter, and if the latter, whether it should appear in 
the Chapter coming within the Committee’s jurisdic- 
tion or should be left to the committees dealing with 
the Assembly and Security Council. 

At the meeting of Committee II/4, on May 31, 
the Chine.se proposal to insert the word “indepen- 
dence” in the statement of general principles of 
policy in dependent territories [Paragraph A. 1] 
was withdrawn on the understanding that a pro- 
posal would be made at a later meeting to amend 
the .statement of objectives of the trusteeship sys- 
tem [Paragraph B.2] in such a way as to include 
the word “independence”. 

Discussion was resumed on Paragraph A.l. Doubt 
was expressed as to whether the wording of this 
and the following jiaragraph made sufficiently 
clear the intention of confining their effect to non- 
metropolitan areas. Proi)osals were made to sub- 
stitute other words for “peoples not yet able to 
stand by themselves”; and it was suggested that 
the title of Section A, “General Policy”, tended to 
obscure the distinction between this T>art of the 
paper and the section dealing specifically with 
trust territories. The Committee decided to submit 
these problems to the drafting subcommittee, mean- 
while provisionally adopting the existing text of 
Paragraph A.]. 

The Committee then took up Paragraph B.6. A 
proposal by the I>elegate of Egypt, that adminis- 
tration by more than one state should be provided 
for in addition to admin i.stration by a single state 
or by the international organization itself, was de- 
ferred for consideration at a later meeting. With 
this reservation, the paragraph was adopted. 

Committee IV/1. on May 31, adopted a 
proposal to empower the General Assembly and 
the Security Council to reijuest advisory o})inions 
of the International Court of Justice on any legal 
que.slion, and agreed to insert it in Chapter VII of 
the Charter. The Committee also adopted a new 
paragiaph for Article C5 of the Statute of the 
Court, giving the Court power to render advisory 
opinions on legal questions, at the request not only 
of the A.ssembly and Council but of anyone who 
may be authorized by the Charter to make such 
a request. 

Committee IV/2, on May .31, voU>d to submit to a 
drafting subcommittee the problem of formulat- 
ing a text establishing the effective date of the 
Charter. The text will be recommended for in- 
sertion as a provision of the Charter. The Com- 
mittee decided not to discuss the text recommended 
by Subcommittee 1V/2/A on obligation.s incon- 
sistent with the Charter until the report of the 
subcommittee had been studied.

Films on social and economic problems will be 
shown at the Conference Theater, Sir Francis 
Drake Hotel, on Friday, June 1, continuously from 
7 p. m. till midnight. 

The program will include: To Live in Darkness, a 
film produced by the U. S. Navy Department em- 
phasizing the importance of safety precautions in 
industry; ABCD of Health (Great Britain); Power 
and the Land (U. S. Department of Agriculture) ; 
In the Wake of the Armies — UNRRA and The 
Bridge (U. S. Office of Inter-American Affairs). 

The program is open to all persons accredited to 
the Conference.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee II/3, on May 31, considered the sec* 
ond recommendation contained in the sixth report 
of the drafting subcommittee. After some discus- 
sion, it unanimously adopted the following revi- 
sion of Chapter IX, Section A, paragraph 2, of 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals: 

“The various specialized intergovernmental or- 
ganizations and agencies having wide international 
responsibilities in economic, social, and other re- 
lated fields, as defined in their basic instruments, 
shall be brought into relationship with the Oigan- 
ization on terms to be determined by agreement 
between the Economic and Social Council and the 
appropriate authorities of the specialized organ- 
izations or agencies, subject to approval ty the 
General Assembly.” 

The Rapporteur then presented to the Commit- 
tee the seventh report of the drafting subcommit- 
tee, which recommended a revised and extended 
text to replace Chapter IX, Section D, of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals. 

The Chairman invited discussion on the first 
paragraph of the proposed text. This paragraph 


related to the commissions to be set up by the 
Council and to the staff of the Council. 

After some discussion of the alternatives of add- 
ing specific mention of additional fields for com- 
missions or of eliminating mention of any fields, 
the Committee approved unanimously the subcom- 
mittee text, which reads as follows: 

“The Economic and Social Council shall set up 
commissions in the fields of economic and social 
activities and for the promotion of human rights 
and such other commissions as may be required in 
fields within the competence of the Council. There 
shall be a permanent staff which shall constitute 
a part of the Secretariat of the Organization.” 

The Committee then considered and unanimously 
adopted the revised second paragraph of Section 
D of Chapter IX, concerning participation by the 
specialized org^izations in the deliberations of the 
Economic and Social Council and by representa- 
tives of the Council in the specialized organizations. 
The text follows: 

“The Economic and Social Council may make 
arrangements for representatives of the specialized 
organizations or agencies brought into relationship 
with the Organization to participate without vote 
in its deliberations and in those of the commissions 
established by it, and for its representatives to 
participate in the deliberations of such specialized 
organizations or agencies.” 

Discussion was beg^un on the third paragraph of 
the report of the subcommittee, a new paragraph 
giving the Council permission to invite a member 
state to those of its deliberations which it con- 
sidered might specially affect that state. 

At the meeting of Committee I/l, on June 1, 
the Rapporteur submitted his report of the delibera- 
tions of the drafting subcommittee, 1/1/ A. The 
Secretariat made available to members the draft 
texts of Chapters I, II, and the Preamble, as ap- 
proved by Subcommittee 1/1/ A, for scrutiny of the 
full Committee. The Committee, after adopting, on 
the motion of the Norwegian Delegate, the clause 
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“or of situations” to be inserted after the words 
“international disputes” in Article 1 of Chapter I 
as proposed by the drafting subcommittee, voted to 
adopt this article as drafted, by a vote of 32 in 
favor to 4 against. 

At the meeting of Committee 1/2, June 1, the 
Soviet Delegate proposed that the matter of deputy 
secrctaries-general, on which the Committee had 
voted on May 24, be referred to the Steering Com- 
mittee. The Chairman stated that, under the 
standing orders of the Conference, chairmen of 
delegations have the right to refer questions to the 
Steering Committee. 

The Committee took up the report of the sub- 
conunittee on the Secretariat, which was presented 
by the Rapporteur. Committee 1/2 approved unani- 
mously for inclusion as paragraph 2 of Chapter X 
the following recommendation: 

“The Secretary-General shall act in that ca- 
pacity in all meetings of the General Assembly, 
of the Security Council, of the Economic and Social 
Council, and of the Trusteeship Council, and shall 
perform such other functions as are or may be 
entrusted to him by the Organization. The Secre- 
tary-General shall make an annual report to the 
General Assembly on the work of the Organization.” 

It was understood that the Secretary-General 
could depute the duties covered by this paragraph 
to subordinate officials. 

The Committee then considered a provision that 
the Secretary-General may bring to the attention 
of the Security Council any matter which in his 
opinion might threaten international peace and 
security. An amendment was proposed to include 
also any matter involving infringement of the 
principles of the Organization. 

Committee 1 1/2, on June 1, resumed discussion of 
Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 6, with special 
reference to a number of proposals that had been 
made to give the As.sembly power to reconunend the 
revi.sion of treaties that had become inapplicable. 
Objection was raised to considering this problem, 
on the gf ound that other Committees were con- 
cerni*d with similar issues and that a decision 
should first be obtained from the Steering Com- 
mittee. On the basis of letters received from the 
Presidents of Commissions I and IV, however, the 
Committee decidc^tl by vote to proceed with the 
discussion. 

Three questions of principle based upon amend- 
ments submitted by paii;icipating governments had 
been formulated by Subcommittee A, and discus- 
sion was opened on these questions. Representa- 
tives of the governments which had submitted 


these amendments indicated that they might be 
satisfied with an interpretation of the amendment 
proposed by the four sponsoring governments and 
France to paragraph 6, if it were made clear in 
the record that the right to make recommendations 
on situations “regardless of origin” was broad 
enough to include situations arising out of treaties. 
The discussion will be continued at the next 
meeting. 

Committee II/3, on June 1, held a special meet- 
ing arranged by the Chairman in addition to those 
regularly scheduled in order to expedite the Com- 
mittee’s work and bring about its successful com- 
pletion at as early a date as possible. 

The Committee received the eighth report of the 
drafting subcommittee. The first recommendation 
ill the report was for the adoption of the following 
redraft of the “]»ledge” paragraph, approved in 
principle by the Committee and submitted to the 
subcommittee for drafting in a form which would 
be acceptable to the entire Committee: 

“All members pledge themselves to take joint and 
separate action in cooperation with the Organiza- 
tion for the achievement of these purposes.” 

This statement would be included in the Charter 
following iiarag.aph 1, Section A, Chapter IX, of 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. At the instance 
of the Australian Delegate, seconded by the Dele- 
gate of the United States, the Committee adopted 
this paragraph with only one dissenting vote. 

The Committee then resumed consideration of 
the third point of the seventh report of the draft- 
ing subcommittee. This was a recommendation for 
a i>aragrai)h iiermitting the Economic and Social 
Council to invite a member state to jiarticipate in 
its deliberations if the Council should consider that 
tlie interest of that state might be specially af- 
fected by the (luestion lieiiig deliberated. A num- 
ber of delegates felt that such invitation should 
not be left to the discretion of the Council, but 
should rather be made mandatory. After a con- 
sidei*able discussion, the Committee decided to carry 
over to the next meeting its consideration of this 
question. 

Committee II/4, on June 1, adopted without dis- 
sent the Egyptian amendment to paragraph B.6 of 
the working paper, providing for the possibility of 
administration of a trust territory by more than 
one state. The Committee then discussed para- 
gj-aph BJO, charging the General Assembly with 
the functions of the international Organization in 
trustee areas not designated as strategic. This 
paragraph was carried with the insertion, moved 
by the Delegate of the United States, of a defini- 
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tion of certain of these functions in the following 
terms: ‘^including the approval of the trusteeship 
arrangements and their alteration or amendment’*. 
(These words follow “strategic” in line 3 of the 
paragraph). 

Passing to paragraph B.18, the Committee ap- 
proved this also with the addition, proposed by 
the Delegate of the United States, of the following 
words at the end, prescribing the content of the 
annual reports to be made by administering authori- 
ties: “on the political, economic, social and educa- 
tional advancement of the inhabitants of the trust 
territory”. 


Committee IV/1, on June 1, received a subcom- 
mittee report on Article 36 which recommended re- 
tention of the text of the old Statute of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice, with minor amendments. 

The Committee debated at length the question 
whether jurisdiction should be optional or com- 
pulsory. On a vote on the principle of retaining 
optional jurisdiction, there were 26 for and 16 
against, so the proposition failed to obtain the 
necessary two- thirds. 

Several delegates then indicated that, having 
gone on record against the principle, they would 
be prepared to vote for the text of Article 36 as 
recommended by the Subcommittee, in order to 
avoid an impasse. A roll call wa.s then taken on 
this text and it was adopted, 31-14.

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FLAG DAY PROCLAMATION 


In his proclamation of May 28 setting aside 
June 14 as Flag Day, the President of the United 
States made special reference to honoring the flags 
of all the United Nations at a time when the 
United Nations are meeting to lay a Arm found- 
ation for world peace. 

The full text of the proclamation follows: 

FLAG DAY, 1945 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA 

A PROCLAMATION 

It is our custom each year to set aside a day on 
which to render special honor to our Flag. 

We celebrate Flag Day this year with a fresh 
sense of our strength as a nation. Solemnly, we ac- 
cept the responsibilities placed upon us by our 
power. 

We honor the men and women in the armed 
services .md in the factories and homes who, with 
God’s help^ have given us our victories. We face 
the battle ahead with solemn gratitude for the 
triumphs of the past. 

Our Flag has accompanied our fighting men on 
a hundred battlefields. It flies beyond the seas over 
the friendly lands our arms have freed, and over 
the hostile countries our arms have conquered. 
Our Flag will be planted in the heart of the em- 
pire of our last remaining enemy. 

As we press forward to final victory, we are 
strengthened with the knowledge that for millions 
of people in other lands as well as in our own our 
Flag is a living token of human integrity and 
freedom. 

Let us observe this Flag Day by raising our 
Flag and beside it the flags of the United Nations. 


It is especially fitting that we »thus honor our 
Allies at a time when we are working with them 
to lay a firm foundation for world peace. Let this 
display of the flags of the United Nations symbol- 
ize our unity with our Allies both upon the battle- 
fields of war and under the skies of peace. Let us 
again dedicate ourselves and our Republic, under 
God, to the united cause of peace and Justice and 
the brotherhood of all men everywhere. 

Now. therefore, I, HARRY S. TRUMAN, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do hereby 
designate June 14, 1945, as Flag Day, and ask that 
the people of our nation on that day do especially 
honor our Flag, and the men and women of the 
armed services who have served under it, and that 
they also pay honor to our Allies of the United 
Nations. 

1 direct the officials of the Federal Government 
and I request the officials of the State and local 
governments to display the Flag of our Republic 
on all public buildings on Flag Day; and I urge 
the people of the United States on ^at day to fly 
the American Flag from their homes, and also to 
arrange wherever possible for joint displasrs of the 
flags of the freedom-loving United Nations, whose 
staunch collaboration has aided us to achieve the 
victories of war and will aid us to realize our hope 
for an enduring peace. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States of Ameiv 
ica to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington this 28th day 
of May in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred 
and forty-five, and of the Independence 

[BEAL] of fhe United States of America the 
one hundred and sixty-ninth.

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TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee I/l, on June 2, approved Articles 2, 
3, and 4 of Chapter I. as submitted by the drafting 
subcommittee, with the exception that Article 4 
was modified in the English text only to read: 'To 
be a center for harmonizing the actions of nations 
in the achievement of these common ends”. 

Committee 1/2, on June 2, continued its discus- 
sion of the report of the subcommittee on Chapter 
X (Secretariat). The Committee adopted unanim- 
ously for inclusion in the Charter as paragraph 3 
of Chapter X the following provision: 

“The Secretary-General may bring to the atten- 
tion of the Security Council any matter which in 
his opinion might threaten international peace and 
security.” 

This provision was adopted after the Committee 
had rejected two amendments to this paragraph, 
one providing that the Secretary-General might 
also bring the matters mentioned in the paragraph 
to the attention of the General Assembly, and the 
other stipulating that the Secretary- General might 
bring to the attention of the Security Council any 
matter which, in his opinion, might violate the 
principles of the Charter. 

The Committee also adopted unanimously para- 
graphs 4 and 5 of Chapter X, as proposed by the 
subcommittee. The Committee recommended that 
these two paragraphs be combined into a single 
paragraph. This paragraph, as adopted, deals with 
the international character of the Secretary- 
General and his staff and pledges each member of 
the Organization not to seek to influence them in 
the discharge of their responsibilities. 

Committee II/2. on June 2, continued the dis- 
cussion begun at the preceding meeting on pro- 
posals to empower the Assembly to make recom- 
mendations regarding the revision of treaties. 

Some delegates, although favoring specific men- 
tion of treaty revision in the Charter, indicated 
that they would be satisfied if an interpretation of 
the amendment to Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 
6, which had been introduced by the four sponsor- 
ing governments were included in the record. It 
should be made plain that the words “to recom- 
mend measures for the peaceful adjustment of any 
situations, regardless of origin, which it deems 
likely to impair the general welfare or friendly 
relations among nations” include situations arising 
out of treaties. Other delegates opposed any men- 
tion of revision of treaties in the Charter and op- 
posed making a broad interpretation of the amend- 
ed paragraph 6 in this sense. 

The discussion will continue at the next meeting. 

At the meeting of Conunittee II/3, on June 2, 
the United Kingdom Delegation withdrew its pro- 


posed amendments designed (1) to provide formally 
in the Charter that the International Labor Organ- 
ization should be brought into relationship with the 
Organization and (2) to have the International 
Labor Organization formally recognized in the Char- 
ter as one of the principal agencies for pursuing the 
objects of Article V of the Atlantic Charter— im- 
proved labor standards, economic advancement, and 
social security. The United Kingdom Delegation 
asked, however, that the report of the committee 
to Commission II should make it clear that, while 
it was considered inappropriate to single out any 
one organization for mention in paragraph 2 of 
Chapter IX, there was wide-spread recognition that 
the International Labor Organization will be one of 
those to be brought into relationship with the 
world Organization; and that in this connection the 
Committee warmly welcomed the statement of the 
Chairman of the Governing Body that it will be 
necessary to alter the constitution of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization in orde- to provide the 
necessary links with the United Nations. The Com- 
mittee voted to have the Rapporteur include in his 
report a statement to the effect requested. 

The Chairman announced that the drafting sub- 
committee had, on its own initiative, taken under 
consideration the jiroblcm of redrafting point 3 of 
its .seventh report concerning inviting members to 
deliberations regarding the Economic and Social 
Council. This point had been under discussion at 
the clo.se of the last meeting of the Committee. The 
subcommittee had agreed unanimously upon the fol- 
lowing redraft: 

“The Economic and Social Council shall invite 
any member of the Organization to participate 
without vote in its deliberations on any matter of 
particular concern to that member.” 

The Conunittee then proceeded to approve the 
following two recommendations contained in the 
Seventh Report of the drafting subcommittee: 
**Chapter IX, Sertimi D. Organization and Proce- 
dure, 

“4. The Economic and Social Council shall be 
authorized to make suitable arrangements for con- 
sultation with nongovernmental organizations which 
are concerned with matters within the competence 
of the Council. Such arrangements may apply both 
to international organizations and, where appropri- 
ate, to national organizations after consultation 
with the member state concerned. 

“5. The Economic and Social Council shall a- 
dopt its own rules of procedure and the method of 
selecting its resident.” 

The Committee then con.sidered the subcom- 
mittee’s reconunendation in its Eighth Report that 
the Committee adopt the following paragraph as an 
additional paragraph under Section C of Chapter 
IX of the Dumbarton Oalcs Proposals: 
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**To prepare draft conventions, with respect to 
matters falling within its competence, for submis- 
sion to the General Assembly.” 

There was some discussion of the propriety of 
considering this amendment in view of current 
consideration being given in another committee to 
the power of the Assembly to put forward draft 
recommendations. The Chairman explained the cir- 
cumstances and ruled that consideration was in 
order. The Committee voted without dissent to 
adopt the paragraph as recommended by the sub- 
committee. 

The Committee then considered the following 
declaration put before it by the Delegation of 
Greece: 

“The Delegation of Greece considers the recon- 
struction of countries devastated by the war to be 
one of the principal aims which the future world 
Organization should seek to attain, particularly in 
its early years. 

“Until the elementary conditions of life can be 
restored to the people whose towns and villages 
have been destroyed, whose communications, public 
works, and means of production have been ruined 
during the war, no progress can be made with the 
solution of economic and social problems in the 
countries concerned, nor, indeed, can peace itself 
be secured on a firm foundation. 

“The task of reconstruction may well extend 
over several years but it is imperative that a start 
should be made at once, before the world Organ- 
ization begrins to function. 

“The Delegation of Greece therefore recommends 
that the governments of the United Nations con- 
cert action as quickly as possible with a view to 
organizing effective international action in this 
field.” 

A large number of delegates expressed their wish 
to be associated with this declaration, and the 
Committee voted without dissent to record that the 
members so associated themselves. 

Committee III/3, on June 2, considered a sub- 
committee report on a proposed amendment to 
Chapter VIII, Section B, to grant to states not 
members of the Security Council the right of re- 
presentation thereon in certain instances. The text, 
as agreed upon by the subcommittee, was approved 
by a vote of 37 to 0. The amendment would be in- 
serted as a new paragraph between paragraphs 5 
and 6 of Section B of Chapter VIII and would read 
as follows: 

‘'When a decision to use force has been taken 
by the Security Council, it shall, before calling 
upon any member not represented on it to provide 
armed forces in fulfillment of its obligations under 
the preceding paragraph, invite such member, if it 
BO request, to send a representative to participate 


in the decisions of the Security Council concerning 
the employment of contingents of its armed forces.” 

The Committee then returned to a consideration of 
the text of Chapter XII.

Ar- 
rangements may be made with Mr. Carey in the 
Photographic Office, Room 207 Veterans Building, 
Extension 160. Secretariat requests will have to be 
filled at a later time. 


OPERA HOUSE TEA HOUR

TECKXICAL COMMITTEES 

In the meeting of Committee 1/1, on June 4, the 
Kapjioiteur j) resented his report on the deliber- 
ations and decisions of the drafting subcommittee 
relating to the text of Chapter II of the Charter. 
The Committee then proceeded to consider and vote 
upon the text article by article. It rejected three 
amendments to ^Article 1 ; one amendment to Art- 
icle 2. It accejit^sl the Bolivian amendment to Art- 
icle 3, which provided that the words “and justice” 
be inserted following the words “international 
peace and security.” 

The texts of Articles 1, 2, and 3 of Chapter II 
as voted by the Committee are as follows: 

“1. The Organization is based on the principle of 
the sovereign eijuality of all its members. 

“2. All members of the Organization shall fulfil 
the obligations assumed by them in accordance with 
the Charter in order to insure to all of them the 
rights and benefits resulting from membership in 
the Organization. 

“3. All members of the Organization shall settle 
their international disputes by peaceful means in 
such a manner that international peace» secur- 
ity and justice are not endangered.”

The (’onnnittre begun considei ation of Ai-ticle 4, 
Chapter II. 

In the meeting of Committee II ''3, on June 4, the 
llejiresentutive of France referred to his amend- 
ment regarding equal access of all countries to raw 
maleiials and insuring a fair adjustment of raw 
materials and capital gtKxls. In \ u w of the discus- 
sion in the Committee, he withdrew his amendment 
but recommended that the report of the Committe<‘ 
should refer to the subject. The Chairman, aftei 
taking the sense of the Committee, stated that the 
report would mention that the Economic and Social 
Council should consider at an early date the prob- 
K ms relating to law materials and capital goodv. 

The Committee approved unanimously tht* follow 
ing text for paragraph 5, Section D, Chapter IX: 

“The Economic and Social Council shall meet as 
required in accoi dance with rules adopted by the 
Council. These rules shall include provision for the 
calling of a meeting on the request of a maioi ity of 
the memlH*rs of the Council.” 

The Committee accepted the report of the draft- 
ing subcommittee that in view of the paiagraph 
pledging the members of the Organization to take 
joint and separate action in cooperation with the 
Organization for the achievement of rruiking regional 
forms of cooperation in scK-ial, economic, and related 
fields consistent with the purposes set forth in Chap- 
ter IX, it would be unnecessary to inelude m the 
charter any specific provision to this effect. 

The Committee approved unanimously the follow- 
ing text of a paiagraph to be added to Section A of 
Chapter IX of the Charter: 

“The Organization shall, where appropriate, in- 
itiate negotiations among nations concerned for the 
creation of any B])ecialized organization or agency 
required for the accomplishment of the purpose set 
out above.” 

The Delegate of the United States recommended 
that the Conference go on record as favoring in- 
trusting the Organization with supervision over the 
execution ol existing or future international agree- 
ments relating to the control of the traffic in dangei^ 
ouB drugs, that an advisory body be established to 
advise the, Economic and Social Council on such 
matters and that existing organizations in this field 

Doc. 775 (Eng.) 
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be considered as specialized organizations to l)e 
brought into relationship with the Council. This pro- 
posal was supported by a number of delegations and 
met with the approval of the Committee. 

The Delegate of Panama called attention to the 
importance of dealing with problems of migration, 
which are of great economic and .social imiiortance. 
He read to the Committee* a declaration of the Dele- 
gation of Panama recommending that the govern- 
ments of the United Nations concert action as soon 
as iHissible to con.sidei effective international action 
in this field. The declaration was sui)i»orted by a 
numlier of delegations. 

The Delegate of Belgium recommended a change 
in the name of the Economic and Social Council. This 
suggestion will be considered by the drafting sub- 
committee. 

Committee II1/3, on June 4, proceeded to final 
consideration of Chapter VI 11, Section B, of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Propo.sals, paragraph by para- 
giaph, as altered by tlie amendments previously ap- 
proved by the Committee. During the previous 
meetings of the Committee, the various amendments 
propo.sed to Cha]iter VIII, Section B, were discus.sed 
and, except for two or three, ajijiroved. rejected, 
withdrawn, or refer re<l to other committees. Para- 
gra])hs 1 and 11 and a new paragraph to be inserte<] 
aft<‘r paragrajih o were adojited at a previous meet- 
ing of the Corninitti'e Pai agraph.'-. 3 and 4 were 
unanimously appro\e(l in tlieir oi iginal form. 

Paragraiih h wa-, redrafted in order to take* ac- 
count of several amendment .s offered hy Australia 
and Fiance to this and other i)aiagra])hs. One change 
in the oiiginal tevt authorized thi* Security Council 
to take the initiaO\e in workm;’ out the .special 
agreements to provide armed fo.ces and to provide 
that these agreement .s should he concluded l>etween 
the Council and the member tate.s, or groujis of 
member states, and not meioly among the states 
them.seKes Another change provides that ''the right 
of jia.s -age” should tx* accorded as a rc.sult of special 
agieernents concluded under this paragraph. Another 
change*, designed to make more ]irecise the content 
of the special agieemen^ , makes reference tr> "‘right 
of jia.ssage” nmi io tJ/r of rraf{^in‘\ts and 

geneial location of the armed force.=i to Ik* made 
available to the Council. The Committee unanimously 
approved the rc'vised paragraph. Its text follows: 

“In orxler that all member.s of the Organization 
should contribute to the maintenance of international 
peace and securitv, they should undertake to make 
available to the Secuiity Council, on its call and in 
accordance with a ■ p(*cial agreement or agreements, 
armed forces, assistance and facilities including 
rights of passage necessary for the purpose of 
maintaining international peace and security. Such 
agreement or agreements should go\ern the numbers 


and types of forces, their degree of readiness and 
general location, and the nature of the facilities 
and a.ssistance to be provided. The special agree- 
ment or agreements should b<* negotiated as soon as 
possible on the initiative of the Security Council and 
concluded between the Security Council and member 
stall's or between the Security Council and groups 
of member .states. All such agreements sliouUl be 
subject to ratification by the signatory states in ac- 
cordance with their constitutional processes.” 

Paragraph 6 was adofited unanimously in its orig- 
inal form. Amendments proposed by Australia and 
France to the elfect that mixed contingents, as well 
as air force contingent.s, should be made available for 
urgent use were withdrawal, with the understand- 
ing that the revision of paiagrai»h h a.- ajiproved 
would in practice adeiiuately cover the situation. 

Paragraphs G, 7, 8, 10, and J1 were akso unanim- 
ously aiiproved b> tin* Committee in the form in 
which they appear in the original I^umbarton Oaks 
Proposals. 

Paragraph 9 was ajiproved, likewnso unanimously, 
with the addition of thi* following new .sentence 
which had lx*en ])rev:ously adopted by the Committee: 
“The Military Staff Committee, w-ith the authoriz- 
ation of the StH'Untv Council, after consultation with 
the regional agencies, may e.stablish regional sub- 
committees of the Military Staff Committee.” 

With tile ap])r()\al of the amended text, a-s alxive 
indicated, the (’ommittee has completed its work on 
all of Section B, Chapter VIII, foi* ]iresi‘ntati()n to 
the Coordination Committee.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

In its meeting on June 4, Committee 1/2 con- 
cluded consideration of the i-oport of its subcom- 
mittee on Chapter X (The Secretariat). The ques- 
tion was discussed whether there should be, in the 
Charter, specific provisions regarding the selec- 
tion and emplojTnent of the staff of the Secre- 
tariat, or whet}jv,r these provisions should be left 
to staff regulations. The Committee agreed to the 
decision of the subcommittee that such provisions 
should be included in the Charterp and adopted 
the following text of paragraph Chapter X, re- 
commended by the subcommittee: 

“The staff shall be appointed by the Secretary- 
General under regulations established by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The paramount consideration in the 
employment of the staff and in the determination 
of the conditions of service shall be the necessity 
of securing the highest standards of efficiency, 
competence and integrity. Due regard shall be paid 
to the importance of recruiting staff on as wide a 
geographical basis as possible.’' 


Committee 1/1, on June 5, continued its dis- 
cussion of Chapter II beginning with paragraph 4. 
After a minor alteration in the English text to 
read “the Organization” instead of “United Na- 
tions” the paragraph was unanimously adopted. 
There was then considerable discussion of an amend- 
ment proposed by the Delegation of New Zealand 
with the purpose of obligating members to resist 
collectively every act of agg:re88ion against any 
member. A sub-amendment was proposed by the 
Delegate of Panama with the purpose of guarantee- 
ing the political independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of the members. Both proposals failed to 
obtain the two- thirds majority vote required for 
adoption. The Committee adopted paragraphs b, 6, 
and 7 unanimously with the understanding that 
certain explanations of paragraph 7 would be 
included in the report of the Rapporteur. It was 
decided to postpone consideration of paragraph 8 
and to take up consideration of the Preamble at 
the next meeting of the Committee. 

The texts of paragraphs 4, 5, 6, and 7 of Chap- 
ter II as adopted by the Committee are as follows: 

“4. All members of the Organization shall re- 
frain in their international relations from the 
threat or use of force against the territorial in- 
tegrity or political independence of any member or 
state or in any other manner inconsistent with the 
purposes of the Organization. 

“5. All members of the Organization shall give 
every assistance to the Organization in any action 
undertaken by it in accordance with the provisions 
of the Charter. 

“6. All members of the Organization shall re- 
frain from giving assistance to any state against 
which preventive or enforcement action is being 
undertaken by the Organization. 

‘7. The Organization (shall) (should)* insure 
that states not members of the Organization act 
in accordance with these principles so far as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of international 
peace and security.”

Doc. (Eng.) 
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Committee lV/1, on Jane 5, took up the discus' 
flion of Article 84, Chapter II, of the proposed 
Statute of the International Court of Justice 
drafted by the Committee of Jurists meeting at 
Washington. 

The session was occupied with a discussion of 
a proposed amendment to Article 34 previously 
submitted by the Delegation of Venezuela. The 
first sentence of paragraph 2 of the Venezuelan 
amendment would have instructed the Court to 
settle conflicts of jurisdiction which might arise a> 
mong intergovernmental international organizations 
or offices dependent on the United Nations. The pro- 
posal was objected to by a number of delegates, 
although several commended the spirit behind it, 
which they interpreted as an effort to strengthen 
the authority of the International Court. The 
Delegate from the United Kingdom and the Dele- 
gate from France declared that they felt that 
jurisdictional questions which arise between such 
bodies should logically be settled by the General 
Assembly, which creates them. 

The Committee then voted 32 to 4 to reject the 
amendment. 

The second sentence of the second paragraph 
of the Venezuelan proposal, which would establish 
the Court’s right to act as a court of appeals in 
cases tried under original jurisdiction by other 
international administrative tribunals dependent 
upon the United Nations, was discussed briefly. 
Action was postponed when it was pointed out that 
some slight changes in the text of the amendment 
had b(‘en proposed by Venezuela, and the Delegates 
from Australia and the U. S. S. K. requested the 
Committee be provided with a complete written 
text of the amendment as it is now offered. 

The Committee then adjourned until Wednesday, 
and the chairman reijuested that delegates make 
every effort to complete at the next meeting as 
much of the remaining business before the Commit- 
tee as possible.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee I/l, on June 5, considered the Draft 
Preamble submitted by Committee I/l/A in Docu- 
ment 62. Considerable discussion was devoted to 
various points of substance and editorial technique 
presented by the delegates. The Committee accepted 
the major change incorporated in the Belgian 
amendment to the third paragraph. Paragraph 3 
(as passed by a vote of 23 to 7) reads as follows: 
‘‘to establish conditions under whjch justice and 
respect for the obligations arising from treaties 
and other sources of international law can be main- 
tained, and . . 

After making minor editorial changes, the Commit- 
tee agreed to send the approved text to the Co- 
ordination Committee with observations relating to 
the casting of certain phrases. 

Committee 1/2, on June 6, considered two com- 
munications from the Coordination Committee con- 
taining revised drafts of two paragraphs which had 


received the approval of Committee 1/2. The Com- 
mittee unanimously approved the following text 
of the second sentence of paragraph 1, Chapter lilt 
which had been suggested by the Coordination 
Committee: “Membership of the Organization is 
open to all peace-loving States which accept the 
obligations contained in the Charter and which, in 
the judgment of the Organization, are able and 
ready to carry them out" 

The Committee considered a revised draft of 
paragraph 8, Chapter IV, which had been sug- 
gested by the Coordination Committee. There was 
general agreement that this draft was not suf- 
ficiently clear and exact. After some discussion, 
the Committee adopted by a vote of 34 to 2 the fol- 
lowing text of paragraph 3, Chapter IV, which was 
suggested by the Delegates of Cuba and the Ukrain- 
ian S. S. R.; 

“The (name to be inserted) shall place no restric- 
tions on the eligibility of men and women to par^ 
ticipate in any capacity and under conditions of 
equality in the principal and subsidiary organs." 

Committee II/2, on June 6, concurred in two rec- 
ommendations made by Committee IV/1 at its 
meeting on May 31. These provided that the Gen- 
eral Assembly may request the International Court 
of Justice to give an advisory c)j)inion on any legal 
question and that the Court may give an advisory 
opinion on any legal question at the request of 
whoever may be authorized by the Charter to make 
such a request. In connection with the second 
point, the Committee agreed to the principle of a 
proposition submitted by the United Kingdom 
that such international agencies as the General 
Assembly may authorize for that purpose may re- 
quest advisory opinions on questions of a consti- 
tutional or judicial character arising within the 
scope of their activities. In the discussion, it was 
pointed out that the intention was that the Gen- 
eral Assembly should establish the rules and con- 
ditions under which the agencies might ask for 
such opinions. Thus the work of the agencies 
might be expedited but they could not use the 
Court to influence questions before the Assembly 
or the Security Council. The question was recom- 
mended favorably to Committee IV/1 for drafting 
purposes by a vote of 27 to 6. 


Doc. 822 (Eng.) 
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The Committee briefly considered an amendment 
submitted by the Ecuadoran Delegation providing 
that the As'^embly should ap})rove a statute pro- 
viding for the establishment of continental or re- 
gional commissions for conciliation. This question 
was withdrawn by the Ecuadoran Delegate after 
it was jiointcd out that the Security Council was 
charged with procedures for conciliation. 

Committee 11/3, on June 6, approved its sub- 
committee's rearrangement of the previous!?' 
adopted paragraphs of Chapter IX. 

The changes made by the Subcommittee are as 
follows: 

(1) The name of the Chapter was changed from 
“Arrangements for International Economic and 
Social Cooperation" to “ Economic and Social Coun- 
cil; Arrangements for International Cooperation". 

(2) Section A on “Purpo.se and Relation- 
ships" was broker, down into two sections: A on 
“Purpose", and B on “Relationships". 

(3) Section B on “Composition and Voting’* 
was retitled “Council: Comiiosition and Voting". 
It is Section C in the new draft. 

(4) At the beginning of Section C (now Section 
D) “Functions and Powers of the Council", there 
were added the following words: “In addition to 
th(* functions enumerated elsewhere,". 

(5) The title of Section D (now Section E) on 
“Organization and Procedure" was changed to 
“Organization”. 

(0) The second sentence of the first paragraph 
of former Section D was made a separate para- 
graph and placed just ahead of the last paragraph 
of the Section. The order of the second and third 
paragrajihs of this Section was reversed. 

The Committee then ])rocceded to a consideration 
of a declaration by the Delegation of Brazil read- 
ing as follows: 

“The Brazilian Delegation wish to make the 
following Declaration to be brought before Com- 
mission II. Committee 3. 

“Whereas the status of women in different 
countries has to be radically improved and their 
rights have to be extended to attain the objectives 
of the Economic and Social Council to promote 
human rights and fundamental freedoms for all 
without distinction of sex; 

“and whereas the part that women have played in 
the war make.s the consideration of their status 
and rights an urgent problem requiring solution: 

“The Delegation of Brazil recommends that the 
Economic and Social Council should set up a special 
commission of women to study conditions and pre- 
pare reports on the political, civil and economic 
status and opportunity of women with special 
reference to discrimination and limitations placed 
upon them on account of their sex.'* 


The Delegation of Mexico proposed that the 
declaration include the following sentence: “This 
Commission .shall cooperate with similar official 
Commission'- in different parts of the w^oild " 

I’his propojsed amendment to the Brazilian 
Declaration was accepted by the Delegate of Biazil. 

The Brazilian Derlar-ation, as amended by the 
Mexican Didegate, \vas .ijj)j)()rted by reirresonlatives 
of thirty-five other delegations who associated 
them.selves with the Declaration. The Delegate of 
Brazil responded and expressed appreciation of the 
support given the Declaration. 

Committee IV/1, on June 6, approved eight articles 
of the Statute of the International Court of Justice. 

At the opening of the session the Delegate of 
the United Kingdom .suggested that, in order to 
speed the work as much as possible, discussion of 
each point henceforth be hmiteil, and the Chairman 
ruled that the limit would be 30 minutes, except 
in matters of unusual importance, in which ca.se 
it would l>e extended if necessary. 

The Committee then resumed the discussion of 
Article 34 of the Statute, which had been before 
it at the last meeting. An amendment proposed 
by Venezuela to empower the court to sit a.s a court 
of appeal over cases tried under original jurisdic- 
tion by international administrative tribunals de- 
pendent on the United Nations was rejected by a 
vote of 22 to 9. The Committee then unanimously 
apirroved both paragraphs of Article 84 as pro- 
posed in the Statute. 

On Article 33, the Committee discussed an amend- 
ment by the Delegate of Egypt which would have 
provided that the conditions under which states 
not members may become parties to the Statute 
of the Court shall be determined by the General 
Assembly on recommendation of the St*curity 
Council. After some discussion, however, it was 
agreed that this was a matter to lie dccideti in the 
provisions of the Charter, and action was postponed 
until the Committee returns to a consideration of 
the Charter itself. 

The Egyptian Delegate withdrew the amend- 
ment, reserving the right to present his I^elcga- 
tion’s views when Chapter 7 of the Charter is up 
for study. 

The Chairman pointed out that Article 3.3 had 
already been adopted and had been returned to 
only because of the proposed new amendment. 

A few textual changes to Article 36, offered by 
the Iranian and French Delegation.s, were accepted. 

The Committee adopted Article 38 after ap- 
proving a Chilean proposal that paragraph 1 
should be amended to state specifically that the 
Court’s decisions are to be based on international 
law. The Committee then approved, by a vote of 
2.3 to 6, a proposed new filst paragraph to Article 
65, Chapter IV (advisory opinions), submitted by 
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the Iranian Delegate and slightly altered through 
agreement between him and the Canadian Delegate. 
They then unanimously approved the second and 
third paragraphs altering them slightly in wording 
and combining them to form paragraph 2. 

The Committee, with a minimum of discussion, 
then approved Articles 66, 67, and 68, dealing with 
advisory opinions. 

The Committee adjourned after a brief discussion 
of Article 69, including an amendment offered by 
the Chairman and Delegate of Peru. The Article 
was not brought to a vote.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1 / 1 , on June 7, considered the pro- 
posals which had been made by several delegations 
concerning the name of the world Organization. 
Among the names suggested were “Federation”, or 
‘'Association of the United Nations”; “Permanent 
Union of Nations”; “Union of Nations”; “Com- 
munity of Nations” and “The United Nations”. The 
principal objections to “The United Nations” were 
the difficulty in translation, the lack of a singular 
word to express the entity of the Organization, 
and the possible inconsistency which might arise 
when neutral or ex-enemy states which have not 
been associated with the United Nations in war be- 
come members of the Organization. On the other 
hand, it was pointed out that “The United Nations” 
had symbolized the 8trcng:th and unity of nations 
while fighting a war to maintain peace, and that 
this same concept of unity should be carried over 


into their efforts to build and maintain the new 
Organization. It was agreed that since “The United 
Nations” was the choice of the late President 
Roosevelt, all members of the Conference would 
want to join in paying homage to his memory. The 
Committee agreed by a rising vote of acclamation 
to recommend “Tho United Nations” as the name 
of the Organization. 

The Committee also considered two proposals 
which had not been thoroughly discussed at earlier 
meetings. The Delegate of Uruguay proposed an 
addition to Chapter II which would have obligated 
members to enforce the princijiles of human rights 
ivithin their own countries. The Delegate of Egypt 
proposed an addition to Chapter 1 which would 
have included the study of legal problems as one 
of the purposes of the Organization. Both proposals 
were rejected. 

Committee II/2, on June 7, approved, by a vote 
of 28 to 7 for recommendation to Commission 11, 
a text for Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 6, to 
read as follows: 

“6. The General Assembly should initiate studies 
and make recommendations for the purpose of pro- 
moting international cooperation in political, econ- 
omic, social and cultural fields to assist in the real- 
ization of human rights and basic freedoms for 
all without distinction as to race, language, religion, 
or sex and also for the encouragement of the pro- 
gressive development of international law and for 
its codification.” 

The Committee recommended the following new 
paragraph to follow paragraph 6: 

“Subject to the provisions of paragraph 1 of this 
Section, the General Assembly should be empowered 
to recommend measures for the peaceful adjust- 
ment of any situations, regardle.ss of origin, which 
it deems likely to impair the general welfare or 
friendly relations among nations, including situa- 
tions resulting from a violation of the Purposes 
and Principles .set forth in this Charter.” 

The Committee had previou.sly adopted most of the 
above text in accepting the amendment of the four 
sponsoring government.s at it.s meeting on May 9. 
The only question under discussion was the clause 

I>oc. 844 (Eng.) 
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dealing with the Assembly’s power to initiate 
studies and make recommendations for the codiflca* 
tion of international law and for its progressive 
development. Several members urged that the text 
should provide for studies for the revision of inter* 
national law, but the Committee voted against such 
a provision. 

Committee IV/2, on June 7, approved the report 
of Subcommittee IV/2/B on Interpretation of the 
Charter, and the following three reports of Sub- 
committee IV/2/ A containing texts; (1) Obliga- 
tions inconsistent with the Charter, (2) Juridical 
status of the Organization, and (3) Coming into 
force of the Charter.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee IV/1, on June 7, at its twentieth 
meeting, completed its agenda. It is now ready to 
consider the Rapporteur’s report, the last stages of 
its work. 

The Statute of the International Court of Jus- 
tice was completed when two articles submitted 
by Peru on the amending process were approved. 
The process for amending the Charter will apply 
to the Statute, except that the Assembly may make 
special provisions for the participation of states 
parties to the Statute but non-members of the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization. 

A provision was added to the Charter obligat- 
ing the parties to abide by the decisions of the 
Court. A further provision provides that if a state 
refuses to carry out a decision the Security Coun- 
cil may consider measures of enforcement. 

Another provision to the Charter provides that 
international organizations may be empowered by 
the Assembly to request advisory opinions of the 
Court 


Finally, the Committee approved a proposal by 
the Delegation of Iran that the Conference re- 
commend that members of the Organization sign 
declarations submitting themselves to the compul- 
sory jurisdiction of the Court. 

Committee ll/l, on June 8, considered a Peruvian 
proposal to insert in the Charter a provision to 
the effect that except in unusual circumstances to 
be determined by the Assembly the sessions of the 
Assembly should be open to the public and to the 
press of the world. The Committee unanimously ap- 
proved the principle of public sessions but felt that 
this was a procedural matter to be determined by 
the General Assembly itself under its own rules of 
procedure. The Committee rejected the Peruvian 
amendment by a vote of 15 for and 22 against. It 
then approved by a vote of 34 to 0, with one 
abstention, a Canadian resolution which read: 
“That the Rapporteur be instructed to state in 
his Report that this Committee is of the opinion 
that the regulations to be adopted at the first 
meeting of the General Assembly shall provide 
that, save in exceptional circumstances, the ses- 
sions of the General Assembly shall be open to 
the public and the press of the world.” 

At the meeting of Committee II/3, on June 8, 
the draft report of the Rapporteur of Committee 
II/3 to Commission II (Doc. 823, II/3/65) was 
approved by the Committee with only slight modif- 
ications.

This paragraph was adopted after the rejection 
of an Egyptian proposal on the composition of the 
Trusteeship Council, which would have grouped the 
permanent members of the Security Council with 
the administering powers, thus giving half the 
^eats on the Trusteeship Council to elected mem- 
bers. 

Paragraph B, 12, was carried unanimously with 
the addition of the words '*these and” between the 
words “take*’ and “other** and the change of 
“action** to ‘’actions.** 

Reverting to paragraph B, 3, the Committee un- 
animously agreed to add a final phrase to the last 
sentence, which now reads as follows: 

“The trusteeship system should not apply to 
territories which have become members of the 
United Nations, relationship among which should 
be based on the respect of the princif)le of sover- 
eign equality.” 

Notice was given of other proposals for amend- 
ment. 

Committee III/S, on June 8, considered at length 
the draft report prepared by the Rapporteur, sum- 
marizing the work of the Committee with respect 
to Chapter VIU, Section B. 

With certain minor modifications and additions, 
the report was unanimously approved by the Com- 
mittee. 

It will be presented to Commission III early next 
week. 


At the conclusion of the meeting the Chairman 
expressed the gratitude of the Committee to the 
Rapporteur for his outstanding contribution to its 
work. The Delegate of Bolivia similarly expressed 
the Committee’s warm appreciation to the Chair- 
man for the excellent and efficient manner in 
which he guided the Committee’s deliberations. 

REQUESTS FOR ADDITIONAL 
COPIES OF DOCUMENTS 

The Documents Distribution Office is now en- 
gaged in packing the permanent file copies of all 
documents previously issued.

this curtailment of service will not effect any sub- 
stantial hardship.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee III/l, on June 11, continued dis- 
cussion of the Statement by the Four Sponsoring 
Governments on Voting Procedure in the Security 
Council. 

At this meeting increasing emphasis was put on 
the view that, although the Yalta formula might 
have imperfections, its adoption is '^politically and 
morally’’ necessary. Several delegates stated that it 
had tak..n the four sponsoring governments and 
France 19 days to agree upon their interpretations 


of the voting procedure; that this effort undoubtedly 
resulted in the best possible formula now obtain- 
able; and that, under these circumstances, the 
smaller powers must trust in the good faith and 
the good intentions of the great powers. Some dele- 
gations declared that they would vote for the Yalta 
text, in the light of the Statement, in the hope that 
after the war had been won and after circumstances 
had changed, amendments to the Cnarter might be 
made. They, therefore, hoped that the great powers 
would remove the application of the "veto” from 
the amending process. Several expressed a desire to 
come to an early vote in the Committee on the voting 
procedure. 

Upon the suggestion of the Chairman, it was 
agreed that the Committee would hold two meetings 
tomorrow in order to settle this important question 
as soon as possible. 

The sixth meeting of Committee III/4 was de- 
voted to the final consideration of the Rapporteur’s 
report to be submitted to Commission IIL The draft 
text was approved unanimously after a few minor 
modifications in phraseology had been accepted by 
the Rapporteur. On behalf of the Committee, the 
Chairman expressed the gratitude of the group to 
Ur. V. K. Wellington Koo for his report. 

Committee IV/1 met on June 11, 1946, and un- 
animously approved, with slight modifications in 
language, the draft report of the rapporteur which 
will be the subject of a meeting of Commission IV 
to be held this week. 

Committee IV/2, at its meeting on June 11, dis- 
cussed the draft report of the Rapporteur of the 
Committee. Discussion having shown a desire to 
modify certain parts of the report and to bring the 
French and English texts into closer conformity, this 
task was referred to Subcommittee I\/l/A for 
subsequent report to the Committee.

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SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST MEETING OF 
COMMISSION III 

The first session of Commission III was held 
on June 12 in the Auditorium of the Opera House. 
Members of the Commission heard M. Paul-Boncour 
as Rapporteur of its third Committee read that 
Committee’s report After some general observations 
by M. Dejean, Delegate of France, the Commission 
unanimously approved the report 

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

At a meeting on June 11 of Committee I/l the 
Rapporteur’s draft report to Commission I ■ was 
read. After receiving several amendments to the 
report from various delegations, the Committee 
accepted the report by an affirmative vote of 36. 

The Committee agreed upon procedure for the 
meeting of Commission I scheduled for June 14. 

The Australian Delegation presented an amend- 
ment to paragraph 8, Chapter II, as follows: “but 
this principle shall not prejudice the application 
of enforcement measures under Chapter VIII, Sec- 
tion B,” Discussion on the amendment was post- 
poned until the next meeting. 

The Secretary-General of the Conference intro- 
duced to Committee 1/2 at its meeting June 12 
Mr. Oreamuno of Costa Rica, who has been selected 
by his Delegation to replace Mr. Bonilla Lara as 
Chairman of Committee 1/2. Mr. Bonilla Lara de- 
parted from the Conference last Saturday. 

Committee 1/2 reconsidered, at the request of the 
Steering Committee, its vote on May 26 to omit 
from the Charter provision for expulsion of mem- 
bers from the Organization. The Delegate of Bel- 
gium proposed that Committee 1/2 reject paragraph 
4 of the working paper of Subcommittee I/2/A, 
May 22 and 23, 1945, which reads as follows: 


"The Organization may expel from the Organ- 
ization any member which persistently violates the 
principles contained in the Charter.” 

Committee 1/2 rejected the Belgian proposal by a 
vote of 16 to 21. 

Committee III/l, at its morning meeting on June 
12, continued discussion on the voting procedure 
in the Security Council as interpreted in the state- 
ment by the delegations of the sponsoring govern- 
ments and France. 

A number of delegates analyzed and criticized 
the implications of the voting formula, many of 
them stressing the desirability of insuring a periodic 
review of the Charter. Emphasis was placed upon 
the desirability of making the Charter flexible 
enough to permit growth and adaptation to chang- 
ing conditions. 

Delegates of several sponsoring governments de- 
fended the statement on the voting formula as the 
highest common denominator of agreement among 
the great powers, whose unity was essential to the 
success of the Organization. 

Committee IV/2, at its sixteenth meeting on 
June 12, approved unanimously and without change 
the draft report of its Rapporteur as recommended 
by Subcommittee IV/2/A. The draft report sum- 
marized the Committee’s work on Privileges and 
Immunities, Registration and Publication of Trea- 
ties, Obligations Inconsistent with the Charter, Re- 
consideration of Treaties, Development of Inter- 
national Law, Relation of International Law and 
the Charter to International Law, Interpretation of 
the Charter, Juridical Status of the Organization, 
and Coming into Force of the Charter. Felicitations 
were exchanged by the delegates, the Chairman, 
the Rapporteur, Judge Hudson, and the secretaries, 
on the successful and happy conclusion of the 
Committee’s work.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee I/l, on June 13, discussed Article 8 
of Chapter II, which embodies proposed Article 7, 
an amendment of the four .sjionsoring governments. 
The discussion concerned principally an Australian 
amendment to add the woids, “enforcement meas- 
ures under” before the word “chapter” in this 
paragraph, so that the provision would read as 
follows: . . but this principle shall not prejudice 

the application of enforcement measures under 
Chapter VIII, Section B.” 


After extensive debate the Australian amend- 
ment was accepted by a vote of 31 to 3, with 6 
abstentions. 


Commit! et‘ 11/2, on June 13*, considered a re- 
drafted t('xt of Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 8, 
which had been jirepared in a joint .subcommittee 
meeting of Committees II ''L' and IIIO the previous 
day, thi.'- paragra])h having been referred back to 
Committee TI/2 for rcwoiding in ronsultalain 'with 
Commit1(‘e III/l. The text l)roi)o,sc*d by the joint 
subcommittees was amended by Committee II/2 
and then adoiited by the Committc'e m the follow- 
ing form: 

“8. TJie General Assi'mbly should receive and 
consider annual and special reports fiom the Secu- 
rity Council; such rejiorts should include an ac- 
count of the measures winch the Security ('ouncil 
has adopt(‘d or applied to maintain international 
peace and security. 

“The Geneial As.semhly should receive and con- 
sider reports from the other bodies of the Organ- 
ization.” 

The Committee formally acrejited at the same 
time an intenretation which made i>lain that para- 
graph 8 in no way limits the power\ of the As- 
sembly to discuss and to recommend in accoi dance 
with paragrajihs 1 and G of the same section. 

Committee II/2, at the retiuest of the Coordina- 
tion Committee, also clarified the language of the 
last sentence of paragrajih 1 of Section B, Chayitcr 
V. This sentence provided that the Secretary-Gen- 
eral, with the consent of the Security Council, 
should notify the General Assembly imme<liatt>ly 
the Security Council cea.ses to deal with a dispute 
or situation. The Committee, on June 13, added 
that when the General Assembly is not in session 
the Secretary-General should notify the members of 
the Organization. 


Doc. 961 (Eng.) 
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Committee IH/1, at its morning meeting on June 
adopted Section C, Chapter VI, of the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks Proposals relating to the voting proce- 
dure in the Security Council. Paragraph 1 providing 
that “Each member of the Security Council should 
have one vote" was unanimously adopted by 33 
votes. Paragraph 2 stipulating that “Decisions of 
the Security Council on procedural matters should 
be made by an affirmative vote of seven members” 
was adopted by a vote of 30 to 1. Paragraph 3 
was adopted on a roll-call vote, with 30 favorable 
votes, 2 negative votes, and 15 abstentions. The 
paragraph reads as follows; “Decisions of the Secu- 
rity Council on all other matters should be made 
by an affirmative vote of seven members including 
the concurring votes of the i)ermanent members; 
])r()\idod that, in dtvisions under Chajiter VIII, 
Section A, and under the second sentence of Para- 
graph 1 of Chajiter VTII, Section C, a party to a 
disjiute should abstain from voting.”

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SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST MEETING OF 
COMMISSION I 

Commission I held its first mooting on June 14, 
1945 to hear the report on the work of Committee 
I/l. Mr. Rolin of Belgium, President of Commis- 
sion I, presided. The Rapporteur of Committee I/l 
(Mr. Farid Zeineddine of Syria) explained the 
work of the Committee which had resulted in the 
texts submitted to the Commission. 

The draft Preamble which had been approved 
bv Committee T/1 was adopted by unanimous vote 
after I>ean Virginia Gilderslceve, sjieaking for the 
United States, had exjircssod the hope that the 
Coordination Committee might irnfirove the draft 
to mala' the language more inspiring. She also 
hoperl tJiat the opening phrase of the Preamble, 
a*’ adopted, “We the I’eoples of the United Nations," 
won hi be retained. 

Consideration was next given to an amendment 
pioposed by the Egyptian Delegation to paragraph 
J of Chapter 1 (Puriioscs), which read as follows: 

“To maintain international peace and .security, 
in conformity with the ])rinci])los of justice and 
international law; and to that end to take effec- 
tive collective measures for the jirevention and re- 
moval of threats to the peace and the suppression 
of acts of aggression or other hroaclics of the 
peace, and to bring about by peaceful means, 
adiustment or .settlement of international dis- 
piiti's or situations which may lead to a breach of 
the peace." 

Sneakers in favor of the Egyptian amendment, in 
addition to its pro])OSer, Mamdouh Roy Riaz, were Mr. 
A I fa I o, of Panama, and Mr. Pays.s^, of Uruguay, 
'riiey were opposed by Lord Halifax, of the United 
Kingdom Delegation, and Commander Stassen, of 
the United States Delegation 

When put to the vote the Egyptian amendment 
received 21 votes in favor and 21 against, thus 


failing to obtain the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority. The President of the Commission then called 
for a vote on the text of paragraph 1 of Chapter I, 
as submitted by Committee I/l, and it was ap- 
proved unanimously. 

The Commission will reconvene at 10:30 a. m. 
Friday, June 15, 1945. 

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2, on June 13, reconsidered its pre- 
vious vote on deputy secretaries-general and adopt- 
ed by a vote of 40 to 1, with one abstention. Chapter 
X, paragraph 1, sentences om* and two of the Dum- 
baiton Oaks Projiosals, which read as follows: 

"There should be a Secretariat comprising a Sec- 
retary-General and such staff as may be required. 
The Secretary-General should be the chief admini- 
strative officer of the Organization." 

The Committee rejected, by a vote of 20 in favor 
and 19 against, a proposal of the Soviet Union to 
include in the Charter provision for five deputy 
secretarics-gencral. It ahso rejected by a vote of 
22 in favor and IB against, the amendment of the 
sponsoring governments to include in the Charter 
jirovision for four deputy secretaries-gencral. 

Committee JII/1, at its evening meeting on June 
13, after withdrawal of the Mexican amendments 
to Chapter VI, Section B, paragraphs 1 and 4, 
approved these jiaragraphs of tlic Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals, as previously amended by the Com- 
mittee, reading as follows: 

"1. In order to en.sure prompt and effective ac- 
tion by the Organization, members of the Organi- 
zation should by the Charter confer on the Security 
Council primary responsibility for the maintenance 
of international peace and security and should 
agree that in carrying out these duties under this 
responsibility it should act on their behalf. The 
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Security Council shall submit annual and, when 
necessary, special reports to the General Assembly 
for its consideration. 

“4. All members of tno Organization should ob- 
ligate themselves to accept the decisions af the 
Secuiity Council and to carry them out in accord- 
ance with the i)?o\isions of the Charter.” 

Or tain anKoulments to Chapter VI, Section D, 
Iiaragraplis 4 and h, ronsidei ation of which had 
been jiostponed pending tlie a)Ji)roval by the Com- 
mittee of Section C’ as pro))osed at the Ciimea 
Conference, weie \vitlidra\A n. An amendment to 
CJiaptcr VI, Section 1>, jiaragrajih h, incorporating 
the amendments to this paragiaph previously sub- 
mitted to the Conference by Canada and the Nether- 
lands, was put before the Committee by the Dele- 
gate of Canada. This amendment provided that 
any member of the Organization not having a seat 
in the Security Council, if it is a party to a dis- 
pute under considci ation by the Security Council 
and invited to paiticipato in the discussion relating 
to th(> dispute, “'-hall enjoy th«‘ same jiositHUi with 
iep,ard to discussion and voting as the oihtT party 
to the di.spute”. 1’his amendment was defeated. 

The Cominittee apiiroved Chapter VI, Section D, 
jiaiagrajih 4 of the Dumbarton Cdak.s Pro]iosals, 
and paragraph 5 as amended by the sponsoring 
government-', reading as follow.s: 

”4. Any memlx'r of the Organization should 
particijiate in the discussion of any question brought 
before the Sccuiity Coum'il whenever the Security 
Council considers that the inteiesls of that member 
of the Oiganizalion are specially affect e<l. 

“f). Any member of the Organization not having 
a seat on the Security Council and any state not 
a member of the Organization, if it is a party to 
a dispute undi'r considoi ation by the Security 
Council, should be invited to fiarticipate in the dis- 
cussion relating to the dispute. In the case of a 
non-member, the Security Council should lav down 
such conditions as it may deem just for the par- 
ticipation uf such a non-mcmbci.” 

The Committee commenced consideration of the 
manner of nominating the Secretary-General by 
the Security Council. 

Committee 1/2, on June 14, discussed the time 
limit for calling a special conference on revision 
of the Charter. This que.stion was presented to 
the Committee in the “memorandum of decision 
of the Committee I 2''K (amendments), .Tune 14, 
J!)4r)”. The Subcommittee had voted 9 to 0 in 
fav^or of the joint motion of Delegates of (-anada 
and Brazil to recommend that the .special con- 
ference be calh'd not sooner than the fifth year nor 
latcir than the tenth veai aftei the coming into 
force (rf the Chaiter. Th(' debate in the Committee 
was devoted exclu.sively to tins question. The Com- 


mittee concluded its discussion at this session and 
postponetl the vote on the question until its next 
meeting.

SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS 


SECOND MEETING OF 
COMMISSION I 

The second meeting of Commission 1 was con* 
vened by its President, Senator Henri Rolin, of 
Belgium, at 10:40 a. m., on Friday, June IG, 1945. 

Articles 2, o, and 4 of Chapter 1 of the Chai*ter 
were unanimously approved by the Commission. 

The Commissnm listened to a statement by the 
Delegate of Peru, Mr. Belaunde, on Article 1 of 
Chapter II. The Peruvian Delegate stressed the 
belief of his Delegation that this Article of the 
Chaiter should have contained a reference to the 
“jieisonality of states”; he likewise exiiressed mis- 
giving as to the meaning of ‘‘sovereign equality”. 
The Delegate of Egyjit, Mr. Saba, also spoke on 
paragraph 1, .stressing the importance of jiroclaim* 
mg to the world that force will be u.sed only for the 
advancement and promotion of law and justice. 
The Rapporteur, Mr. Zcineddine of Syria, gave an 
exposition as to the meaning of .sovereign equality, 
which compri.sed not only the notion of juridical 
ecjuality hut also included the concept of personality 
H'ferred to by the Peruvian Delegate. Article 1 
as accepted by Committee I /I was unanimously 
adopted. 

In considering Article 2 of Chapter II, the Com- 
mission scrutinized an amendment submitted by the 
Colombian Delegation to replace Article 2 as pre- 
sented by Committee I /I, with a new article to 
read as follows: 

“All members of the Organization shall fulfill 
in full good faith the obligations assumed by them 
in accordance with the Charter in order to insure 
to all of them the rights and benefits resulting from 
membership in the Organization.” 

Mr. Yepes, of Colombia, presented his Delegation’s 
case for the amendment which would emphasize 
that members of the Organization must act in good 
faith in carrying out their obligations. He was 
supported by Dean Virginia Gildersleeve, .speaking 
for the United States Delegation; I/ord Cranborne, 
on behalf of the United Kingdom Delegation; Mr. 


Evatt of the Australian Delegation; and Mr. Alfaro 
of the Delegation of Panama. Mr. Manuilsky, 
Chairman of Committee I /I and of the Ukrainian 
Delegation, explained his Delegation’s earlier op- 
position to the Colombian amendment and ended by 
giving it support. The President .said at this point 
that in causing the Colombian amendment to be 
read he had suggested deletion of the adjective 
“full” before the words “good faith” on the ground 
that it was redundant. The Colombian Delegate 
agreed with the President to withdraw this word. 
The Commission thereupon adopted the Colombian 
amendment, modifying Article 2, by adding the 
words “in good faith” after the words “shall ful- 
fill”, by a unanimous vote. 

Article 3 of Chapter II, as submitted by Com- 
mittee I /I, was adopted by a unanimous vote. 

Mr. Peter Fraser, Delegate of New Zealand and 
Prime Mini.stcr of that country, made a statement in 
connection with the con.sideration of Article 4. He 
recalled the proposal of his Government that each 
nation should assume a pledge to resist all acts of 
aggression. This propo.sal had attained a majority 
of votes in the Committee but had failed to attain 
the two- thirds majority required for adoption. He 
expressed the hope that the principles embodied in 
this amendment would in practice serve as a guiding 
principle for the Organization. 

Articles 4, 5, 6, and 7 of Chapter II, a.s submitted 
by Committee 1/1, were adopted by unanimous vote. 

The President announced that the fir.st iten. on 
the agenda for the third session of Commission I 
would be consideration of Article 8, Chapter II, in 
its final form as approved by Committee I/l, on 
the evening of June 14. 

The meeting ended at 12:50 p. m.

SECOND MEETING OF 
COMMISSION IV 

The second meeting of Comnlis.^l()n IV was held at 
3:30 p. m., Juno 15, in the auditorium of the Opera 
House under the Presidency of Dr. Caracciolo 
Parra-P6rez, Foreign Minister of Venezuela. The 
reports of the two committees of this Commission 
were presented, and statements as to their contents 
were made by the Rapporteurs, Nasrat Al-Farsy, of 
Iraq, for the fn.st Committee and Mariano 
Arguello Vargas, of Nicaragua, for the second Com- 
mittee.

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Committee II/4, at its afternoon meeting on June 
15, decided to recommend to the other Committees 
concerned the incorporation in the text of the Charter 
of the necessary references to the Trusteeship 
Council. They also decided to add to paragraph B.ll 
the following words, adopted from the Chapter 
dealing with the Economic and Social Council: 

“The Trusteeship Council shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and the method of selecting its 
president. The Trusteeship Council shall meet as 
required in accordance with rules adopted by tlie 
Council. These rules shall include provision for 
the calling of a meeting on the request of a majority 
of the members of the Council;” 

The Committee then considered the report of its 
drafting subcommittee, and decided that paragraphs 
B.1-13 should be forwarded to the Coordination Com- 
mittee. These paiagraphs were formally adopted, 
but the Delegate of Egypt wa.s permitted to ask for 
the reconsideration of paragraph B.6, with the 
object of adding the following words: 

“Due regard being given to the wishes of the 
jiopulation in the selection of the trustee authority, 
in accordance with paragraph B.2 above”. 

This motion was defeated by 26 votes to 8. 

The Egyptian Delegate made two further pro- 
jiosal.s, to the effect that the Organization should 
be empowered 

(1) to declare a trust territory fit for indepen- 
dence and thereupon to terminate the trust, and 

(2) to transfer a territory from an administering 
power which had violated the term.s of its trust, had 
ceased to Ik* a member of the United Nations, or 
had been suspended from membership. 

After some discussion, he agreed not to pursue 
these proposals. 

Committee 111/2, at its morning meeting on June 
15, approved Articles 4 and 6 of the proposed text 
for the Chapter on Pacific Settlement of T>isputes 
as submitted to it by its drafting subcommittee. It 
approved Article 7 with the understanding that the 
final words of the Article, beginning "in accordance 
with, ct cetera” might Ik* omitted by the Coordina- 
tion Committee at its discretion. It referred back 
to the drafting subcommittee Article 5, together 
with certain .suggestion.s changing the phraseology 
of the Article. 

The ('ommittee also considered the situation re- 
sulting from the fact that Committee I/l had ap- 
proved in modified form the amendment proposed 
by the sjionsoring governments with regard to 
domestic juri.sdiction, which had been accompanied 
by the proposal that paragraph 7 of Section A, 
Chajiter VIII, should be deleted. A report was 
made on the action of Committee 1/1 with regard to 
the amendment. A report was made on the con- 
sideration which had been given to amendments 
which had been offered to paragraph 7 of Section A, 


Chapter VIII. It was voted by the Committee con- 
sidering the action of Committee I/l to recommend 
the deletion of paragraph 7, Section A, Chapter 
VIII, which was interpreted as also disposing of 
such amendments as had been referred back to 
Committee III/2 for consideration. 

The Committee decid(‘d to hold a meeting at 8:30 
p. m. to consider the final report of the drafting 
subcommittee on Articles 3 and 5.

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TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 1/2, at its afternoon meeting on June 
16, continued its discussion on the time limit for 
calling a special conference on the revision of the 
Charter. The Committee rejected the joint motion 
of the Delegates of Canada and Brazil that the 
special conference be called not sooner than the 
fifth nor later than the tenth year after the coming 
into force of the Charter. Twenty-three delegates 
voted affirmatively, seventeen negatively. The Com- 
mittee also rejected by vote of twenty-eight m 
favor and seventeen against the proposal of the 
Union of South Africa that the special conference 
be called not later than the tenth year after the 
coming into force of the Charter. 

The Delegate of the United States proposed that 
the following sentence be added to the amendment 
of the sponsoring governments on the revision con- 
ference: “If such a conference has not been held l>e- 
fore the tenth annual meeting of the Assembly 
ffillowing the entry into force of the Chaiter, the 
proposal to call such a general conference shall be 
placed on the agenda of that meeting of the As- 
sembly.” 

The Canadian Delegate proposed that the words 
“by the jiermanent members of the Sc?curity Coun- 
cil” be addeil at the end of the jiroposal of the 
United State.s. 

The Delegate of New Zealand sugge.stcd that the 
proposal of the United States be modified to pro- 
vide that the special conference would be held un- 
less the Assembly and the Security Council decide 
otherwise. 

The Delegate of Australia suggested that the 
siiecial conference on revision of the Charter be 
called by the Assembly without the concurrence of 
the Security Council. The Delegate of Greece pro- 
posed that only a simple majority of the Assembly 
be required to convene thi.s conference. 

Committee 1/2, at its evening meeting on June 
16, continued discussion of the report of a sub- 
committee on Chapter XI (Amendments). The Com- 
mittee accepted by a vote of 41 to 1 the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee that provision be 


made in the Charter for a special confeience to 
revise the Charter, and by unanimous vote the re- 
commendation that the special conference be called 
by a two-thirds vote of the General As.sembly and 
of any seven members of the Security Council. The 
que.stions of the voting procedure at the s))ecial 
conference and the ratification of amendments pro- 
posed by the special conference were discu.ssed at 
length. The Delegate of Mexico stated that he was 
prepared to withdraw his motion that no provision 
be made in the Charter for voting procedure and 
for ratification of amendments, in view of the 
declaration on withdiawal contained in the re]ioit 
^ of the subcommittee. Sevioal other delegates uigr-d 
that the method of ratification of amendments be 
left to the special conference itself to decide. 

The Delegate of Belgium urged that thi' declar- 
ation on withdraw’al should be accepted by the 
committee as a solution of the difiei en.-e ol o]»iii>on 
between the sjionsoring government - and those other 
])Owers w'ho opposed the piovision that amendoK'nt.s 
lecomniendod by the Conference should iei|uir(‘ the 
unanimous approval of the permanent nienili»‘rs ot 
tin* Security Council. 

The meeting adjoiirnc'd without a vote on this 
que.stion. 

Committee IIL'2, at its evening meeting on .Turn* 
16, adopted, with some miMlifications, the complete* 
text for the chapter on the j^'aceful settle’nent of 
di.sputes i)ropo.sed by the drafting subcommittee. The 
Committee considert*d a new text foi Article d which 
had liecn recommended to it by the drafting sub- 
committee, following reference back to the subcom- 
mittee of the text originally proposed. Tins new 
text, which involved a considerable modification of 
former jiaragraph 4 of Section A, Chapter VIII, asi 
amendeil by the proposal of the sponsoring govein- 
ment.s, was unanimously approved by the Com- 
mittee. 

The Committee also considered a slightly re- 
vised text of Article 3 which had lH*en submitted 
to it by the subcommittee after an earlier refer- 
ence back with certain suggestions and modifica- 
tions. The new text was adopted. 

Doc. 1030 (Eng.) 
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The Chairman announced that the Committee 
would meet Saturday, June 16, at 8:30 p. m. to 
consider the report of its Rapporteur. 

Committee 1 1/2 held a morning session on June 
16 and, after concurring in the previous action of 
Committee II/3 with reference to the addition orf 
the words ‘‘education and health" to the first sen- 
tence of Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 6, ad- 
journed to grive members time to read the provis- 
ional Report of the Rapporteur. 

The Committee resumed its session in the after- 
noon and considered the Report of the Rappor- 
teur paragraph by paragrraph, eliminating several 
paragraphs and accepting others with minor modif- 
ications. In connection with the final part of the 
Repoi-t containing the texts to be recommended to 
Commission II, a question of substance was raised 
by the Soviet Delegation regarding Chapter V, Sec- 
tion B, paragraph 1. The proposal involves adding 
at the end of Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 1, 
the words ‘‘which affect the maintenance of inter- 
national peace and security." Discussion on this 
point was not concluded before the meeting ad- 
journed. 

Committee III/2, at its afternoon meeting on 
June 16, unanimously approved the report of the 
Rapporteur, which will be presented to Commission 
III Monday, June 18.

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

At its afternoon meeting on June 16, Committee 
1/2 continued its discussion of the method of re- 
vising the Charter by a special conference. The 
Committee considered the Belgian amendment to 
the amendment of the sponsoring governments, pro- 
viding that alterations in the Charter recommended 
by a two-thirds vote of the Conference should take 
effect when ratified by two-thirds of the members 
of the Organization, including all jiermanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council. The principal issues 
debated were whether the number of ratifications 
should be by a simple majority or two-thirds of 
the entire membership, and whether amendments 
proposed by the Conference should require ratifica- 
tion by all permanent m<*mbers of the Security 
Council. By a vote of 29 to 14, with 3 abstentions, the 


Committee adopted the text of the sponBoring 
governments amendment, as modified by the Bel- 
gian amendment. The text follows: 

“Any alterations of the Charter recommended by 
a two-thirds vote of the Conference shall take effect 
when ratified in accordance with their respective 
constitutional processes by two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Organization, including all the per- 
manent members of the Security Council." 

The meeting adjourned at 7:15 p. m. 

Committee 1/2, at its evening meeting on June 16, 
continued its consideration of Chapter XI (Amend- 
ments). The Committee acknowledged by unani- 
mous vote that the voting procedure at the special 
conference on revision of the Charter was included 
in the recommendation of the Committee on the 
ratification of amendments proposed by the special 
conference. The Committee adopted by a vote of 
42 in favor, 1 again.st, 3 abstentions, the following 
inoposal by the Delegation of the United States: 

“If such a general conference has not been held 
before the tenth annual meeting of the Assembly 
following the entry into force of the Charter, the 
proposal to cull such a general conference shall be 
placed on the agenda of that meeting of the As- 
sembly, and the conference shall be held if so de- 
cided by a simple majority of the Assembly and by 
any seven members of the Security Council.” 

The Delegate of the Ukrainian Soviet Socialist 
Republic moved that the words “simple majority” 
be rejilaced by the words “two-thirds majority”. 
This proposal was defeated by a vote of 40 against, 
3 in favor, 3 abstentions. 

The Committee adopted the full text of tlie para- 
graph on the special conference for the revision of 
the Charter by a vote of 33 in favor, 1 against, 
and 12 abstentions. The text reads as follows: 

“A general conference of the members of the 
United Nations may be held at a date and place 
to be fixed by a two-thirds vote of the General 
Assembly with the concurrence of the Security 
Council voting in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter VI, Section C, paragraph 2, for the 
purpose of reviewing the Charter. Each member 

I>oc. 1076 (Eng.) 
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shall have one vote in the Conference. Any alter- 
ations of the Charter recommended by a two-thirds 
vote of the Conference shall take effect when rati- 
fied in accordance with their respective constitu- 
tional processes by two-thirds of the members of 
the Organization, including all of the permanent 
members of the Security Council. 

“If such a general conference has not been held 
before the tenth annual meeting of the Assembly 
following the entry into force of the Charter, the 
proposal to call such a general conference shall be 
placed on the agenda of that meeting of the As- 
sembly, and the conference shall be held if so de- 
cided by a simple majority of the Assembly and by 
any seven members of the Security Council.” 

The Committee adopted by a vote of 34 in favor, 
8 against, and 4 ab.stentions, the following pro- 
cedure for the ratification of regular amendments 
to the Charter: 

“Amendments shall come into force when rati- 
fied by two- thirds of all members, including all of 
the permanent members of the Security Council.” 

Committee III/l, at its evening meeting on June 

16, unanimously approved the report of the Rap- 
porteur relating to (a) Section D, Chapter VI; (b) 
the nomination of the Secretary-General by the 
Security Council (Chapter V, Section B, paragraph 
4) ; and (c) reports of the Security Council to the 
General Assembly (Chapter V, Section B, para- 
graph 8). 

Committee 1/2, at its afternoon meeting on June 

17, discu.ssed the question of withdrawal. The 
Chairman presented to the Committee the sections 
on withdrawal of the report of Subcommittee I/2/E. 
The Delegate of Ecuador proposed that there 
should be provision in the Charter for withdrawal 
under certain specified circumstances. The Cana- 
dian Delegate proposed that there should be men- 
tion in the Charter of withdrawal. The Committee 
agreed that discussion on the Canadian proposal 
should take precedence over discussion on the re- 
port of the Subcommittee. After an exchange of 
views on the proposal under consideration, the Com- 
mittee agreed to vote on the specific proposal of 
Canada instead of the general principle of with- 
drawal. The Committee rejected the proposal of the 
Canadian Delegate by a vote of 19 in favor and 
24 against. The Committee then proceeded to adopt 
the commentary on withdrawal which is to be in- 
cluded in the Committee's report to the Commission. 
The Committee adopted the commentary by a vote 
of 38 in favor, 2 against, and 3 abstentions. 


Committee 1/2, at its evening meeting on June 
17, reconsidered its previous decision on suspension 
and expulsion. The Committee approved by a vote 
of 23 in favor, 3 against, 14 abstentions, the fol- 
lowing paragraph on expulsion: 

“The Organization may expel from the Organ- 
ization any member which persistently violates the 
principles contained in the Charter.” 

The Committee adopted unanimously the follow- 
ing paragraph on suspension: 

“The Organization may, at any time, suspend 
from the exercise of the rights or privileges of 
membership any member of the Organization 
against which preventive or enforcement action shall 
have been taken by the Security Council. The exer- 
cise of these rights and privileges may be restored 
in accordance with the procedure laid down in 
Chapter — , paragraph — .” 

Eliminating provisions previously adopted re- 
garding the term of office and eligibility for re- 
election, Committee 1/2 adopted the following text 
with regard to the appointment of the Secretary- 
General : 

“He shall be appointed by the General Assembly 
on the recommendation of the Security Council.” 
There were 36 votes in favor, 1 against, and 2 ab- 
stentions. 

The Committee rejected by 12 votes in favor, 24 
against, 1 abstention, a motion to include reference 
in the Charter to deputy secretaries-general. 

The Committee agreed unanimously to the pro- 
cedure for presenting the Committee's reports to 
the Commission. 

Committee III/l, at its morning and afternoon 
meetings on June 18, continued discussion of the 
Rapporteur's draft report on Chapter VI, Section 
C, by Hector David Castro, Chairman of the Dele- 
gation of El Salvador. It was finally agreed that 
a Subcommittee composed of Colombia, Czecho- 
slovakia, France, Union of S. S. R., U. S. A., and 
Venezuela should examine the report with the Rap- 
porteur and make recommendations to the Com- 
mittee, if possible, by 4 p. m. June 19.

Commission HI held its third meeting at 3:30 
p.m., June 18, 1945, in the Auditorium of the Opera 
House, to hear the report of Committee 2 on pro- 
cedures of Pacific settlement of international dis- 
putes. The Rapporteur of the Committee, Mr. G. P. 
Arkadiev (Soviet Union) presented the report 
which had been unanimously adopted by the Com- 
mittee. After brief discussion, in which Represent- 
atives of Australia, the Soviet Union, and the United 
States participated, the Commission adopted the re- 
port of the Committee by a unanimous vote.

PROCEEDINGS 

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Committee 11/1, at its meeting on June 18, com- 
pleted its work by approving a number of matters 
for inclusion in the relevant portions of the Dum- 
barton Oaks Proposals on the powers of the General 
Assembly in consequence of the action of other com- 
mittees. 

In regard to the trusteeship system, Committee 
II/l approved by a vote of 32 to 0 a recommend- 
ation from Committee II/4 that Chapter V, Section 
B, paragraph 4, should be amended as follows: 

“The General Assembly shall elect the non-per^ 
manent memliers of the Security Council, and the 
members of the Economic and Social Council and 
the elective members of the Trusteeship Council.*^ 
All but the phrase relating to the members of the 
Trusteeship Council had previously been approved 
by Committee II/l. 

Also upon the recommendation of Committee II/4, 
Committee II/l, by a vote of 25 to 0, recommended 
that a new paragraph be added to Chapter V of 
the Dumbniton Oaks Proposals to read as follows: 

“The General Assembly shall have power to ap- 
prove the trustee.ship agreements for areas not de- 
signated as strategic, and to perform such other 
functions as are assigned to it under Chapter — 
The blank chapter number will be filled in when the 
trusteeship chapter is assigned a number in the 
Charter. 

In connection with this action, the Committee 
requested the Coordination Committee and the Jur- 
ists Committee to bring the text of the above para- 
graph into line with paragraph 10 of Section B of 
the trusteeship arrangements and to make it clear 
that the General Assembly has the right to reject 
trusteeship arrangements. 

The Committee recommended that there be in- 
cluded in Chapter V, Section C, paragraph 2, which 
sets forth the important questions on which the 

Doc. 1100 (Eng.) 
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decisions of the General Assembly must be taken 
by a two- thirds vote of those present and voting, the 
question of expulsion of members and questions 
relating to the oi)erations of the trusteeship sys- 
tem. The first was consequential to the action of 
Committee 1/2 on June 17 and the second to the 
action of Committee II/4 on June 18. Both were 
approved by votes of 31 to 0. Also approved for in- 
clusion in the same paragraph was the provision 
that the elective members of the Trusteeship Coun- 
cil should be elected by a two-thirds majority. This 
was also consequential to the action of Committee 
II/4 and was approved by 33 votes in favor, none 
against. 

Committee II/4, at its meeting on June 18, adopted 
Section A of the Chapter on trusteeship in the fol- 
lowing form : 

“A. DECLARATION 

“1. States members of the United Nations which 
have responsibilities for the administration of ter- 
ritories whose peoples have not yet attained a full 
measure of self-government, recognize the principle 
that the interests of the inhabitants of these terri- 
tories are paramount, and accept as a sacred trust 
the obligation to promote to the utmost the well- 
being of the inhabitants of such territories within 
the system of international peace and security, and 
to this end: 

'‘(a) to insure the political, economic, social and 
educational advancement of the peoples concerned, 
their just treatment and their protection against 
abuses ; 

(b) to develop self-government, to take due 
account of the political aspirations of the peoples^ 
and to assist them in the progressive development 
of their free political institutions, according to Ike 
particular circumstances of each te/rritonj and its 
peoples, and their varying stages of advancement ; 

“(c) to further international peace and security; 

“(d) to jyromote constructive measures of de- 
veUrjnnent, including the progressive development of 
their cultural institutions, to encourage research, 
and to cooperate ivith one another and, when and 
where appropriate, with specialized international 
bodies with a view to the practical acMevement of 
the social, economic and scientific purjfoses set forth 
in this paragraph; and 

“(e) to transmit regularly to the Secretary- 
General for information purjwses, subject to such 
limitation as security and constitutional consider- 
ations may require, statistical and other information 
of a technical nature relating to economic, social, 
and educational conditions in the territories for 
which they are, respectively responsible other than 
those territories to which Section B of this Chapter 
applies. 


“2. Members also agree that their policy in re- 
spect to such territories, no less than in respect 
their metropolitan areas, must be based on the gen- 
eral principle of good-neighborliness, due account 
being taken of the interests and well-being of other 
members of the world community, in social, economic, 
and commercial matters.” 

The Committee also agreed to recommend to Com- 
mittee ll/l that questions relating to the operation 
of the trusteeship system should be listed among 
those requiring a two-thirds majority of the mem- 
bers present and voting in the General Assembly. 

Tlie Committee desired to place on record Its re- 
commendation that voting in the Trusteeship Coun 
cil (which will determine its own rules of procedure) 
should be by simple majorities. 

A new paragraph was added to Section B of 
the Chapter in the following terms: 

“There shall be a permanent staff of the Trustee- 
ship Council which shall constitute a part of the 
Secretariat of the United Nations.” 

Since the Steering Committee had not yet acted 
on Chapter XII (Transitional Arrangements) which 
had been previously referred to it by Committee 
II 1/3 and since informal consultations concerning 
the problem had been taking place in the meantime, 
Committee II1/3, at its evening meeting on June 18, 
decided to reopen discussion of the Chapter. 

The following revised text of paragraph 1 as pro- 
posed by the Delegate of Great Britain was adopted 
by the Committee by a vote of 29 to 0: 

“Pending the coming into force of such syK'cial 
agreements referred to in Chapter VI 11, Section B, 
paragraph 5, as in the opinion of the Security Coun- 
cil enable it to begin the exercise of its responsibil- 
ities under Cha])ter VTII, Section B, jiaragraph 4, 
the States parties to the Four-Nation Declaration, 
signed at Moscow, October 30, 1943, and France, 
shall, in accordance with the provisions of jiara- 
graph r» of that Declaration, consult with one another 
and as occasion arises with other mcmlxirs of 
the Organization with a view to such joint action 
on behalf of the Organization as may be necessary 
for the purpose of maintaining international peace 
and security.” 

An amendment proposed by the Delegation of 
Greece to prevent recourse by present enemy states 
to the Security Council or the General Assembly 
was also discussed; but vote was postponed until a 
further meeting of the Committee. 

At its morning meeting on June 19, Committee 
III/3 continued its discussion of the amendment 
proposed by the Delegation of Greece to prevent 
recourse to the Security Council or the General 
As.sembly by enemy states. 
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Although the proposal for the inclusion of the 
amendment in the text of the Charter failed of 
adoption (5-17), the Committee approved (34-0) 
the inclusion in the Report of the Rapporteur of a 
statement to the effect that it is understood that 
enemy states in this war shall not have the right of 
recourse to the Security Council or the General As- 
sembly until such time as the Security Council shall 
decide that they should be given that right. 

After discussion, the original text of Chapter 
XII, paragraph 2, was approved by the Committee 
by a vote of 22 to 2. 

At the afternoon meeting on June 19, the Rap- 
porteur, Mr. Paul-Boncour, presented a draft of 
his Report to be made to the Commission concerning 
Chapter XII. After discussion, the Report was ap- 
proved unanimously in principle, with the under- 
standing that opportunity will be given for further 
study once the text is distributed. 


CONFERENCE TEXTS 

The United States Office of War Information 
wishes to inform delegates and foreign journalists 
that it will transmit to its offices abroad the texts 
of the Charter and the agreement on the Prepara- 
tory Commission as soon as they are finally approved 
by the Conference. It has already transmitted the 
text of the Statute of the International Court of 
Justice and will also tran-smit the text of President 
Truman’s address to the Conference and parts or 
all of other closing speeches. The overseas bureaus 
to be included in such a tran.smission are: London, 
Paris, Rome, Bombay, Cairo, Istanbul, Ankara, 
Madrid, Lisbon, Stockholm, Brussels, Beirut, Athens, 
Baghdad, Belgrade, Berne, Chungking, and Sydney, 
with other bureaus reached by summaries. In most 
cases, transmission will be by both commercial and 
government facilities; in a few, adequate reception 
will depend upon atmospheric conditions.

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SUMMARY OF PROCEEDINGS 


THIRD AND FOURTH MEETINGS 
OF COMMISSION I 

The third meeting of Commission I was convened 
by its President, Senator Henri Rolin (Belgium), 
at 3:1^0 p. m. on June 19, 1945. 

Committee I/'l submitted to the Commission the 
text of fiaragraph 8, Chapter II, which lead as 
follows: 

^'Nothing contained in this Charter shall author- 
ize the Organization to intervene in matters which 
are essentially within the dom(*stic juri.sdiction of 
any State, or shall require the members to submit 
such matteis to settlement undei this Charter; but 
this principle shall not prejudice the application 
of enforcement measures under Chapter VIII, Sec- 
tion B.” 

It was announced that the Rapporteur was sub- 
mitting his supidemental report on this paragraph 
in his own name in \ lew of the fact that the Com- 
mittee had had no time to consider this report. 

The Delegate of Uruguay stated that he was 
in accord with the incorporation in the text of 
the rule of respect for domestic jurisdiction. He 
pointed out, however, two seriou.s technical short- 
comings viti. wiiich the Delegation of Uruguay 
did not wish to associate itself, namely, the failure 
to define domestic jurisdiction and the failure to 
provide an authoritative organ to determine which 
matters fell within the field of domestic jurisdiction. 
The Delegate of Belgium announced that the Bel- 
gian Delegation would abstain from voting on para- 
graph 8, Chapter II, as submitted by Committee 
I/l. He regretted that the present paragraph 
should lead to favoring an extensive interpretation 
of the exception. However, the clause in paragrr&ph 
8, he believed, did not seem of such a nature as to 
impede the functioning of the International Court 
or of other organs instituted by the Charter. 


Since there were no objections, the President de- 
clared the text adopted. 

The Delegate of Peru requested that there be in- 
serted in the report a brief statement to the effect 
that Peru had made a proposal that the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice should determine whether 
or not a matter pertained to domestic jurisdiction. 
The Rapporteur, Farid Zeineddine (Syria), wel- 
comed the addition of this statement and added 
that Greece, Uruguay, Mexico, and many other 
delegations had supjiorted motions to this effect. 

The President then directed the attention of the 
Commission to the work of Committee 1/2. He 
pointed out the difficulties which Committee 1/2 had 
faced in drafting jiaragraphs on Membership, 
Principal Organs, Secretariat, and Amendments. He 
paid tribute to the work of the Committee’s Chair- 
men, Mr. Bonilla Lara (Co.sta Rica) and Mr. 
Oreamuno (Costa Rica) ; to the two Rapporteurs, 
Mr. Lescot (Haiti) and Sayyid Jamil Daoud El- 
Mussalmy (Saudi Arabia); and to the Secretariat. 

The Delegate of the United States spoke of 
brotherhood and faith as fundamental pillars ujicn 
which the Organization must rest. He stated that 
the last couit of aiipeal in human affairs was the 
moral sen.se and tiained intelligence of all the 
]jeoj)les of the world. 

The Jielegate of the United Kingdom described 
the attitude of hi.s Government on each of the 
questHins which Committee 1/2 had con.sidered. He 
attached great importance to the work which Com- 
mittee 1/2 had comjileted. 

The Executive Officer of the Commission read 
paragraphs 1 and 2 of Chapter III on membership, 
as recommended by Committee 1/2. 

The T)elegate of Mexico offered an interpretative 
commentary on paragraph 2, Chapter III, con- 
cerning the admission of new members. This com- 
mentary read as follows: 
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“It is the understanding of the Delegation of 
Mexico that paragraph 2 of Chapter III cannot be 
applied to the states whose regimes have been 
established with the help of military forces be- 
longing to the countric.s which have waged war 
against the United Nations, as long as those re- 
gimes are in power/’ 

In presenting this commentary, the Delegate of 
Mexico discussed its application to the present 
government of Spain. He cited evidence of the volun- 
tary cooperation between the present government 
of Spain and Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy. 

The Delegate of France supported the statement 
made by the Delegate of Mexico. He pointed out 
that the French Delegation had submitted an amend- 
ment on membership, which would have established 
certain criteria for the admission of “peace-loving 
states” to the Organization. He referred, in the 
course of hi.s address, to the important role which 
Spain under a government favorable to the United 
Nations might have played in the war against the 
Axis. 

The Delegate of Australia announc(xl that his 
Delegation also .supported the declaration of the 
Delegation of Mexico and referred to the Spanish 
situation in the course of his .speech. 

The Delegate of Helgium, in subscribing to the 
general principles contained in the interpretative 
declaration of the Mexican Delegation, stated that 
the Belgian Delegation did not feel that the time 
had yet come to pass judgment on the possibility 
of admi.s.sion of .such a state a.s Spain among the 
United Nations. 

The Delegate of the Ukrainian Soviet Socialist 
Republic stated that Mexicc)'s attitude was absolute- 
ly correct in i.ririciple. He described the activitie.s 
of the Spanish Blue Legion on Ukrainian soil and 
announced that there was no nwm in the Organ- 
ization for a government such as now existed in 
Sjiain. He concluded by saying that the doors of 
admittance to the United Nations should be most 
definitely closed to any country which supported the 
aggressor. 

The Delegate of the Byelorussian Soviet Social i.st 
Republic supi>orted the declaration by Mexico. He 
stated that his people hoped that such governments 
as that now existing in Spain would never be in- 
vited to be mcmliers of the Organization. 

The Delegate of the United States announced 
that his Delegation was in complete accord with 
the statement of interpretation made by the Dele- 
gation of Mexico, and that the United States Dele- 
gation desired to associate itself with that declar- 
ation. 

The Delegate of Urugfuay supported the declaim 
ation of Mexico. The Delegate of Guatemala an- 


nounced that his Delegation supported the declare 
ation. The Delegate of Chile stated that his Dele- 
gation supported wholeheartedly the spirit and the 
text of the declaration of Mexico. 

Since there were no objections, the President 
suggested that the declaration by Mexico should be 
inserted m the record as having had the approval 
of this Commission. The Commission approved this 
proposal by acclamation. 

The meeting adjourned at 7:10 p. m. 

The fourth session of Commission I was con- 
vened by its President, Senator Henri Rolin, at 
8:50 p. m. on June 19, 1945, 

The President announced that since there were 
no objection.s, paragraphs 1 and 2 on membership 
would lie considered adopted. 

Paragraphs 3 and 4 concerning suspension and 
expulsion, respectively, were then placed before the 
Commission for consideration. 

The Delegate of Venezuela explained the attitude 
of his Delegation on withdrawal from the interna- 
tional Organization. He stated that his Delegation 
believed that nothing should be expressed in the 
Charter regarding the duration of the Organization, 
or the matter of withdrawal. He stated that his 
Delegation had accepted the intcrfirctation that 
silence on withdrawal in the Charter left entirely 
the right of voluntary withdrawal to the members 
of the Organization. With regard to paragraph 2 
of Chapter XI, he declared that his Delegation had 
accepted the text with the explicit understanding 
that, in regard to the Charter and amendments 
made to it, whatever might be the method used for 
adopting them, they would not obligate Venezuela 
until they had been ratified in accordance with the 
processes e.stablished by the national Constitution 
of the countrJ^ 

Since there were no objections, the President an- 
nounced that })aragia}>hB 3 and 4 of Chapter HI 
were adopted. 

The Rapporteur, Mr. Lescot, read to the Com- 
mission the intei))retative commentary on with- 
drawal. Subject to textual changes which the dele- 
gates might WLsh to offer, the commentary was 
considered approved for inclusion in the Commis- 
sion’s record.s. The Delegate of Greece suggested 
that some latitude be given to the Rapporteur so 
as to word this commentary in accordance with 
the spirit of the decision of the Coinmi.ssion. 

The Rapporteur, Sayyid Jamil Daoud El-Mus- 
salmy, read to the Commission his report on Chap- 
ter IV concerning jirincipal organs. Since there 
were no objections, the President announced that 
paragraphs 1 and 2 were adopted. 

The Delegate of France then spoke on paragraph 
8 concerning the equality of men and women in 
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the Orsranization. He stated that for the first time 
in France women had recently taken an official 
part in public life. He referred to the great con- 
tributions of French women in the past. 

The Delegate of New Zealand paid tribute to the 
women delegates of the Conference and expressed 
his preference for including in the Charter the para- 
graph under discussion. 

The Delegate of Brazil described the evolution 
of the paragpraph which was being considered. She 
pointed out the important role which women were 
playing in the Conference and the support which 
they were receiving from a number of other dele- 
gations. 

The President announced that the paragraph was 
adopted. 

The paragraphs on the Secretariat were read to 
the Commission and adopted without comment. 

Paragraph 1 of Chapter XI was read to the 
Commission by the Executive Officer and was 
adopted by the Commission. Paragraphs 2 and 3 
were then read to the Commission. The Delegate 
Off Turkey supported the recommendation on the 
special conference for revising the Charter. He 
pointed out that the paragraph did not establish 
a fixed date or place and suggested that the place 
should be San Francisco. 

The Delegate of Canada spoke on Chapters X 
and XI. He believed that Chapter X constituted a 
‘‘charter for an international civil service”. He 
stated that the report on Chapter XI placed the 
question of amendment procedure in its proper 
perspective. He believed that in the Commission 
there was a wider area of agreement than of diver- 
gent views, and that the report was a compromise 
between different views. 

The Delegate of Brazil stated that Brazil had 
been one of the most ardent advocates of flexibility 
of the Charter through the possibility of total re- 
vision. Brazil had pre.sented an amendment permit- 
ting periodical revision and this amendment, fused 
with the Canadian amendment, was brought before 
the Committee. It had failed to receive the two- 
thirds required for acceptance. 

Since there were no objections, the President 
stated that paragrraphs 2 and 3 were adopted. 

The Delegate of Uruguay expressed a tribute to 
the Pre.sident of the Commission for his excellent 
work. 

The President announced that there would be one 
more session of Commission I in order to approve 
in their final form the draft texts received from 
the Coordination Committee. Upon approval by the 
Commission, the texts would be submitted to the 
Conference. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11 p. m. 


FOURTH MEETING OF 
COMMISSION III 

The fourth meeting of Commission IH was held 
at 10 a.m., June 20, 1945, in the Auditorium of the 
Opera House, under the chairmanship of Mr. Mor- 
genstieme (Norway). Members of the Commission 
heard Dr. Castro (El Salvador), as Rapporteur of 
its first Committee, read that portion of the Com- 
mittee report relating to Sections A, B, and C, of 
Chapter VI. Following addresses by the Delegate 
of Mexico and by the Delegate of Egypt, the Com- 
mission approved the report relating to Section A, 
Chapter VI, with the Delegates of Egypt, Iraq, 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, and Syria abstaining from 
voting. The report relating to Section B, Chapter 
VT, was unanimously adopted without comment. 
The discussion of the report relating to Section C, 
Chapter VI, was opened with speeches by the Dele- 
gate of Australia and the Delegate of the United 
States. The Commission will continue consideration 
of the report at its next meeting.

OF COMMISSION III 

The fifth meeting of Commission III was held in 
the Auditorium of the Opera House on June 20, 
1945, at 3:30 p. m. Discussion of the report of the 
Rapporteur of Committee III/l concerning Chapter 
VI of the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals was contin- 
ued. Delegates of Colombia, Peru, New Zealand, 
and India explained the positions of their Dele- 
gations/. This section of the Rapporteur*s report 
was unanimously adopted by the Commission. 

The Rapporteur of Committee III/l then read 
the remainder of his report, which was unani- 
mously adopted by the Commission. 

The Rapporteur of Committee III/3 read the re- 
port of Committee 3 on Chapter XII, dated June 19, 
1945. The Delegates of Canada and Ethiopia ex- 
plained the position of their Delegations. The 
report was unanimously adopted by the Com- 
mission.

PROCEEDINGS 

TECHNICAL COMMITTEES 

Ck>mmittee n/2 at its meeting on the afternoon 
of June 20, decided on procedures to be followed in 
suspension and restoration of rights and in expul- 
sion. Both suspension and expulsion are to be 
voted by the Assembly upon recommendation of the 
Security Council. 

The Committee next reconsidered the first part 
of the text which it had adopted previously for 
paragraph 1 of Section B, Chapter V, this having 
been referred back to it by the Steering Commit- 
tee. A modified text was adopted as follows: 

“1. The General Assembly has the right to dis- 
cuss any questions or any matters within the scope 
of the Charter or relating to the powers and func- 
tions of any organs provided in the Charter, and, 
except as provided in paragraph 2(b) of this sec- 
tion, to make recommendations to the members of 
the United Nations or to the Security Council or 
both on any such questions or matters.” 

The Committee approved the report of its Rap- 
porteur and, after expression of thanks to its offi- 
cers and staff, concluded its business. 

Committee II/4 at its meeting on June 20, finally 
approved Section A of the chapter on trusteeship. 
The draft report of the Rapporteur was unani- 
mously adopted, with a small number of amend- 
ments and the addition of two annexes, as follows: 

(1) A joint declaration by the United Kingdom 
and the United States Delegations , answering 
questions which had been put by the CJhairman on 
the consequences, in relation to trusteeship, of 
acts of aggression committed by powers admin- 
istering trust territories and the withdrawal of 
such powers from the United Nations; 

(2) A declaration by the Delegate of France on 
the relationship between the trusteeship chapter 
and Article 8 of Chapter II, dealing with domestic 
jurisdiction.

FINAL PLENARY SESSION 

The final plenary session of the United Nations 
Conference on International Organization met at the 
Opera House on June 2G, 1945, under the chairman- 
ship of the President of the Conference, Mr. Stet- 
tinius. 

The meeting was called to order at 3:30 p. m. 

The Chairman asked that the delegates and 
guests stand for one minute in silent tribute to the 
men and women of the United Nations armed 
forces, living and dead, whose courage and sacrifice 
had made the Conference possible. 

Mr. Stettinius briefly addressed the Conference 
and introduced the following chairmen of delega- 
tions who expressed their gratification at the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the work of the Conference 
and their confidence that the Charter would prove 
a great and effective instrument for the main- 
tenance of future peace and security.

PROCEEDINGS 

A testimonial expressing the appreciation of 
all the delegations for the hospitality of the people 
of San Francisco and especially of the United 
Nations Conference Committee in planning and or- 
ganizing the hospitality extended to the delegations 
was presented by Mr. Paul-Boncour and accepted by 
acclamation. 

The Chairman then introduced the President of 
the United States of America, the Honorable Harry 
S. Truman, who, in a brief address, expressed on 
behalf of the people of the United States their 
thanks for the accomplishments of the Conference 
and, after reviewing the constructive work which 
had gone into the making of the Charter, emphasized 
the duty laid upon all countries of transforming 
into action the words which had been written in 
San Francisco. 

The Chairman declared the United Nations 
Conference on International Organization adjourned 
at 5:30 p. m. 

(Texts in English of the addresses delivered at 
the session were printed in the program distributiMl 
at the session; texts in English and French appear 
in the verbatim minutes, which will be issued as 
separate documents.) 


NINTH PLENARY SESSION 

The ninth and penultimate plenary session of the 
United Nations Conference on International Organ- 
ization was held in the Opera House, June 25, 1945, 
at 9:30 p.m. Co-President Lord Halifax presided. 

The plenary session considered and approved 
unanimously the reports submitted by Commissions 
I, II, III, and IV. On behalf of the Delegation of 
the Soviet Union, Ambassador Gromyko made of 
record an additional statement to the report of 
Commission I. The Soviet Deleg:ation reaffirmed 


Doc, 1202 (Eng.) 
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its point of view regarding the conunentary on with- 
drawal contained on page 5 of the report of Com- 
mittee 1/2 (Doc. 1164, June 22, 1946). 

The plenary session also considered and gave 
its unanimous approval to the report of the 
Credentials Committee and to the recommendation 
of the Secretariat for the removal of Conference 
documents from the restricted category. 

Dr. Guillermo Belt, Rapporteur of the Steering 
Committee, rei>oi-ted on the work of the Steering 
Committee and presented for approval by the plen- 
ary session the Committee’s document on “Interim 
Arrangements Concluded by the Governments 
Represented at the United Nations Conference on 
International Organization”. 

Dr. Belt made special mention of the warm 
tributes which the Steering Committee had paid in 
its final session of June 23, 1945, to the Presidents 
of the Conference, to the Secretary-General, to 
Herbert Vere Evatt (Australia), and to the late 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt. He then 
delivered to the Chairman of the Steering Com- 
mittee, Edward R. Stettinius, Jr,, a resolution 
signed by the fifty heads of delegations paying 
homage to his successful direction of the Committee 
and of the Conference, 

There followed the final and historic item of 
business before the session: the standing and unan- 
imous vote of approval of the Charter of the United 
Nations, including the Statute of the International 
Court of Justice, and the Agreement on Interim 
Arrangements. 

The Secretary-General announced that it was 
expected that the signing of the Charter would 
begin at 9 o’clock the following morning, June 26. 
The Chairman announced that the final plenary 
session would be held at 3:30 p.m. on June 26, 1946. 

The session adjourned at 11 p.m. 

FIFTH MEETING OF COMMISSION I 

tlommission I, in its fifth and final meeting in 
the Auditorium of the Opera House, June 23, 1946, 
at 5 p.m., read and approved the Report of the 
Rapporteur, Mr. Delgado (Philippine Common- 
wealth), on the work of the Commission. 

Mr. Delgado expressed the gratitude of the 
Philippine Delegation that one of its members had 
had the honor to be the Rapporteur of Commission 
I. He also paid warm tribute to the friendly spirit 
that had pervaded the Conference and to the 
generosity of the citizens of San Francisco and the 
Government of the United States. 

In behalf of the Commission, the Delegate of 
Australia, Mr. Evatt, thanked the Rapporteur and 
the Chairman of the Commission for their effective 
contribution to the work of the Commission and 
the Conference. The deepest meaning of San Fran- 


cisco, said Mr. Evatt, would rest upon the eternal 
memory of those who had died in this war and in 
the last. He saw in the Charter a great step forward 
and the possibilities that war and poverty would 
be banished from the world, if men of good-will 
would consolidate the victories of many peoples 
in the realization of the new international Organ- 
ization. He expressed a feeling of deep personal loss 
and debt to two great pioneers of international 
accord and well-being: Woodrow Wilson and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

The Chairman consigned the Opera House to its 
original and more harmonious role of presenting 
great music rather than debates in many languages. 
He expressed the hope that the nations would find 
new solutions to their problems and that they would 
strengthen the spirit of confidence and collaboration 
among each other, for they were embarking on 
“a great experiment”. 

The meeting adjourned at 6:15 p.m.

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CONCLUDING STATEMENTS BY THE 
DELEGATIONS ’ 


STATEMENT BY 

FRANaS MICHAEL FORDE, LEADER OF 
THE AUSTRALIAN DELEGATION 

Wc came to this Conference on the eve of victory 
in Europe; we leave wMth victory in Europe secured. 
We have worked together in confidence while new 
advances and new .sacrifices in the Pacific heralded 
the certain doom of Japan. We have licen con.stantly 
and properly reminded during these weeks, there- 
fore, of the significance of our work and of our 
heavy responsibilities for the shape and the reality 
of the peace, the enduring qualities of which will 
depend uiion our fashioning of this Chartei. 

At the outset we had a.s the basi.s of our work 
the Dumbarton Oaks Proposals. I believe they have 
been greatly improved during the course of this 
Conference, and that where the need ari^e.s, the 
Chapter will bo still further improved as the years 
pass. 

In my a.ldross at the opening .session of this 
Conference, I .said that the success of the Conference 
would be measured by the extent to which we 
.sati.sficd the.se two criteria: that the Organization 
we built should give reasonable assurance of .se- 
curity from war and that it should hold out a 
prospect of adequate international action to secure 
social ju.stice and economic advancement. 

We have all accepted heic in San Francisco the 
princinlo that there should he a Security Council 
of the United Nation.s, ve.sted with wide executive 
power and authorized to act immediately on behalf 
of members of the Organization in meeting any 
thi-eat of aggression. 

We have all accepted the ])rinciple that for the 
purposes of enforcement action the greater powers 
must act in unison and therefore that the.se powers 
should be i)ropcrly accorded special rights and 
responsibilities. 

We haxe all accepted the principle that each 
member state has an obligation to contribute to 
enforcement action, provided, of cour.-^e, that the 
contribution is within the terms of agreements ac- 
cepted by each countrv according to its own consti- 
tutional processes, and that, in any particular case, 
the member is con .suited as provided in the Charter. 

The new Charter ru-ovisions take into account 
pre.sent-day realities. Amongst the hard facta of the 
twentieth century are the technological advances 
which have given nations a new capacity to make 
war against their neighbors suddenly, ruthlessly,

and overpoweringly; the contraction of distances; 
and the destruction of the old geographical im- 
munities of our world by scientific advance. In 
drawing this Charter we have had to reckon with 
these facts and devise methods of harnessing 
enough power on the side of right to crush any 
power that can be brought to serve causes inimical 
to the aspirations of the peace-loving men and 
women of the woild. On these broad princijilcs we 
have agreed. 

In drawing this Charter we have recognized that 
it must be flexible — that we must be able to undo 
later anything which proves unworkable or clumsy 
in new circumstances, or to readjust particular 
features of the Organization to the happier world 
which we believe a lasting peace will bring into 
being. That is the significance, despite the retention 
of the veto on constitutional amendment, of the 
modifications wc have been able to introduce in the 
provisions for amendment. 

The second criterion by which I sugge.sted the 
Charter would be judged was whether it held out 
a prospect of effective international action to secure 
the social justice and economic advancement which 
arc the indispen.sgble bases of an enduring and 
fruitful peace. 

In this regard, mo.st important and .significant 
work has been done here in San Francisco. 

In the Chartei ’s recital of the purposes and 
principles of the Organization; in the wide scope 
of the Assembly’s work; in the addition of the im- 
portant chapters on trusteeship; and above all in 
the purposes, pledge, functions, and jiowers of the 
Economic and Social Council — now a principal 
organ of the United Nations — I helicxe we in San 
Francisco have made a marked improvement in 
the Charter, by laying down a basis and providing 
machinery for what will undoubtedly become, in 
time, the more important side of the Organization’s 
activities. 

The Au.stralian Delegation has participated keenly 
in all phases of the work erf the Conference, and 
it is especially proud and happy to have jilayed an 
active and, I believe, a useful and successful part 
in strengthening the creative and positive side of 
the Organization. It has supported whole-heartedly 
the proposed amendments of other delegations which 
seemed directed to that end, and we arc grateful 
for the generous and untiring support others have 
given to many important proposals submitted by 
us and adopted by the Conference. We look for- 
ward with every confidence to a similar friendly 
cooperation when the time comes to work out 
concrete plans of action through this new Organ- 
ization of the United Nations. 
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It now remains to secure the ratification of the 
national legislatures of the United Nations to this 
Charter. 

In seeking that ratification we need not gloss 
over the difficulties that from time to time have 
beset us here in San Francisco. Such a Charter is 
necessarily based on compromise and on a balanc- 
ing of one consideration against another. 

In some of its important aspects, the Australian 
Delegation would have preferred to see further 
changes made to the original proposals than were 
in fact acceptable to others, and time may show 
that wo were right. Rut we sign the present Charter 
as the best agreement that fifty nations of good- 
will can now reach. It is on that ground that the 
Au.^^tralian Delegation will fight for its ratification 
as hard as it ha.*^ fought for its improvement. 

The Conference may have seemed long, but no 
time is too long to spend in fashioning an enduring 
and woikable framework of peace. The work has 
been arduous and exacting, but so must be our 
daily striving to maintain and strengfthen peace in 
the years ahead. 

STATEMENT BY 

VICTOR ANDRADE, CHAIRMAN OF 
THE BOUVIAN DEXEXIATION 

In my double capacity as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the second Commission responsible for 
considering that chapter of the Charter which 
contains the political and security powers of the 
Assembly, and as Delegate of the Republic of 
Bolivia, I feel I should make some remarks about 
the spirit which animate<l the discussions, about 
the results obtained, and, lastly, about the high 
importance and significance, in my opinion, of .some 
of the inincipies we have approved for submission 
for the consideration of the Conference in plenary 
.session. 

The strength of the future world Organization 
re.sts on perfect equilibrium between the functions 
of the Assembly and those of the Security Council. 
Neither of these two bodies should try to dominate 
the other nor trespass on the other’s peculiar sphere 
of activities and responsibilities for the maintenance 
of future world peace, which is the essence and 
pujpose of our w’ork. At one time there seemed 
to be an idea that if the powers of one of these 
bodies were increased, the powers of the other 
would necessarily have to be diminished; and the 
rivalry produced by this friction might have sown 
the seeds of di.shannony and despair. 

However, if wo view as a whole the results of our 
labors, two fundamental aspects appear: the As- 
sembly, as the supreme representative body of the 
world, is to establish the principles on which world 
peace and the ideal of solidarity must rest; and, 
on the other hand, the Security Council is to act 


in accordance with those principles and with the 
speed necessary to prevent any attempted breach 
of international peace and security. In other words, 
the former is a creative body and the latter an 
organ of action. 

It would be of no avail. Gentlemen, to have 
translated into words the theory of an institution 
for guaranteeing the peace of the world, if men 
and nations do not place their noblest feelings at 
the service of that Organization and renounce any 
attempt to find in its deficiencies a loojihole through 
which may filter in ambition, cupidity, and that 
mania for power which, throughout history, has 
periodically sought to attain the conquest of the 
world. Rather should they seek in the Charter the 
banishment of the afflictions of a world te^iorizeil 
by war, and the steadfast purpo.'^e of ensuring a 
life free from fear for coming generations. 

Thus, Gentlemen, the General Assembly will be 
the fortress where human aspirations are defended. 
It will not have armies at it.s disposal, it will not 
have cannon or prisons; it will instead have some- 
thing which, though incorporeal, has, in the couise 
of human history, shown itself to be stronger and 
more invincible than brute force: the power of 
thought. 

The Delegation of Bolivia attributes special im- 
portance to the .second part of ])aragraph I>, Section 
B, Chapter V, believing it to be the most honest 
and courageous application of the powers of the 
A.ssembly to confront the future fate of the world. 
Indeed the words “the investigation of any situation, 
regardless of origin, which may threaten world 
peace,” covers in one phrase the potential develop- 
ment of the law and welfare of peo))le.s. Weak 
countries feel equally or more acutely than strong 
countries the negative significance of insecurity 
and of unjust situations which, sooner or later, 
demand solution. They cannot and never will under- 
stand the limitations of international politics; th^y 
have faith in justice. Hence the principle, exhaust- 
ively discussed and ajiproved here, ojiens broad 
possibilities of fruitful development for the future 
and will, in conjunction with other princi;)les, 
promote a spirit of .solidarity in the forcing of 
the future international conscience, that g?eat force 
which the leaders of the world have not yet suc- 
ceeded in mobilizing effectively and c^)ll^c*ti .-ely. 

As the representative of a country which believes 
in justice and in the nobility of men when they are 
not limited by petty interests, we subscribe to the 
words u.sed by the American Senator Vande .berg 
in his comprehensive interjiretation of the idea 
contained in this amendment. These words were 
substantially as follows: “the phrase ’the peaceful 
adjustment of any situation regardless of origin’ 
should not be interpreted to mean that the subject 
of the revision of treaties would be foreclosed to 
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the Assembly. If treaties should give rise to situa- 
tions which the Assembly deemed likely to impair 
tlie general welfare and friendly relations between 
nations, it could make recommendations with respect 
to such situations.” 

Bolivia has always respected the treaties and 
pledges to which she has subscribed. If we favor 
their revision, it is because some countries bad no 
alternative than to accept them, and because their 
enforcement would endanger peace. We believe that 
in drawing uji the Chaitcr we should make it pos- 
sible to icview any case orf injustice whether deriv- 
ing from a treaty or not. We repeat that the re- 
vision of treaties does not imply failure to fulfill 
them on the jiart of any of the iiartics thereto, 
but a rectification erf untenable provisions contained 
therein; we also maintain that in order to correct 
such conditions, in no case should direct friendly 
settlement between the parties be excluded, since 
it IS preferable to all other methods. The world 
Organization should intervene only in cases where 
the efforts to reach a friendly and equitable under- 
standing have failed and have endangered the 
peaceful relations between the slates. 

In order that man may live in freedom from 
fear, he must have absolute certainty of security, 
of a security which is based not only on force bui 
also on reason and justice and on the full conviction 
that peace thus assured will attain progress and 
happiness for future generations. A peace based 
solely on force would have a dramatic similarity to 
the peace which is endured in prisons; on the other 
hand, a peace which rcsiiects freedom and invigor- 
ates the peoples, coordinating their activities and 
cooperating in the realization of their hopes and 
desires, will be the peace for winch the free peoples 
of the world hope, and for which millions of men 
and women have died. 

It is with this trust, Honorable Delegates, that I 
shall return to my country to disiiel the anxiety 
in which my people live at this moment. When the 
forces of Nazism seemed about to overrun the world, 
the Republic of' Bolivia, small as it is, did not 
hesitate to unite its fate to that of the great 
powers placing all its strategic resources at 
the service of the sacrefl cause. In doing this my 
people were not guided by cold calculation, but 
rather by the deep conviction that they were enlist- 
ing their forces in a war against tryanny and in 
defense of justice. Now, Honorable Delegates, it 
is with that same faith that we take our place in 
the struggle to win the peace, certain that it will 
not be possible to deviate from the ideals of justice 
that have ins})iied the world in the gieatcst struggle 
of all times. And thus my people, hemmed in by the 
Andes mountains, look toward the future with 
faith in the world Organization, which some day 
will study the problems arising from Bolivia’s mid- 


continental situation and will recognize the right 
of that landlocked people to be linked to the rest 
of the world through having its own free access 
to the sea. 

Honorable Delegates, we have placed our best 
ideas and our greatest energies at the service of 
the world’s aspirations, in endeavoring to create, 
in the Assembly of nations, a forum which shall be 
the most objective expression of progress and 
human civilization. 

I do not hesitate to say that the task assigned 
to us was most important and delicate, for in ful- 
filling it we had to harmonize the painful experience 
of the immediate past with the noble purpose of 
creating a world without hatred and rancor. It 
remains for the future to perfect this system and 
it remains for history to judge whether we have 
succeeded in interpreting the present. 


STATEMENT BY 

HUGUES LE GALLAIS, CHAIRMAN OP 
THE LUXEMBOURG DELEGATIOK 

The Luxembourg Delegation wishes to declare 
that, taking into consideration the present i^olitical 
situation of the world, it is entiiely satisfied with 
the United Nations Charter in its present form. 
The reasons for this declaration are as simple as 
they are obvious: small nations want peace, small 
nations want the big nations to sit around a table 
and discuss their problems until they find a common 
ground of agreement, and small nations want to 
be able to bring their own problems before a Forum 
of the World or before a restricted council which 
has the power to act, according to the circumstances 
of each case, all of which this Charter should 
ensure and enable to do. 

The Luxembourg Delegation considers that the 
United Nations Charter represents a considerable 
improvement as compared to the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, because the present Charter 
takes more fully into account the political lealitics 
of the world of today than the Covenant did for 
the world it faced twenty-five years ago. 

Whilst admitting that from a theoretical point 
of view it is conceivable that a better document 
might have been written, the Luxembourg Delega- 
tion will support the United Nations Charter to 
the utmost and do whatever is in its power to obtain 
the ratification of same by the Luxembourg Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The Luxembourg delegates are 
entirely confident that this ratification will take 
place because they know that their fellow country- 
men are not only peace-loving, but also peoples 
who have severly suffered during this war and 
who are prepared to look the realities of life 
squarely in the face. 
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The Luxembourg Delegation believes that the 
chapter of the Charter on tlic Economic and Social 
Council will receive the whole-hearted support of 
their country and that the contents of same will 
be appreciated to the fullest extent by people who 
for thirty years have been among the leaders in 
the field of social advancement. 

In conclusion, the Luxembourg delegates wish to 
express their sincere hope that the same spirit of 
cooperation as was shown during the San Francisco 
Conference will prevail among the representatives 
of the United Nations when they meet again. The 
instrument to maintain peace is there, but how it 
can be used will depend upon the good-will of men. 

STATEMENT BY 
ALEXANDER LOUDON, ACTING 
CHAIRMAN OF THE NETHERLANDS 
DELEGATION 

The Netlierlands Delegation started its work 
at this Conference moved by a spirit of £ober 
optimism and great humility. Without optimism, 
without hope, without faith, no human task can be 
brought to a successful end. Humility is eciually a 
prerecjuisite when fifty countries, differing greatly, 
not only in power but also in their constitutional, 
social, and economic systems, endeavor to lay 
down common rules for their future guidance in 
intei national relations. In an undertaking of such 
magnitude there are therefore always many more 
reasons, but not belter ones, for disagreement than 
for agreement. For we all know where the conse- 
quence of disagreement must inevitably lead: to even 
graver conflicts in the future. 

In a world where all countries have become 
neighbors, all countries large and .small, must be 
good neighbors, if peace and security are to be 
maintained. 

Here in San Francisco we have laid the foun- 
dation and prepared the machinery by which we hope 
that peaceful relations between nations will bo 
maintained in the years to come. Will the machinery 
prove to be reliable and efficient? We cannot at the 
moment give a definite answer to that question. 
But I believe that we may say this. In its entirety 
we need not be ashamed of the work which has 
been accomplished. 

It is undoubtedly true that many of us would 
have preferred a somewhat different Charter, con- 
taining, for instance, more liberal provisions with 
regard to the voting procedure in the Security 
Council. But I do not want to dwell at this 
time on what we believe to be imperfections in the 
instrument, and which we sincerely hope will be 
corrected in due course. Far more important than 
the machinery to maintain peace and security, is 


the will of the United Nations to use that machinery 
for the good of the world. Nothing but that determ- 
ination can support the Charter: without that 
determination the most perfect organization would 
be of no avail. 

We believe that as a result of our labors, the 
United Nations are more determined today than 
ever before to maintain security, to stop aggression, 
to establish a better world with justice for all men 
and all nations. 

I..et us dedicate ourselves to the task that lies 
ahead of us, in the spirit of the Gettysburg Address: 
“It is for us the living, rather, to be dedicated 
here to the unfiniFhed work which they who fought 
here have thus far so nobly advanced.” 

STATEMENT BY 

WILHELM MUNTHE MORGENSTIERNE, 
CHAIRMAN OF THE NORWEGIAN 
DELEGATION 

The signing this morning of the San Francisco 
Charter, on behalf of the Norwegian Government 
and people, was for the Norwegian Delegation a 
solemn and deeply gx*atifying task. 

There is no doubt in our hearts that we have 
been privileged to take part in the moulding of a 
document which signifies an important and definite 
.step forward in the history of mankind. We feel 
strongly that in this document arc incorporated 
some of the deepest hopes and longings of millions 
upon millions of harassed and cruelly tried men 
and women all over the world. 

We know that no people could or will rejoice 
more at the result readied here in San Francisco 
than will the Norwegian people. Through 5 long 
years they learned the bitter lessons of war and 
brutal Nazi domination. They will look fervently to 
the Charter, and to the spirit in which the Charter 
is lived up to, for protection for themselves and 
peace and justice-loving men and women every- 
where against a repetition of an experience, the 
memory of which can never be wiped out. 

We know that this Charter represents the com- 
posite views and aspirations of the fifty freedom 
and justice-loving nations whose representatives 
have been gathered here in San Francisco for the 
la.st nine weeks. We know that all have put their 
shoulders to the wheel and contributed generously 
of the best in their minds and hearts. This Charter, 
while not perfect, is, we believe, the best that to- 
gether we can bring forth today. 

Our task has required hard work and more weeks 
than most of us anticipated. But surely the world 
will not a.sk how long we were together here. 
Rather it will ask with what wisdom and imagina- 
tion we built for the future. And do not let ua

Le 21 mal 1946, le Comit4 2 (I Ooznm.) a «za- 
min4 la question du retrait de I'Organisation inter- 
natfonale qui, en m6me temps que celles de la sus- 
pension et de Texpulsion, avait 4t6 4cart6e des pre- 
mieres discussions du Cbapitre in, relatif h, Tad- 
mission. Un sous*comit6 fut chari^e d’4tudier cette 
question et de faire rapport au Comite & son sujet. 

Le Coxnlte a repris Texamen du chapitre X, 
relatif au Secretariat n a dlscute ses attribuUons 
en ce qui oonoeme ce chapitre et ses rapports 
avec les Comites 1 (He Comm.) et 1 (IHe Comm.) 
qui ont egalement discute certains aspects du Se- 
cretariat. 

Le 21 mal 1946, le Comite 2 (He Comm.) a dis- 
cute les questions de princlpe qu’avait eiaborees 
le Sous-Comite A k regard d'un certain nombre 
de projets d’amendement au cbapitre V, Section B, 
paragraphe 6. (Les deux paragraphes proposes par

par le Comite 2 (Ue Cbmxu.). La presente dis- 
cussion porte sur d’autres projeta d'amendement. 

n a ete convenu que TAssembiee aurait le pou- 
voir de prendre I’initiative d’etudes et de faire des 
recommandatlons visant la codification du droit 
international tendant k provoquer la revision des 
regies et des principes de droit intemationaL 

Le C:k>mit6 a decide que TAssembiee ne devrait 
pas etre autorisee k promulguer des regies de droit 
international qui devlendraient obligatolres pour 
les membres apres leur approbation par le Conseil 
de securite. 

Le Comite a egalement rdpondu par la negative 
k la question suivimte: Devrait-il etre stipule que, 
au cas oh le Conseil de securite ne se serait pas 
prononce sur lesdites regies dans un deiai que spe- 
cifierait la Charts, elles devlendraient valables et 
obligatolres, de la meme manihre que si elles avaient 
ete approuvees par le Conseil de securite?

Le Comite 1 (He Comm.) a deiibere, le 22 mai

lea queationa qui ne aont paa apecifiquement men- 
tionneea dana la Charte comme exigeant une ma- 
jorite dea deux-tiera ou autre majorite qualifiee. 
Cette diapoaition comporte le droit, pour TAa- 
aembiee, de determiner k la majorite aimple lea 
categoriea auppiementaires de queationa qui de- 
vraient etre trancheea &. la majorite dea deux- 
tiera. Une propoaition a ete falte aeion laquelle 
reiectioa du Secretaire (general de rOiganiaation 
devrait etre ajoutee k la liate dea queationa im- 
portantea aur leaqueUea rAaaembiee doit ae pro- 
noncer k la majorite dea deux-tiera.

Aprea avoir diacute lea diveraea methodea aui-

Cette propoaition, developpee au coura d’une dia- 
cuaalon generale, a ete adoptee k runanlmite. 

Un amendement breailien, atipulant que rAa- 
aembiee Generate devrait ae reunir toua lea cinq 
ana pour reviaer la Charte, a ete renvoye au 
Comite competent (Comlte 2 de la le Comm.) aprea 
une breve discuaaion. 

Le Comlte a examine une propoaition breaiUenne 
tendant & atlpuler dana la Charte que rAaaembiee 
Oenerale de rOrganiaation devrait avoir le mGme 
aiege permanent que le Conaeil de aecurite et le 
Secretariat, avec le droit de ae reunir en un autre 
lieu ai elle le deairait. Cette propoaition a ete 
rejetee. 

Le (Somite a approuve, k runanlmite dea 30 vo- 
tanta, la propoaition de Dumbarton Oaka aeion 
laquelle la Charte devrait apecifier que rAaaem- 
biee Generale adoptera aon propre reglement et 
eiira aon Preaident pour chaque aeaelon. 

Avant radoptlon de cette diapoaition, im amen- 
dement auatralien, tendant k remplacer lea mota 
*’pour chaque aeaaion” par lea mota *'qui exercera 
aea fonctiona juaqu'e la nomination de aon auccea- 
aeur”, a ete rejetee. 

Le Comite a approuve h runanlmite la propoai- 
tion de Dumbarton Oaka tendant k donner k rAa- 
aembiee Generale le pouvoir de creer tela organia- 
mea qu’elle pourra juger indiapenaablea pour rac- 
compliaaement de aea fonctiona. 

Le Comite 4 (lie CTomm.) a continue, le 22 mai 
1945, la dlacuaaion du document de travail. (Doc. 
328, n/4/12). Un amendement propoae par le deie- 
gue de rSgypte au paragraphe B3 du document de 
travail a ete repouaae aprea dlacuaaion. 

Le deiegue du Guatemala, aoutenu par le deiegue 
du Salvador, propoaa I’addition de la phraae aui- 
vante k la fin du paragraphe B.3(c), aprea le mot 
<<adminiatration” : 

”Le ayateme du tniateeahip ne a’appliquera paa 
aux territoirea en litige, relativement auxquela eat 
en inatance une queation, une reclamation, une 
controverae ou un procea, d’une nature quelcbnque, 
entre membrea de rOrganiaation Internationale.” 

Lea partiaana de la propoaition ont fait valolr que 
le ayateme devrait proteger lea droita dee tiercea 
partiea. Sea adveraairea ont aoutenu que cette pro- 
tection etait deje foumle par lea paragraphea B.4 et 
B.5. S’il etait adopte, cet amendement lalaaeralt 
auaal ouverte la posaibillte de aouatralre au aya- 
teme de tniateeahip tout territoire au aujet duquel 
un differend pourrait aurgir & I’avenir. 

La dlacuaaion de cet amendement a ete ajoumee 
juaqu’h la prochaine reunion, mercredi 23 mai, & 
15 h. SO. 

Le Comite 1 (Hie Comm.), k aa aeance du 22 
mai 1945, a commence I’examen du chapitre VI, 
Section B, dea propoaltiona de Dumbarton Oaka 
et approuve k I'unanimite lea paragraphea aui- 
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vanta: le paragraphe 1, le paragraphe 2 tel qu'il 
a 4t4 amende par lea Gouvemements invitanta, 
et le paragraphe 8. 

La diacuaaion du paragraphe 4 a ajoum4e, 
en attendant que le 80ua-comlt4 en ait finl avec 
cette queatlon. 

Le paragraphe 5, avec lea amendementa dea Qou- 
vernementa invitanta, a 4t4 accepts comme baae 
de diacuaaion. 

D’autrea amendementa ont 4t4 renvoy^a k un 
aou8-comit4. 

Le Comit4 1 (IVe Comm.) eat paaa^, le 22 mai 
1945, k r^tude du rapport de aon Soua-Comit^ A 
et a approuv^ & Tunanimit^ lea projeta d*artlclea 
contenua dana ce rapport et qui traitent de I'^ta- 
bllaaement d’une nouvelle Cour de Juatice. 

Cea textea comprennent lea trois premiers para- 
graphea du Chapitre VII du proJet de Charte. Le 
premier paragraphe pr^voit la creation d'un tri- 
bunal qui constituera le principal organe judiciaire 
dea Nations Unles et qui sera donomme Cour Inter- 
nationale de Justice. Le deuxi^me paragrhphe dis- 
pose que la Cour aera 4tablie et fonctionnera con- 
form^ment k un statut qui sera annexe k la Charte 
et en aera partie integrants, cetablissement de 
ce statut a ete Juaqu’ici le principal objet des tra- 
vaux du present Comite. Enfin, le trolsi6me pam- 
graphe dispose que rien dans la Charte n'empcchera 
les parties de soumettre leurs differends k d’autres 
tribunaux si elles le deairent. 

Le Comlte a egalement approuve k Tunanimite 
les projeta d’artlcles 1 et 37 du proJet de Statut.

L’article 37 dispose que les traites prevoyant le 
renvoi des diiferends k un Cour qu’inatitueront les 
Nations Unies aeront revoyes & cette Cour. 11 
stipule dgalement que les parties aux presents ac- 
cords qui aont tenues, par les traitda en vigueur, 
de soumettre leurs diff4renda k Fancienne Cour 
Permanente, aoumettront k I’avenlr cea diffdrenda 
a la nouvelle Cour. 

Le Comitd 2 (IVe C6mm.) a diacutd, le 22 mai 
1945, des rapports du droit international et de la 
Charte avec le droit interne. 

II a 4ta propose d’inaerer dans la Charte une 
clause disposant qu’aucun membre ne pourra 41uder 
les obligations qui ddcoulent de la Charte en invo- 
quant son droit interne, n n'y eut aucune objection 
quant au principe inspirant cette proposition. Plu- 
sieurs ddl4gu4s estim^rent cependant que Tinaertion 
dans la Charte d’un principe de droit international 
4tait inutile et transformerait la (Charte en instru- 
ment de codification. 

La question fut renvoy4e au Soua-Comit4 du 
Comit4 2 de la IVe Commission.

Nous nous permettona d'attirer Tattention dea 
ddldguds sur Tavia paru dans le Journal No. 11, du 
7 mai 1945, annongant I'annulation dea tickets d’ad- 
miasion aux adances pldnidres (tickets No. 10), 
ainai que aur I’avia paru dana le Journal No. 20, du 
17 mai 1945, indiquant que I'usage dea cartes per- 
manentes pour les rduniona des Commiaaiona dtait 
apparu impraticable et que dea ^’tickets de thd&tre” 
aeraient ddaormaia ddlivrds k cet elfet. 

Tous lea tickets permanents bleu-gria, prlmiti- 
vement remis aux ddldgues, fonctionnalres des dd- 
Idgationa et autres personnea pour leur permettre 
d’aasister aux sdances pldnidrea, avaient dtd annulds. 

Us aeront remplacds par des "‘tickets de thd&tre”, 
delivrda en vue des sdancea des Commissions et des 
futures sdances pldnidres. Les tickets de sdance de 
Commission porteront les lettres “B", “C”, "D”, etc., 
alora que les tickets de sdance pldnidre porteront 
les numdros “9*”, “lO*”, “11”, “12”, “13”, etc. 

Les Adjoints apeciaux affectds k la liaison avec 
les ddldgations remettront k celles-cl, par liaaaes, 
les ‘^tickets de the&tre”, portant soit la lettre qui 
indique la sdance de Commission, soit le numdro 
qui indique la sdance pldnidre. 

Les tickets destines aux membres des Commis- 
sions, qui doivent sieger en avanl de I’orchestre, 
aeront dordnavant de couleur orange et porteront 
la surcharge “Commission Member”. Ils se distin- 
gueront ainsi clairement des tickets bleus, ddlivrds 
aux ddldgues et autres personnes qui, sans dtre 
membres des Commissions, ont droit k des places 
dans I’orchestre. 

On continuera de faire tous les efforts pour four- 
nir aux ddldgations le plus possible de tickets d’in- 
vitation (guest tickets). Cependant, dtant donnd 
le nombre Umitd de tickets dont on dispose, les 
ddldgations aont prides de vouloir bien coopdrer 
k en dconomiser I’emploi.

Le Comity 1 (nie Comm.), le 23 mai, a etudid 
le Chapitre VI, Section B, dee propositions de Dum* 
barton Oaks, sur les prlnclpales fonctlons et attri- 
butions du Conseil de s^curit4. Un amendement nor- 
v4gien tendant k rayer le mot '*prlncipales” du litre 
de la sectionfut renvoy4 au Comit4 de coordination 
comme 4tant une question de redaction. Une phrase 
finale, propos4e par le Canada, a ^t^ ajout^e & Tuna- 
nimit^ au paragraphe 1. La phrase eat ainsi concue: 
‘*Le Conseil de s4curit4 soumettca annuellement et 
quand cela sera n^cessalre, & I’l^tude de I’Assembl^e 
0^n4rale, des rapports sp^claux.” Le Chapitre VI, 
Section B, para^raphe 1, des propositions de Dum- 
barton Oaks fut vot^ k runanimit^ avec cet amen- 
dement, par 40 voix k 0. 

Au cours de la discussion du paragraphe 2, une 
proposition fut falte d’ins^rer dans ce paragraphe 
des regies plus precises que celles qu’impliquaient 
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des dispositions selon laquelle le Conseil dolt ^'aglr 
conform4ment aux buts et aux princlpes de ror- 
ganisatlon'*. Le projet d'amendement a 4t4 re- 
poussd, certains d416gu4s ayant fait ressortlr que 
les princlpes et les buts des propositions de Dum- 
barton Oaks, telles qu’ils ont 4t6 amende, 4taient 
assea larges pour couvrir les 4ventualit4s en que- 
stion.

Le Comit4 a dlaout4 enauite une communication 
du Oomit4 IV (me CSomm.) demandant un avia aur 
le point de aavolr a’il y aurait lieu d’ina4rer, dana 
le teste du C9iapltre Vm, Section C, une diapoaition 
quelconque relative aus formes que prendrait la 
cooperation aociale et economique aur le plan re- 
gional.

Uon des Nations Unies. 

Le Comite 1 (me Comm.) a examine, le 25 mal, 
un amendement beige au Chapitre VI, Section B, 
paragraphe 4, des propositions de Dumbarton Oaks, 
tendant k inserer, aprea lea mots *‘du Conseil de 
secuiite*' les mots “prises en application du Cha- 
pitre Vm“. Le paragraphe se Urait alnsi: 

“Tous les membres de rOrganisation devraient 
s’engager k accepter les decisions du Conseil de 
securite prises en application du Chapitre Vm et 
4 les mettre & execution conformement aux diaposi- 
Uona de la Cliarte”. 

L’insertion de ces mots avait pour but de rendre 
plus Claires et plus precises les obligations que 
devaient assumer les membres de rOrganisation. 
La proposition a ete repoussee mals les questions 
posees par le Canada et TAustralie sur I’interpreta- 
tion du'texte ont ete renvoyees au comite de redac- 
tion pour, examen. Le paragraphe 4 a ete alors 
adopte k I’unanimite sous sa forme primitive. 

Le Ciomite a examine ensuite des proJets d'amen- 
dement au Chapitre VI, Section B, paragraphe 6, 
des propositions de Dumbarton Oaks. H a ecarte un 
amendement stipulant que la production des arme- 
ments serait exclusivement reserves aux gouveme- 
ments et approuve k runanimite le paragraphe sous 
sa forme primitive. 

Le Comite a encore discute deux propositions de 
la Norvege tendant & ajouter des paragraphes k la 
Section B. D’apres la premiere proposition, le 
Cbnseil de securite recevrait le pouvolr de fairs 
executer touts decision finale rendue dans un dif- 
ferend par la Cour permanents de justice intema- 
tionale ou par tout autre tribunal dont la compe- 
tence en la matiere aurait ete reconnue par les 
parties au dilferend.

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Lim Delegations du BresU ot de la Chine ont de- 
mande qu'U solt prls acte d’une Declaration aua 
tonnes de laqueUe une conferance generals seralt 
oonvoquee au ooim des proohalns mois afin d*eta- 
bllr une organisation Internationale d*hygiene. NUes 
ont fait oonnaltre leur Intention de se concerter 
avec d'autres delegations en vue de la convocation 
de cette conference generals.

La sdance a etd consacrde k une dis- 
cussion de la question de savoir si I’aitlcle 86 du 
Statut de la Cour permanente de justice Interna- 


tionale seralt malntenu. Aux termes de cet article, 
la Cour est cmnpetente dans les affaires poitdes 
devant elle par accord entre les parties au dif- 
fdrend. L’article contlent aussi une disposition dite 
’’clause facultative” qui permet aux Btats qui le 
desirent de s’entendre entre eux pour accepter la 
competence de la Cour sur la requite d’une seule 
partie. 

Les autres solutions possibles que le Comite a 
discutees soulevaient la question generals de rendre 
obligatoire pour toutes les parties au Statut le 
prlncipe de la clause facultative.

quaa aur Taaprit qui a anime noa diacuaalona. aur 
laa rdaultata qui ont ete obtenua at. anfln, aur la 
haute importance at la profonda algniflcation qua 
preaantant. k mon avia, cartaina principaa qua noua 
aommaa convanua da aoumettra k I’axaman da la 
Conference pienikra. 


La force da la future Organiaation mondiala rdai- 
da dana un equilibra parfait antra laa fonctlona da 
rAaaambiea at callaa du Conaail da Securite. Aucun 
da oaa deux organiamaa na davrait aaaayar da domi- 
nar Tautre ni da penetrar dana la aphkra propra daa 
activitea da calui-d ou daa raaponaabilitea qui lui 
incombant ralativamant au maintian da la future 
paix du monda. qui damaura Paaeanea at la but da 
noa travaux. A un momant donne. una Idea aamblalt

section B, Chapitra V. Ella croit qua o’aat Ik Tap- 
plication la plua honneta at la plua couragauaa das 
pouvoira qui ont ete attribues k TAaaambiea pour 
ragardar an face Tavanir du monda. Eh verite, las 
mots ’Tetuda da touta situation, qualla qua aolt son 
origina, suacaptibla da mattra an danger la paix 
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du monde," couvrent en une leule phrase tout le 
d4veloppement potentiel du droit et du b<»)heur 
des peuples. Lee pays faibles 4prouvent dgalement, 
et mime de fa$on plus aigui que les pays forts, 
la signifleation negative de rinsdcuriti et des si- 
tuations injustes qul, tOt ou tard, exigent une solu- 
tion. ns ne peuvent et ne pourront Jamais compren- 
dre les limitations de la politique intemationale; ils 
ont foi en la Justice. Ainsi, le principe qui a 4t4 dis- 
cut4 k fond et approuvi ici ouvre de larges possibili- 
tds pour un avenir ficond et, conjointement avec 
d’autres principes, il imprignera d'un esprit de soli- 
dariti la future conscience Intemationale qui se 
forge en ce moment, cette grande force que les 
conducteurs du monde n'ont pas encore riussi k 
mobiliser d’une fagon efflcace et collective. 

Comme reprisentant d'un pays qui croit en la 
Justice et en la noblesse de Thomme, quand il ne se 
limlte pas k des intirits mesquins. nous souscri- 
vons aux paroles prononcies par le sinateur Van- 
denberg quand il interprita avec largeur d’esprit 
I'idie contenue dans cet amendement. En substan- 
ce, il s'exprima ainsi: 'T<es mots Tajustement paci- 
flque de toute situation, quelle qu'en soit I’origine*, 
ne doivent pas itre interpritis comme signiflant que 
la revision des traitis sera un sujet interdit k 
r Assemblie. Si des traitds vlennent k engendrer des 
situations que TAssemblde Juge de nature k com- 
promettre le bien g4n4ral et les relations amlcales 
entre les nations, elle peut falre des recommanda- 
tlons relativement it de teUes situations." 

La Bolivie a toujours respects lea traitds et les 
engagements qu'elle a souscrits. Si nous sommes 
en faveur de leur revision, c’est parce que certains 
pays n’ont pas eu d’autre alternative que de les ac- 
cepter, et parce que leur mise k execution mettrait 
la paix en danger. Nous croyons que, en r4digeant 
la Charte, nous devrions lalsser la possibility de 
consacrer un examen & tout cas d’injustice, qu’il 
dyrive d’xm traity ou non. Nous rypytons que la 
revision des traitys n'lmplique en aucune maniyre 
leur inobservation de la part de I'une quelconque des 
parties it ces traitys, mais simplemert une rectifi- 
cation des stipulations intoiyrables qu’ils contien- 
nent; nous maintenons ygalement que, pour remy- 
dier it de telles situations, un arrangement amical 
direct entre les parties ne devrait en aucun cas 
ytre exclus car 11 est pryfyrable it toutes aut^es 
mythodes. L’Organisation mondiale ne devrait in- 
tervenir que dans les cas oh les efforts pour arriver 
it une entente amlcale et yquitable auraient ychouy 
et auraient mis en danger les relations paciflques 
entre lea Stats. 

Pour que rhomme puisse vlvre libyry de la peur, 
11 faut qu'il alt la certitude absolue de la sycurlty, 
d'une sycurlty fondye non seulement sur la force, 
mais encore sur la raison et la Justice et sur la 
conviction que la palx ainsi assurde sera xme source 


de progThs et de bonheur pour les gynyrations 
futures; une paix qui ne serait fondye que sur la 
force ressemblerait d’une manihre dramatlque it la 
paix que Ton a dans les prisons; au contraire, une 
paix qui respecte la liberty et qui vivifie les peuples, 
en coordonant leiirs activitys et en aidant k la 
ryalisation de leurs espoirs et de leurs dysirs, voilii 
la paix qu'espyrent les peuples libres du monde et 
pour laquelle des millions d’hommes et de femmes 
sont morts. 

Cest dans ce conflant espoir que Je rentrerai dans 
mon pays afin de faire disparattre I'anxiyty dans 
laquelle mes compatriotes vivent en ce mo- 
ment. Quand les forces du nstzisme semblaient sur 
le point de submerger le monde, la Rypublique de 
Bolivie, pour petite qu’elle soit, n'hysita pas it unir 
son destin k celiii des grrandes Puissances qui dy- 
fendaient la liberty, en dyclarant la guerre aux 
nations de I'Axe et en mettant toutes ses ressources 
stratygiques au service de la cause sacrye. En 
agissant ainsi, notre peuple n’ytait pas conduit par 
de froids calculs, mais plutdt par la conviction pro- 
fonde qu’il enrdlait ses forces dans une guerre 
contre la tyrannic et pour la Justice. Maintenant, 
c’est dctns la myme foi que nous prenons place dans 
la lutte pour gagner la paix, certains qu’il ne sera 
pas possible de s’ycarter de I’idyal de Justice qui 
a inspiry le monde au cours de la plus grande lutte 
de tous les temps.

LB GALLAIS, PRESmENT DE LA 
DELEGATION LUXEMBOURGEOISE 

La Dyiygation Luxembourgeoise dysire dydarer 
qu’en tenant compete de la situation politique ac- 
tuelle dans le monde, elle est entihrement satisfaite 
de la Charte des Nations Unies dans sa forme pry- 
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aente. Lei raisons en sont aussi simples qu'ivi- 
dentes. Les petites nations ddsirent la paiz, les 
patltes nations veulent que les grandes nations se 
r^unissent et discutent ensemble leurs probl5mes 
afin de trouver un terrain d'entente; les petites 
nations d^sirent pouvoir apporter leurs propres 
probltoies devant le Forum du Monde ou devant un 
conseil restraint qui a le pouvoir d’aglr selon les 
exigences de chaque cas. La Charts est k mtoie 
d'assurer qu’U en sc^t ainsi. 

La D516gation Luxembourgeoise eat d*avis que la 
Charte des Nations Unies constltue une ameliora- 
tion considerable via-lL-vis du Pacts de la Societe 
des Nations; en effet, la nouvelle Charte prend en 
consideration les realites pratiques du monde 
d’aujourd’hui d’une fa^on pliis comprehensive que 
ne le faisait le Pacts de la Societe des Nations il y 
a 25 ans. 

Tout en admettant que d’un point de vue theo- 
rique on aurait pu rediger un document meilleur, la 
Delegation Luxembourgeoise donnera tout son appui 
k la Charte des Nations Unies et fera tout ce qui 
est en son pouvoir pour en obtenir la ratification 
par la Chambre des Deputes k Luxembourg. Les 
deiegues luxembourgeols sont parfaitement con- 
vaincus que cette ratification aura lieu, sachant 
que leurs compatriotes sont epris de palx, quails ont 
beaucoup souffert au cours de cette guerre et qu'ils 
sont prets k fairs face aux realites de la vie.

Sana 
optimisme, sans espolr, sans conflance, aucune 
Utche humaine ne pent etre menee k bonne fin. 
L’humiUte est aussi une condition prealable ' quand 
einquante pays, profonddment dilferents les uns des 
autres non seulement par la puissance, mais aussi 
par leurs sysiftmes constitutionnels, soclaux et doo- 


nomiques, essaient de rddiger des rdgles oommuneii 
en vue de guider leurs relations Internationales dans 
I’avenir. Dans une entreprise d’une telle ampleur, 
il y a toujours des raisons plus nom b r eas es, mais 
non de melUeures raisons, de ddsaccord que d’ac- 
cord. Car nous savons tous oh mdnent indvitable- 
ment les consequences du ddsaccord: elles mdnent it 
des confute future beaucoup plus graves. 

Dans un monde oh tous les pays sont devenus 
volsins, tous les pays, grands et petits, doivent vlvre 
en bons voisins si Ton veut malntenir la palx et la 
sdcurite. 

Ici It San Francisco, nous avons jetd les bases et 
prepare les moyens grftce auxquels nous espdrons 
malntenir dans les anndes it venir des relations paci- 
fiques entre les nations. Ces moyens se montreronL 
Us shrs et efficaces? Nous ne sauricma, pour le 
moment, donner une rdponse formelle it cette ques- 
tion. Mais je suis persuade que nous pouvons dire 
ceci: dans I’ensemble, nous n’avons pas k avoir 
honte du travail qui a dtd accompU. 

n est Incontestable que beaucoup d’entre nous 
auraient prdfdrd une Charte quelque peu diffdrente, 
contenant, par example, des dispositions plus Ubd- 
rales en ce qui conceme la procedure de vote au 
Conseil de Sdcurite. Mais Je ne tiens pas it insister 
en ce moment sur ce que nous estimons dtre des 
imperfections de I’instrument, qui seront, nous en 
avons le sincere espolr, rectifldes en temps utile. 
Ce qui est beaucoup plus important que les moyens 
de malntenir la palx et la sdcurite, c’est la deter- 
mination des Nations Unies d’employer ces moyens 
pour le bien du znonde.

Durant cinq longueg an- 
n4eg, ce peuple a apprie leg lecong am^reg de la 
guerre et de la domination brutale deg Nazia. H 
ge toumera vera la Charte avec ferveur, 11 fera 
appel k cet eeprlt qui eet celul de la Charte, pour 
prot4ger la cauae de la paix et celle de toug lea 
bommeg et de touteg leg femmeg 4prig de Juatice 
contre le retour d*tme dpreuve dont le aouvenlr 
ne g’effacera Jamais. 

Nous aavong que cette Charte repr^aente lea 
tendances et leg aspirations diverges de 50 nations 
dprlseg de Justice et de liberty dont lea repr^gen* 
tanta ae gont r^unia & San Francisco pendant ces 
neuf demi^reg gemainea. Noua savona auaai que cha* 
cun a contribu4 k Teffort commun et que toua y 
ont apport^ g^n^reuaement ce qu'il y avalt de 
meilleur dans leurs eaprita et dans leura cceura. 
Cette Charte, si elle n'eat paa parfaite, eat du 
moina, noua en aommea fermement persuades, la 
meilleure que noua puiaslons 4tablir ensemble k 
I'heure actuelle.

BRIGADIER GENERAL CARLOS P. 
ROMULO, PRESIDENT DE LA 
DELEGATION PHILIPPINE 

Nous sommes arrives A un accord. C’est lA, A 
mes yeiix, le grand rAsultat de cette Conference, Ce 
n’est pas que nous ayons mis sur le papier certaines 
conditions sur lesquelles I’accord s’est realise. Les 
conditions, c’est chose transitoire. Elies peuvent 
parattre bonnes aujourd’hui. Peut-etre ne le seront- 
elles pas demaln et nous devrons alors nous rAunir 
A nopveau et nous entendre pour les changer. Mais 
le fait mftme de I’accord — le fait que cinquante 
nations, reprftsentant peut-fttre autant d’interets 
vitaux divergentg, ont pu, pour ime fois, A partir de 
ces divergences, distiller un accord fondamental de 
I’essence la plus pure — cela c’est quelque chose de 
permanent. C’est oela le rAsultat. 

Et nous, qui faisons partie des petites nations, 
cette Conference nous a donne quelque chose que 
nous n’avons pas connu auparavant; la conviction 
non seulement que notre volx a ete entendue, mais 
encore qu’elle a ete ecoutee. Alnsr, quand notre 
delegation Philippine a soutenu la thftse que, pour 
leg peules dependants, I’independance devrait etre 
fixes comme but en mftme temps que rautonomie 
gopvemementale, cette thftse a ete reconnue; et, 
parce qu’elle etait Juste, elle a ete acceptee. Les 
grandes nations ont entendu la voix des petites 
nations et elles I’ont ecoutee. 

J’ai entendu ceux qui furent leg guides de la Con- 
ference dire que tout ce dont nous avons besoin 
maintenant, e’est la sincerlte dans I’accomplisse- 
ment des tAches que nous nous sommes fixees nous- 
mAmes. Sans doute. Mais plus important encore, A 
mon avis, est le fait que nous avong institue un 
code de morale pour le monde A venir, un code qui, 
grAce A I’intangibUite de sea principes, creera une 
force faite de I’opinion publique mondiale, une force 
d'un caractAre si universel qu’elle obligera A la sin- 
cAritA dans la rAalisation de ces principes. 

VoilA bien ce que nous avons rAalisAe: ce n’est 
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pas une Charts ds TAtlantique nl une Charts du 
Paciflqus: c'sst tins Charts du monds: c*sst la De- 
claration splrituslls des Droits. EUs smbrasssra st 
protegera Tssprlt ds Thomms sn mems temps qu'slls 
le Ubersra.

Committee II/2 (Veterans Building, 202. 10:33 a.m.) 652 

The Committee continued its discussion of para- 
graph 8, Section B, Chapter V, on the basis of 
the questions of principle formulated by Subcom- 
mittee A in its third report (Doc.

to maintain international peace and security?" 

The Committee thon discussed the report submitted 
by its di’afting subcoiranlttee, on the redrafting of 
paragraph 1, Section B, Chapter V. The discussion 
was still in progress when the meeting cdjoumed. 

Committee II/3 (Veterans Building, auditorium, 10;40 a.m. ) 658 

The Committee discussed at length the declaration 
submitted by the Brazilian and Chinese Delegations 
proposing an international health conference. This 
declaration met with the unanimous approval of the 
Committee. The remainder of the meeting was devoted 
to a general discussion of Chapter IX, Section A, 
paragraph 2, and Chapter IX, Section D, paragraphs 1 
and 3 . 

Committee III/3 (Veterans Building, 223, 10:30 a.m.) 649 

Amendments relating to the special military agree- 
ments and the costs of enforcement action were 
considered. Decision upon the Chilean amendments 
in both categories was postponed as was discussion 
of the French amendment concerned with the special 
military agreements.

The Committee approved the revised di*aft of the 
report of the Rapporteur. Recommendation of the 
Delegate of Peru that the Charter Include provis- 
ions for public meetings of the General Assembly 
open to the press will be referred to the Coordin- 
ation Committee. The list of subjects now being 
considered by other technical committees which may 
require subsequent action by Committee Il/l was 
presented by the Secretary. 

Committee IIl/l (Veterans Building, 223» 8:40 p.m. ) 668 

Committee IIl/l voted to add a sixth paragraph 
to Section B of Chapter VT of the Dumbarton Oaks 
Proposals, providing that the Security Council 
should participate in the election of judges 
according to the Statute of the International 
Court of Justice.

The Coanlttee discussed the fovirth report of 
Suboomnlttee A (Doc. 729# II/2/A/5), vhloh dealt 
vltb various matters referred to Oossslttee II/2 
by other ooismlttees. OoimBlttee 11/2 oonourred 
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In tvo recoDunondatlonB made by Committee 
IV /1 at Ite moating on May 3I regarding power 
to obtain advisory opinions from the Inter* 
national Court, so far as these recommendations 
related to the powers of the Assembly. The 
Committee replied In the affirmative to the 
question whether the Ghsneral Assembly should 
have power to authorise International agencies 
to obtain advisory opinions from the Court on 
legal problems arising within the scope of 
their activities. 

The Delegation of Ecuador, after brief discussion, 
withdrew an amendment concerning the establishment 
of regional commissions of conciliation which Its 
Government had put forward. A proposal enabling 
the Secretary -General to draw the attention of 
the Assembly to any matter which he believes may 
threaten international j^eace and security was by 
consent withdrawn from the agenda. 

Committee IV (Veterans Building, 2 C 2 , p.m.) 828 

The Committee approved article 3 ^ of the Statute 
which provides that only states or members of 
the United Nations may be parties In cases before 
the Court. It also approved article 35 which, 
provides that the Court shall be open to members 
of the United Nations and to states' parties to 
the present Statute. 

According to the Committee's decision, article 36 
of the Statute Is amended by adding a new paragraph 
which requires that declarations concerning the 
Jurisdiction of the Court be deposited with the 
Secretary-General of the United Nations. It was 
also provided In the same article that declarations 
made under article 36 of the Statute of the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice and which 
are still In force shall be deemed, as between the 
parties to the new Statute, to bo acceptances of 
the compulsory Jurisdiction of the International 
Court of Justice for the period during which they 
still have to run and In accordance with their 
terms. 
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Articlo 38 of the Statute, vhloh enusierates the 
tMieea of the deolslons of the Court, vas adopted 
as approved by the Ccenslttee of jurists except 
that the first paragraph vas amended so as to 
refer to the fact that the function of the Court 
Is to decide cases In accordance vlth International 
lav. It vas agreed by the Committee that the Court 
may give on advisory opinion on any legal 
question at the request of vhatever body 
may be authorised or In accordance vlth the 
Charter of the United nations to make such a 
request (article 65)* Provisions regarding 
procedural matters dealt vlth In articles 56, 

07, and 68 vare also approved. 
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Committee II/3 (Votorana Building, 223, 3s30 P.».) 833 

The Committee accepted the tenth report of 
the drafting suhcommlttoo calling for re- 
arrangement of Chapter IX, nov completely 
approved by the Committee. 

The Delegate of Brazil presented a declar- 
ation regarding the establishment of a com- 
mission of women to study questions In con- 
nection with the status and opportunity of 
women, and various countries associated 
themselves with the declaration.

Another declares that If a state 
refuses to carry out a decision, the other 
party to the case may ask the Security Coxm- 
cll to take enforcement measures. A third 
provision added to the Charter embodies the 
decision made by Committee II/2 that the Qen- 
eral Assembly should have povor to authorize 
other International agencies to roquest ad- 
visory opinions. Under the provision as 
drafted by Committee IV/l, this pomlsslon 
Is limited to agencies connected vlth the 
United Nations. 

Adoption of these provisions completed the 
work of Committee IV/l on tho Charter and the 
Statute of tho Court. The Committee also 
adopted a proposal of Iran stating that the 
Conference should recommend to all members of 
the United Nations that they make declarations 
of adheronco to the obligatory Jurisdiction 
of the Court as soon as possible.

(The following rules of procedure relating to discussion, 
to motions, and to the appointment of subcommittees have 
been widely applied In connection with International con- 
ferences In the past. At the suggestion of several del- 
egations these rules are brought to the attention of 
delegations by the Secretariat as an aid to the conduct 
of committee discussions.) 


Rules for Discussion 

1. The chairman may call a speaker to order If his remarks 
are not relevant to the subject under discussion. 

2. If, In the course of discussion, a member rises to a 
point of order, he shall be given the floor immodiately and such 
point of order shall be immediately decided by the chairman. If 
exception Is taken to the decision of the chairman, the point 
should be referred by the chairnuin to the Executive Committee. 
Pending a decision by the Executive Committee, the decision of 
the chairman shall stand. 

3. On motions pertaining to procedural matters tho chairman 
may limit the debate to two speakers for and two spoakors against 
the motion. On motions to closo dobato permission to spoak for 
or against tho motion shall not be accorded to more than two 
speakers on each side with a time limit of 5 minutes for each 
speech. 

4. The chairman may limit tho time of speeches of tho dele- 
gates at any point In tho debate. 

Motions 

1. Any delegate may movo motions, subject to Section II«of 
the Conference Rules of Procedure; motions shall not bo voted 
upon unless seconded.

RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING CCNDUCT 0? COMMISSION MEETINGS 


The following recommendations were considered and approved 
in a meeting of the officers of commissions and committees 
on Friday, May 25» as a means of facilitating the conduct 
of public commission meetings. The objective is to provide 
a maximvun freedom of expression at these meetings, yet to 
achieve the orderly and expeditious completion of the business 
of the commissions. 

It is recommended that: 

(1) Delegations should be given opportunity in the 
commission meeting to make statements cither for or against 
proposals reported by a committee, to the commission and voted 
on in the commission. It is not generally considered useful, 
however, to repeat in the commission meetings the debates 
which have been thoro\ighly heard in committee meetings. 

(2) Reasonable time limitations shovild be placed upon 
the debate in commission meetings. To this end, it is 
recommended that the rules limiting debate in committee 
meetings (as sot forth in Doc. 468, ST/9) Ue adopted for 
commission meetings. As provided in those rules, the presi- 
dent of the commission would normally call for a vote if two 
speakers have been hoard in favor of a proposal and no one 
wishes to speak against the proposal. The president might 
apply this rule with some discretion where the discussion 
involves a matter of major importance. 

(3) If delegates wish to propose in commission meetings 
amendments which have previously beon considered but defeated 
in committee mootings, they should be permitted to do so. 

In such cases, the delegates should notify the president of 
the commission and the executive officer of the commission 
not later than 8 p.m, on the day prior to the scheduled 
commission meeting of their desire to Introduce such proposals. 
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(4) Essentially new proposals, not previously discussed 
In conunlttee meetings, will not be Introduced In commission , 
meetings , 

(3) At least one day shall elapse between a committee 
meetliig at which a report to the commission is approved and 
the commlsolon meeting at which the report Is presented. In 
order that all delegates may have an opportunity to study 
the report. So far as possible, delegates should notify the 
president of the commission and the executive officer, by 
8 p.m. the previous day, of their Intention to spealc at the 
commission meeting. Delegations may so far as possible. In 
the discussions In commission meetings, present their points 
of view In written texts to be read by the delegate concerned. 
The Secretariat requests that copies of such texts, and trans- 
lations thereof, be supplied* in advance to ensure the reading 
of satisfactory translations at the meetings. 

(6) Individual Interpretations stated by delegates 

at commission meetings will not bo Incorporated In the report 
of the commission rapporteur unless they are In accord with 
the sense of the meeting. 

(7) The rules stated in. the above paragraphs will 
apply to commission meetings, regardless of whether the 
commission Is considering 

(a) Proposals reported from committees but 
not yet put Into Charter language by 
the Coordination Committee; 

(b) Texts In Charter language, referred from 
the Coordination Committee, which may or 
may not have been discussed previously In 
the commission. 

(8) In tho interest of conserving time, the report to 
bo made to tho plenary sessions might be considered in the 
same commission meeting at which -the Charter texts referred 
from the Coordination Committee are discussed. 

(9) There should be general uniformity In tho procedures 
of all four commissions.

The four Presidents of the Conference and the Presi- 
dents of the four Commissions today agreed that It should 
not be necessary for, the Commissions to review the final 
draft of the Charter as prepared by the Coordination Com- 
mittee and the Advisory Committee of Jurists, but that It 
would be more expedltlovis and appropriate for this review 
to be undertaken by the Steering Committee. As a result 
of this decision there will be no Commission meetings to 
review the final form of the Charter and the scheduled 
Siinday meeting of the Steering Committee has been ad- 
vanced to 2 p.m. , Saturday, June 23. 

The foxn? Presidents of the Conference and the Presi- 
dents of the fo\u> Commissions further agreed to recommend 
to the Steering Committee that the method by which the 
Steering Committee should review and approve. If accept- 
able to It, the final draft of the Charter be as follows: 

(1) There should be no need to discuss any matters 
of substance In as much as such matters havo been settled 
by the work of the Technical Committees, the Commissions, 
the Executive Committee and the Steering Committee. 

(2) Opportunity should be given at tomorrow's 
(Saturday) meeting of the Steering Conmilttec for any 
Chairmen of Delegation, who feel It necessary to do so, 
to make observations with respect to the language of 
Individual articles, which will be taken up seriatim . 

(In view of the fact that all Delegations haVe Kaa before 
them the first conqplote draft of the Charter, prepared by 
the Coordination Committee and the Advisory Committee of 
Jiirlsts, since Thursday afternoon, June 21, and have had 
opportunity to commvinlcate observations with respect thereto 
directly to the two drafting Committees that were engaged 
In completing the final draft. It Is hoped that the Chair- 
men of Delegations will feel warranted In keeping to a 
minimum their observations with respect to the language of 
the Charter. If possible the final draft of the two draft- 
ing Committees will bo distributed to all delegations threo 
or fo\u? hotirs before the Steering Commlttoo meets tomorrow 
(Saturday) In order to permit study prior to the mooting.) 
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(3) Discussion of tho observations of Chalrnion 
should be kept to a mlnlmxua and tho Steering Committee 
should refer tho observations of Its membors to the 
Coordination Committee and the Advlso3?y Committee of 
Jviz'lsts with authorization to those Commlttocs to 
take final drafting action in the llgtit of tliesc 
observations Immodlatoly following upon tho conclusion 
of tho meeting of tho Steerxng Committee.

2. Documentation based upon these comments, proposals 
euid amendments which was prepared for committee use. (This 
relates principally to documents classifying comments, pro- 

' posals and amendments prepared by committee officers, sub- 
committees, committees and the Secretariat.) 

3. Agenda and summary reports of committee and sub- 
committee meetings. 

4*. Drafting documents of sub-oommlttees . 

5« Special documents submitted by delegations for dis- 
tribution to all delegations. 

6. Secretariat notices or communications distributed 
to all delegations. 

It Is not recommended that the working doctiments 
of the Coordlmtlon Committee be removed from the category 
of "Restricted" documents. It Is recommended that this 
matter be left to the Preparatory Commission for decision.
